The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  has  decided  to- 
carry  out  at  Manchester  an  important  change  in  its  proceed- 
ings. Broadening  of  its  constitution  is  also  proposed  (p.  575), 
and  the  Federation  of  Local  Associations  is  likewise  on  the 
mend  (p.  590). 

"Xrayser"  takes  up  Mr.  Carteighe's  remarks  on  phar- 
macists as  cooks,  and  leaves  the  impression  that  gastric  dis- 
turbance would  be  the  chief  result  from  such  a  departure 
from  the  normal  condition  of  things.  He  also  makes  interest- 
ing observations  on  the  minimum  working  profit  in  retail 
grocery  (p.  571). 

The  Business  Tone  in  drugs  and  chemicals  continues  good, 
but  price-alterations  are  few.  Glycerin  is  worth  watching  in 
view  of  the  soap-combine.  Cochin  coconut,  cotton,  and  rape- 
seed  oils  are  all  higher.  Hydrastis  is  again  firmer.  Soy, 
pimento,  pepper,  and  gambier  are  easier.  Shellac  is  much 
lower.  A  large  supply  of  drugs  was  offered  at  auction  (p.  584). 

This  Month's  Minor  Passes  bring  the  total  for  the  year 
up  to  400,  compared  with  468  in  1905  and  584  in  1904.  Few 
seem  to  realise  that  in  the  matter  of  qualification  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  we  are  on  the  high  road  to  scarcity  of 
qualified  assistants  and  an  uprising  of  unregistered  keepers 
of  chemists'  shops.  We  discuss  the  matter  in  a  note  begin- 
ning on  p.  572.

Brevities. 

Arthur  Leonard  Thompson,  a  Blackpool  herbalist,  has 
been  committed  for  trial  at  the  Lancaster  Assizes  on  a 
charge  of  arson  at  his  shop  in  Euston  Street. 

The  Merchant  Venturers'  Technical  College,  at  Bristol, 
was  completely  destroyed  by  fire  on  October  9.  The  damage 
is  estimated  at  between  50,000/.  and  60,000/. 

At  Plymouth  on  Friday,  Robert  Goulding,  errand-boy, 
"was  sentenced  to  fourteen  days'  imprisonment  for  stealing 
■41.,  the  money  of  the  Plymouth  Co-operative  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. 

Florence  May  Atkinson  (23),  a  nurse  at  Fulham  Infir- 
mary, died  while  under  the  influence  of  ethyl  chloride  for 
-a  slight  operation.  Cyril  Beirlien  (4£),  son  of  a  waiter, 
•died  at  Kensington  while  under  the  influence  of  the  same 
anaesthetic  for  the  removal  of  adenoids. 

Elizabeth  Taylor  (35)  was  charged  at  Watford  on 
October  10  with  the  murder  of  her  husband,  Ernest  Taylor, 
it  being  alleged  that  after  release  from  an  asylum  she 
placed  poison  (said  to  be  hydrochloric  acid)  in  his  medi- 
cine.   She  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  next  assizes. 

The  Tunbridge  Wells  Town  Council  on  October  3  decided 
to  promote  a  Bill  in  Parliament  for  the  compulsory  purchase 
of  the  chalybeate  springs  on  the  Pantiles.  The  cost  will 
probably  be  about  30,000/.  The  object  of  the  Council  in 
acquiring  the  springs  is  to  safeguard  the  purity  of  the  water. 

Mr.  Watkin  Valentine  Wright,  chemist  and  druggist, 
■  of  25  The  Broadway,  Hammersmith,  W.,  was  one  of  the 
prosecuting  witnesses  in  a  charge  of  fraud  preferred  at 
Chatham  on  October  5  against  an  undischarged  bankrupt, 
named  Sumner,  of  Gravesend.  Sumner  was  committed  for 
trial. 

At  Tunbridge  Wells  on  October  9,  Mary  Lloyd,  a  fashion- 
ably dressed  woman,  was  charged  with  the  theft  of  two 
silver-backed  hair-brushes  and  a  silver-backed  hand-mirror, 
value  of  21.  16s.,  from  the  shop  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  The  Pantiles, 
Accused  was  remanded  to  enable  the  police  to  investigate 
other  probable  charges  of  theft. 

A  conscientious  objector  to  vaccination  told  the  St.  Albans 
Magistrates  last  week  that  he  knew  one,  little  child  and 
"  when  it  was  vaccinated  its  eyes  dropped  out."  Councillor 
Ekins,  Ph.C,  who  was  on  the  Bench,  humorously  asked 
the  applicant  to  give  him  the  facts  of  the  case,  as  he  should 
very  much  like  to  send  it  to  the  "  Lancet." 

The  fusing  of  electric  wires  caused  an  outbreak  of  fire 
in  the  window  at  the  establishment  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Clarke, 
chemist  and  druggist,  etc.,  High  Street,  Stockton-on-Tees, 
on  October  2.  Although  the  flames  were  speedily  subdued, 
the  contents  of  the  window,  together  with  part  of  the 
fittings,  were  destroyed.  The  damage  is  estimated  at 
about  60/. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
October  9,  it  was  resolved,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Building  Act  Committee,  to  allow  Mr.  A.  Oldcorn,  chemist 
and  druggist,  to  retain  three  wood  and  glass  showcases  in 
front  on  No.  1  Piccadilly  Circus  for  a  further  period,  and 
to  allow  Messrs.  Mellins,  Ltd.,  to  retain  a  projecting  clock 
in  front  of  No.  48  Regent  Street,  W. 

The  Poplar  Borough  Council  have  thoroughly  established 
the  system  of  manufacturing  disinfectants  by  the  elec- 
trolysis of  salt  water.  As  the  Council  will  not  require  so 
much  of  the  disinfectant  during  the  autumn  and  winter, 
they  have  decided  to  offer  to  supply  it  to  the  London  County 
Council  schools  in  the  district,  the  Poplar  Union,  and  the 
Poplar  and  Stepney  Sick  Asylum  free  of  charge. 

Alkali,  etc.,  "Works  Act. 
The  Act  which  was  passed  before  Parliament  adjourned 
comes  into  force  on  January  1,  1907.  replacing  the  existing 
Acts.  It  will  affect  a  few  industrial  processes  not  hitherto 
covered,  and  Sir  Samuel  Provis,  Secretary  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  has  written  to  local  authorities  asking 
them  to  furnish  the  Board  with  descriptions  of  works 
which  were  not  within  the  scope  of  the  repealed  Acts. 


Midland  Notes. 

The  Birmingham  University  session  opened  last  week. 
The  number  of  students  shows  a  substantial  increase  on 
last  session. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Slater,  science-mistress  at  the  Girls'  High 
School,  New  Street,  Birmingham,  has  obtained  D.Sc. 
(London)  for  her  researches  on  thorium  and  its  salts 

Are  the  sheet  anchors  of  the  penny  periodical  prescribers 
changing  ?  It  seems  so,  for  where  formerly  it  was  tr.  nuc. 
vom.  and  chloroform-water  it  is  now  sodii  bicarb,  and  the 
same  vehicle.  In  the  last  weekly  issue  of  a  Birmingham 
paper  there  were  about  a  dozen  prescriptions  of  this  kind. 

After  each  performance  at  the  Birmingham  Festival  the 
interior  of  the  Town  Hall  was  searched  by  police  officers. 
The  most  remarkable  "  finds  "  were  two  packets  of  mustard 
plasters,  two  bottles  of  "tabloid"  drugs,  one  of  lavender 
salts,  and  another  of  eau  de  Cologne — all  suggestive  of  head- 
aches and  physical  ennui. 

The  shop  in  Broad  Street,  Birmingham,  which  was 
formerly  and  for  many  years  owned  by  Mr.  Wilkes,  chemist, 
and  which  subsequently  was  purchased  by  Mr.  F.  Adam, 
Piggott  Street,  has  ceased  its  pharmaceutical  career,  and  last 
week  a  sale  of  fittings,  bottles,  counters,  etc.,  by  auction  was 
held.  Generally  speaking  very  fair  prices  were  obtained. 
Drugs  and  chemicals  had  in  most  cases  been  taken  away. 

Chemists'  Wine-licences. 

Last  week  a  representative  of  Messrs.  J.  Sanger  &  Sons 
applied  for  a  letter  from  the  Marylebone  Licensing  Justices' 
Clerk  to  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  at  Somerset  House 
stating  that  the  Bench  did  not  object  to  his  holding  a  whole- 
sale licence  for  medicated  wines.  The  applicant  explained 
that  his  firm  had  moved  from  Marylebone  into  St.  Pan- 
eras,  and  at  the  former  place  held  a  wine-licence  for  many 
years,  and  they  wanted  a  simitar  licence  now  they  had 
moved  into  St.  Pancras. — Sir  William  Collins  asked  if  a 
licence  was  necessary  for  the  sale  of  medicated  wines — such 
as  "  Wincarnis,"  for  instance. — The  Chairman  :  A  licence 
is  necessary  for  any  wine. — Sir  William  Collins  :  But  how 
many  ordinary  retail  chemists  have  licences  ?  I  am  not  a 
sporting  man  ;  but  I  would  like  to  bet  that  I  could  go  to  any 
little  chemist's  shop  and  get  a  bottle  of  "  Wincarnis,"  we 
will  say,  and  they  wouldn't  have  a  licence.  What  is  the 
explanation  ? — The  Bench  agreed  to  give  the  applicant  a 
letter  as  requested,  and  Sir  William  Collins  said  he  would 
like  some  information  about  licences  for  chemists  at  the 
next  meeting. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

During  the  quarter  just  ended  the  Norfolk  county 
analyst  has  examined  eighty-one  samples,  most  of  which 
were  tinned  foods.  The  amount  of  boric  acid  found  varied 
from  4  to  91  grains  per  lb. 

Mr.  Geo.  Wm.  Fisher,  chemist,  late  of  Messrs.  Overton, 
Ltd.,  Mundesley-on-Sea,  has  opened  new  premises  at  Mel- 
ton Constable,  Norfolk.  Mr.  W.  Dennis  has  purchased  and 
is  carrying  on  Messrs.  Overton's  business. 

Here  is  a  tip  for  chemists  doing  an  agricultural  trade. 
A  window  in  this  district  is  filled  with  various  wheat- 
dressings  packed  in  cartons.  In  the  centre  is  a  big  heap 
of  pulv.  cupri  sulph.,  and  right  at  the  front,  taking  up 
the  whole  length  of  the  window,  is  a  slanting  board  covered 
with  white  cotton-wool.  On  the  wool  is  sprinkled  cupri 
sulph.  to  form  the  words  "Wheat  Dressings"  in  letters 
3  or  4  inches  deep.  The  blue  copper  salt  on  the 
white  ground  gives  a  distinct  catchy  effect,  and  the  wool 
holds  the  powder  well  in  position.  Posters  and  showcards 
complete  a  seasonable  display. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

Four  samples  of  drugs  were  taken  for  analysis  at  Salford 
last  quarter,  the  whole  of  them  being  certified  to  be  pure. 

The  public  analyst  of  Lewisham  has  examined  one  sample 
of  liquid  extract  of  sarsaparilla,  and  certified  same  to  be 
genuine. 

The  Wigan  Board  of  Guardians  have  appointed  Mr.  S. 
Ernest  Melling,  the  borough  analyst,  to  be  public  analyst  to 
the  Board. 

The  Stockport  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  William 
Thompson,  of  Princess  Street,  Manchester,  to  be  public 
analyst  for  the  borough. 
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Last  quarter  the  public  analyst  of  West  Ham  analysed, 
among  other  things,  two  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  one 
of  which  was  found  to  be  87.6  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor. 

According  to  the  quarterly  report  of  the  public  analyst  of 
Poplar,  the  only  drug-sample  analysed  during  the  three 
months  was  one  of  lime-water,  which  was  deficient  in  lime 
to  the  extent  of  90.8  per  cent.  No  action  was  taken  against 
the  vendor,  on  account  of  a  declaration  made  at  the  time  of 
purchase. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Barnstaple  Town  Council  on  Octo- 
ber 2,  a  discussion  arose  relative  to  the  fees  paid  to  the 
borough  analyst,  Dr.  Winter  Blyth.  A  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  analyst  should  be  paid  on  the  basis  of 
10s.  6d.  per  sample,  with  a  minimum  of  forty  samples  per 
annum. — The  Mayor  said  Dr.  Blyth  had  charged  thirty-six 
guineas  for  analysing  thirty-six  samples,  because  the 
Council  had  not  sent  him  fifty  samples,  the  minimum 
number  agreed  upon,  and  for  which  the  charge  was  lO.s.  6d. 
each. — The  Council  decided  to  communicate  with  the 
analyst  respecting  the  account. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Fulham  Borough  Council 
reported  on  October  8  having  had  under  consideration  the 
question  of  using  the  laboratory  accommodation  provided 
in  the  Town  Hall  extension  and  of  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  the  Council's  action  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  Mr.  Cribb,  the  present  public  analyst,  was  appointed 
in  September  1898,  at  a  salary  of  200/.  per  annum,  for  the 
analysis  of  samples  not  exceeding  350  a  year  plus  24  samples 
of  water,  and  the  appointment  was  made  subject  to  the 
following  conditions  :  "In  the  event  of  the  Vestry  pro- 
viding the  necessary  laboratory  accommodation  at  the  Town 
Hall,  the  analyst  will  be  required  to  conduct  all  analyses 
made  on  their  behalf  in  that  building."  The  committee, 
after  fully  going  into  the  matter,  had  decided  (subject  to 
the  usual  sanction)  that  Mr.  Cribb  continue  the  analysis  of 
samples  at  his  own  laboratory.  A  second  analyst  is  to  be 
appointed  at  a  commencing  salary  of  250/.  a  year,  rising  to 
300/.  He  is  to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  service  of  the 
Borough  Council  and  is  to  utilise  the  Council's  laboratory. 
Mr.  Cribb  is  to  be  designated  "senior  public  analyst  and 
consulting  chemist,"  and  the  second  analyst  who  is  to  be 
appointed  is  to  be  designated  "  public  analyst  and  chemist." 
The  Public  Health  Committee  propose  to  apply  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  their  sanction  to  these  proposals. 

Inebriety  Treatment. 
An  interesting  discussion  on  the  use  of  drugs  in  the  treat- 
ment of  inebriety  took  place  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
for  the  Study  of  Inebriety  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  Medical 
Society,  Chandos  Street,  London,  on  October  9.  Dr. 
Mary  Gordon  opened  the  discussion,  the  following  being  a 
summary  of  her  remarks  : 

Chloride  of  gold  and  sodium  has  been  largely  used,  but 
the  drug  is  almost  inert,  its  action  being  that  of  an  ex- 
tremely feeble  tonic  and  alterative,  unless  given  in  large 
doses,  when  it  acts  as  a  gastro-intestinal  irritant.  Many 
so-called  cures  contain  strychnine,  some  brucine  and  gold 
salts,  and  a  few  atropine,  but  the  majority  contain  large 
percentages  of  alcohol.  Strychnine  is  a  very  old  remedy, 
and  an  ingredient  of  most  drug-cures,  and  seems  to  be  a 
popular  drug.  It  has  a  sedative  rather  than  a  tonic  effect, 
and  is  given  as  a  "  sobering-agent "  in  an  emergency.  It 
quickly  cuts  short  a  drinking-bout,  and  makes  the  patients 
sleep,  but,  beyond  making  them  temporarily  more  con- 
trollable, does  not  otherwise  affect  their  restless,  nervous, 
•  depressed  condition.  As  regards  the  action  of  atropine 
upon  the  alcoholic  condition,  no  definite  clinical  account  of 
it  is  available,  and  how  it  acts  generally  or  specifically 
upon  the  many  nervous  complications  in  alcoholism  is  not 
known.  Cinchona  appears  to  be  a  useful  drug  in  some 
cases  of  alcoholism,  but  so  far  from  destroying  the  relish 
for  alcohol,  inveterate  topers  have  been  known  to  take  it 
daily  for  weeks  together  in  whisky,  port  wine,  or  some 
other  form  of  intoxicating  liquor.  Capsicum  is  one  of  the 
most  important  and  most  insidiously  dangerous  of  all 
drugs  given  in  drug-cures,  and  if  other  drugs  could  be 
considered  in  their  effects  as  simple  substitutes  for  other 
stimulants  and  narcotics,  this  is  especially  true  of  capsi- 
cum. The  fact  that  drug-treatments  are  pleasant  to  many 
patients,  welcomed  by  them,  adopted  by  them  without 
.  discretion,  taken  with  alcohol  or  with  other  drugs,  and 
often  made  by  them  accessory  means  of  their  final  de- 
struction, shows  very  plainly  that  they  can  have  no  trulv 
antidotal  effect. 


A  Soap  Combine. 
The  morning  papers  have  been  agitated  by  rumours  of  a 
"soap-trust"  combination  among  English  manufacturers, 
and  it  seems  fairly  certain  that  at  least  a  friendly 
working  agreement  has  been  reached  by  a  number 
of  the  principal  manufacturers  of  household  soap  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  Mr.  Lever,  M.P.,  of  Port 
Sunlight,  is  said  to  be  at  the  head  of  the  movement,  and 
the  firms  in  the  combine  include  Messrs.  W.  Gossage  & 
Sons,  Widnes  ;  Joseph  Crosfield  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Warring- 
ton; Joseph  Watson  &  Sons,  Leeds;  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd., 
Port  Sunlight;  Christopher  Thomas  &  Bros.,  Ltd., 
Bristol ;  Ogston  &  Tennant,  Aberdeen  and  Glasgow  ;  and 
Barrington,  Dublin.  The  combination  does  not  include 
manufacturers  of  toilet-soaps.  The  first  move  took  place 
on  October  10,  when  the  representatives  of  Messrs.  Lever- 
Bros,  began  taking  orders  for  the  soaps  made  by  Messrs. 
Watson,  as  well  as  those  manufactured  at  Port  Sunlight,, 
and  a  complete  amalgamation  of  the  two  businesses  is 
expected  shortly.  Other  reports  state  that  there  is  an 
estimated  capital  of  over  16,000,000/.  involved,  and  the 
employment  of  25,000  workers.  The  object  of  the  combine 
is  to  reduce  the  cost  of  production.  The  contracting  manu- 
facturers insist  that  the  public  are  in  no  way  concerned 
in  their  action.  No  public  money  is  being  asked  for,  and 
there  is  to  be  no  increase  in  price.  Soap-making  materials 
are  now  some  50  to  70  per  cent,  dearer,  and  to  counter- 
balance this  the  wholesale  prices  of  soap  were  raised  about 
5  per  cent.  No  further  immediate  increase  is  intended,  but 
this  will  be  regulated  by  the  course  of  the  market  for  rave, 
materials. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  E.  Hands,  chemist  and  druggist,  the  dispenser  of  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  was  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  staff 
at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Day,  the  late  Secretary  of  the 
institution,  on  Saturday  last. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital  on 
October  5,  the  Secretary  reported  that  through  the  gene- 
rosity of  Mr.  S.  Meggitt  Johnson  a  country  annexe  will 
shortly  be  provided  on  a  site  at  Fulwood.  The  number  of 
patients  treated  during  the  year  was  31,090,  as  compared 
with  27,094  last  year. 

Mr.  C.  Leicester,  chemist  and  druggist.  351  Darnall  Road, 
Darnall,  Sheffield,  has  left  the  city  and  has  removed  his 
fixtures,  it  being  stated  that  he  has  transferred  to  a  busi- 
ness at  Bolton.  Mr.  George  Dale,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Carbrook  House,  Carbrook,  has  removed  his  fixtures  to  the 
premises  vacated  by  Mr.  Leicester. 

In  the  report  of  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society  last  week  we  omitted 
to  note  among  the  new  members  the  name  of  Mr.  Edwin 
Wells  Smith,  of  Nether  Edge.  By  the  accession  of  the 
new  members  the  slight  decrease  mentioned  in  the  Council's 
report  was  turned  into  an  increase. 

The  sale  of  the  effects  of  Mr.  C.  O.  Morrison,  Ph.C., 
was  continued  on  Thursday  last  week  at  the  pharmacy, 
West  Street,  when  the  fittings  were  offered.  There  was 
again  a  fair  attendance  of  local  pharmacists ;  but,  although 
some  items  were  acquired  by  members  of  the  craft,  it  is 
understood  that  the  bulk  of  the  fittings  were  purchased 
by  brokers.    Very  fair  prices  were  realised. 

In  a  report  presented  to  the  Watch  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  with  reference  to  the  increasing  practice  of 
opening  shops  on  Sunday,  the  Town  Clerk  remarks  that  the 
committee  have  on  several  occasions  declined  to  take  action 
pending  the  report  of  the  Select  Committee,  a  summary  of 
which  he  presents,  mentioning  the  exemption  recommended 
in  case  of  shops  open  for  the  sale  of  medicines.  The  com- 
mittee approved  the  report,  and  passed  a  resolution  urging 
the  Home  Secretary  to  promote  legislation  on  the  lines 
indicated  in  the  report. 

Mr.  Pond  and  the  Motor-buses. 
At  a  meeting  of  ratepayers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Bride, 
Fleet  Street,  on  October  5,  Mr.  Overseer  G.  P.  Pond, 
chemist  and  druggist,  described  the  motor-omnibus  traffic  as 
an  intolerable  nuisance.  He  protested  against  the  speed  of 
the  motor-omnibuses  down  Fleet  Street  and  across  Ludgate 
Circus.  Pedestrians  crossing  the  road,  he  said,  saw  in  the 
first  place  a  cloud  of  smoke,  then  hoard  the  alarming  report 
of  a  "  puffer,"  and,  upon  recovering  from  their  consterna- 
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tion,  to  their  chagrin  saw  the  drivers  and  others  laughing 
at  what  they  believed  to  be  great  fun.  A  resolution  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Corporation  to  the  matter  was  carried 
unanimously.

The  Chemist's  Rent. 
The  Salisbury  City  Council  on  October  4  discussed  a 
recommendation  from  the  General  Purposes  Committee 
that  the  Council  fix  the  rent  of  the  premises  in  Blue  Boar 
Row,  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Orchard,  chemist  and 
druggist,  at  200^  a  year  on  a  repairing  lease.  It  was  stated 
that  the  Council's  valuers  thought  the  previous  rental  was 
too  low,  and  the  committee  were  of  opinion  that  200?.  a  year 
or  a  repairing  lease  was  a  fair  market- value.  It  transpired 
that  the  valuers  reported  that  160?.  should  be  fixed  as  the 
annual  rental  on  a  seven,  fourteen,  or  twenty-one  years' 
lease,  the  tenant  keeping  the  whole  of  the  inside  in  tenant- 
able  repair,  or  144?.  a  year  if  the  tenant  also  repaired  the 
exterior. — Alderman  Folliott  said  the  valuer's  rental  was 
ample,  and  should  be  accepted  by  the  Council.  He  moved 
that  the  rent  should  be  as  fixed  by  the  valuers. — Mr.  Hall, 
in  seconding,  said  the  Council  ought  not  to  penalise  Mr. 
Orchard  for  having  built  up  a  successful  business. — The 
motion  was  defeated  by  thirteen  votes  to  twelve,  and  a 


further  motion  that  the  rental  be  175?.  per  annum,  the 
tenant  doing  internal  and  external  repairs,  was  carried  by 
nineteen  votes  to  seven. 

A  Double  Hecord. 
An  interesting  meeting  took  place  on  October  5  in  the 
warehouse  of  Messrs.  Davy  Hill  &  Hodgkinsons,  Ltd., 
when  a  handsome  time-piece  with  inscription  plate  was 
presented  to  Mr.  Joseph  Howell  on  the  occasion  of  his 
retirement  after  52  years'  service  with  the  company  and 
its  progenitors.  Mr.  Howell's  father  also  served  for  54 
years  in  the  same  employ.  Mr.  Wallis  made  the  presenta- 
tion and  related  many  interesting  reminiscences,  laying 
much  stress  on  the  respect  and  regard  in  which  Mr.  Howell 
was  held.  Mr.  Howell  in  his  reply  feelingly  referred  to  the 
kindness  he  had  always  received  at  the  hands  of  employers 
and  employes  alike,  and  expressed  his  great  delight  that 
the  directors  had  also  given  him  a  gold  watch,  which  he 
highly  esteemed. 

Corassa  and.  Gloxiensis. 

The  hearing  of  the  charges  against  William  Henry 
Hawkins  (62)  and  his  son  William  George  Hawkins  (27) 
was  resumed  at  Brighton  Police  Court  on  October  8. 
Details  of  the  previous  hearing  were  given  in  our  issue  of 
September  29  (p.  491).  Prisoners  are  accused  of  con- 
spiracy to  defraud  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  certain 
medicines,  it  being  alleged  that  they  traded  at  various 
addresses  in  London,  Brighton,  and  Worthing,  as  "  Dr. 
Hawkins,"  "Rev.  Joseph  Hope,"  "Rev.  William  Gray," 
"Rev.  John  Wilson,"  and  "Rev.  Thomas  Stone." — 
Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  George  Walker,  carrying  on 
business  as  a  wholesale  druggist  and  manufacturing 
chemist,  at  2  Bath  Street,  City  Road,  London,  in  the  name 
of  Walker,  Troke  &  Co.  Mr.  Walker  said  he  had  been 
supplying  chemicals  to  the  elder  prisoner  for  the  past 
four  or  five  years.  Among  other  things  supplied  was 
sodium  bicarbonate. — Herbert  Charles  Williams,  a  clerk 
in  the  service  of  George  Atkinson  &  Co.,  chemical-manu- 
facturers, 31  and  32  St.  Andrew's  Hill,  London,  said  his 
firm  had  for  about  ten  years  been  supplying  the  elder 
prisoner  with  potassium  bromide.  Since  August  1905 
prisoner  had  purchased  about  5  cwt.  from  them.  In  Sep- 
tember last  they  supplied  him  with  14  lb.  of  cinchona- 
bark. — Joseph  Westbury,  a  Cradley  Heath  plaster-model 
maker,  who  suffered  from  nervous  debility,  deposed  to 
communicating  with  the  "Rev.  Joseph  Hope,  St.  Cloud, 
Worthing,"  and  receiving  particulars  regarding  "Dr. 
Fernandez  Colwa's  great  recipe  or  "  corassa  compound." 
He  sent  18s.  9c/.  to  the  "  Rev.  Joseph  Hope,"  and  received  a 
box  containing  25  "  corassa  compound  "  powders.  He  after- 
wards sent  5s.  for  some  pills,  and  three  times  afterwards 
he  sent  19s.  for  fresh  supplies.  The  medicines  had  done 
him  no  good. — Evidence  of  a  similar  character  was  given 
by  a  waiter  at  a  London  club,  by  a  married  woman  from 
St.  Leonards,  by  a  Brighton  carpenter,  and  by  a  Brighton 
dressmaker.  The  St.  Leonards  "patient"  was  supplied 
with  "Gloxiensis"  powders.  These  were  said  to  be  of 
the  same  composition  as  "  corassa  compound  "  (see  C.  &  D., 
September  29,  p.  492)  without  the  cinchona. — Richard 
Brutnell,  who  was  in  the  employ  of  the  prisoners  at  7 
Bristol  Gardens,  Brighton,  said  he  was  kept  occupied  in 
folding  circulars  and  addressing  envelopes.  The  circulars 
related  to  "  corassa  compound  "  and  to  "  Gloxiensis,"  and 
occasionally  witness  divided  a  quantity  of  the  powder 
(brought  from  prisoners'  house  in  Chesham  Gardens)  into 
twenty-five  or  twenty-eight  powders,  wrapped  each  in 
paper,  and  packed  them  in  boxes.  He  had  no  instruments 
or  scales  and  the  powders  were  not  weighed. — Another 
remand  was  ordered,  bail  in  the  case  of  the  elder  prisoner 
being  fixed  at  1,000?. 

Diachylon  Pills. 

At  the  Sheffield  Court  House  on  October  9  further  charges 
were  heard  against  women  of  selling  pills  containing  lead 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  abortion.  The  first  case  was 
that  against  Mary  West.  Mr.  E.  W.  Clegg  again  appeared 
for  Boots  (Limited).  Mrs.  Barbara  Davis  spoke  to  visit- 
ing the  defendant  and  being  supplied  with  pills,  four  of 
which  she  was  directed  to  take  at  night  and  four  in  the 
morning.  The  defendant  told  her  also  to  keep  the  matter 
quiet,  as  she  was  not  allowed  to  sell  the  pills.  Witness 
paid  the  woman  Is.  3c?.  for  them,  and  was  told  by  her  that 
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"they  had  never  been  known  to  fail."  The  evidence  of 
Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  City  Analyst,  who 
examined  two  boxes  of  pills  supplied  by  Mrs.  West — one 
containing  fifty-four  pills,  and  the  other  containing  fifty- 
five — showed  that  the  average  weight  of  the  pills  was  2 
■grains.  Each  contained  1  grain  of  lead — expressed  as 
metallic  lead — per  pill.  This  would  be,  he  said,  3  grains 
of  diachylon — emplastrum  plumbi — in  which  form  the  lead 
was  present.  Dr.  Godfrey  Carter  and  Dr.  Arthur  Hall 
spoke  to  the  dangerous  character  of  the  pills,  and  West  was 
.committed  for  trial  at  the  Quarter  Sessions. 

A  similar  set  of  circumstances  were  adduced  in  the  case 
against  Mary  Ann  Styring.  In  this  case  Mr.  Scott-Smith, 
who  analysed  a  number  of  the  pills  bought  from  the  woman, 
.said  there  were  twenty-nine  in  the  box,  the  average  weight 
of  each  pill  being  4.2  grains.  Each  contained  0.59  grain 
of  lead  per  pill,  expressed  as  metallic  lead.  This  was 
equivalent  to  1.8  grain  of  diachylon,  in  which  form  the  lead 
was  present.  Evidence  was  again  given  by  Dr.  Godfrey 
■Carter  and  Dr.  Arthur  Hall,  and  Detective-oflicer  Thrale 
stated  that  when  he  arrested  the  defendant  he  found 
twenty-one  boxes  of  pills  on  the  premises.  She  told  him 
that  she  bought  the  stuff  from  Boots',  and  made  the  pills 
■up  herself.    The  defendant  was  also  committed  for  trial. 

Patent-medicine  Vendors  and  Drug-stores  Association. 

A  general  meeting  of  the  members  was  held  at  the  Mitre 
Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  10, 
Mr.  Walter  Huntrods,  Leeds  (President),  in  the  chair. 
Members  were  present  from  various  parts  of  Lancashire 
and  Yorkshire.  The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  proceedings, 
.said  their  chief  business  was  the  consideration  of  the  new 
rules  which  were  intended  to,  and  he  believed  would,  have 
the  effect  of  elevating  the  tone  of  the  Association,  and  also  of 
placing  it  on  a  sounder  basis  than  hitherto.  The  proposed 
rules,  30  in  number,  were  then  gone  through  seriatim.  One 
of  them  was  to  the  following  effect  : 

On  and  after  January  1,  1907,  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  who  has  not  served  a  bond-fide  apprentice- 
ship to  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  proof  of  which 
must  be  given  either  by  production  of  indentures  or  such 
other  proofs  as  the  Council  directs. 
In  this  connection  Mr.  Leggett  asked  the  President  what 
steps  were  being  taken  with  regard  to  the  restitution  of  all 
bona-fide  apprentices  to  chemists,  and  as  to  all  the  well- 
known    and    established    patent    proprietary  medicines 
previous  and  subsequent  to  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  until  the  year  1892.    The  matter  was  discussed, 
and  the  President  intimated  that  it  had  not  been  lost 
sight  of,  and  would  be  brought  before  the  next  Council 
meeting.    After  full  discussion  and  some  amendments,  the 
rules  were  suggested  for  adoption  by  the  Association  at  the 
.annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  Leeds  a  fortnight  hence,  and 
the  meeting  concluded  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Huntrods.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 
The  following  is  the  result  of  the  recent  Preliminary 
examination  :  Michael  Holland  passed  with  honours.  The 
following  also  passed  :  Patrick  Mallon,  Wm.  Thos.  Hinehy, 
Thomas  Montagu,  and  Patrick  Lyons.  Three  candidates 
have  been  referred  to  the  Council,  and  eight  candidates  were 
rejected. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dublin  County  Council  on  October  4, 
a  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Lorcan* Sherlock,  Secretary  of 
the  Irish  Cattle-traders'  and  Stockowners'  Association,  en- 
closing a  memorandum  containing  a  statement  of  points  in 
reply  to  a  circular  letter  which  had  been  issued  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in  opposition  to  the  in- 
clusion of  Ireland  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which 
is  before  Parliament.  The  memorandum  stated  that  the 
Bill,  if  passed  as  it  now  stands,  would  enable  Irish  County 
Councils  to  grant  licences  to  unregistered  traders  to  sell 
poisonous  sheep-dips  and  weed-killers  ;  that  monopoly  raised 
the  price  of  dips ;  that  the  new  regulations  of  the  Board  of 


Agriculture,  preventing  Irish  sheep  from  being  landed  in 
England  unless  they  were  dipped,  rendered  it  necessary 
that  farmers  should  be  able  to  obtain  dips  easily  and 
cheaply ;  that  in  many  sheep-districts  there  were  no  regis- 
tered traders  of  any  kind,  the  bulk  of  the  registered  drug- 
gists living  in  the  large  towns ;  and  the  memorandum 
strongly  urged  the  inclusion  of  Ireland  in  the  Bill. — Mr. 
Field  said  he  did  not  think  there  was  the  slightest  chance 
of  the  Bill  passing  this  Session,  but  he  moved  the  following 
resolution  on  the  subject  : 

That  similar  facilities  as  to  the  sale  of  sheep-dips  be  given 

to  Ireland  as  is  proposed  to  be  granted  in  Great  Britain. 

and  that  this  Council  is  in  favour  of  the  Bill  being  extended 

to  Ireland. 

Mr.  James  Flood  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  passed 
unanimously. 

Dispenser's  "Vacation. 
Dr.  Denning,  dispenser,  applied  for  his  usual  vacation  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Sligo  Guardians,  and  he  mentioned 
Mr.  Patrick  Cagney,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  as  his  sub- 
stitute. The  Guardians,  however,  appointed  Dr.  White  to 
do  the  work. 

Hockey  Matches. 

The  hockey  eleven  of  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.'s  drug- 
establishment,  Belfast,  opened  the  season  on  Oct.  6  with  a 
friendly  against  Sydenham.  Play  was  very  fast  through- 
out and  resulted  in  a  draw  of  a  goal  each. — The  reserve 
eleven  played  East  Antrim  II.  at  Glengormby  and  were 
beaten  by  four  to  three.

Dundee  Notes. 

Bailie  William  Doig,  chemist  and  druggist,  intimated  at 
the  October  meeting  of  Dundee  Town  Council  that  he 
intends  to  retire  this  year.  For  more  than  twenty  years 
Mr.  Doig  has  assisted  in  municipal  affairs. 

A  Dundee  man  named  George  Wilson,  while  engaged  at 
the  cyanide-works  at  Leven,  was  overcome  by  the  fumes, 
and  had  to  leave  off  work.    On  his  way  home  he  collapsed, 
and  before  medical  aid  could  be  summoned  he  expired. 
A  Successful  Golfer. 

The  Autumn  Handicap  Competition  of  the  Insurance  and 
Banking  Golf  Club  terminated  on  Oct.  6.

Coronation  Aggregate  medal,  for  the  best  handicap  total 
at  the  spring,  summer,  and  autumn  meetings,  with  231  ;  and 
the  First-class  prize  (Captain  Nicholson's),  which  took  the 
form  of  a  silver  inkstand. 

Pure  Drugs  in  Glasgow. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Harris,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Glasgow  Corporation 
chemist  and  public  analyst,  states  in  his  annual  report  to 
the  Town  Council  that  during  the  year  123  samples  of 
drugs  were  examined,  comprising  15  of  camphorated  oil, 
3  of  olive  oil,  17  of  cascara  sagrada,  40  of  cream  of  tartar, 
15  of  crushed  linseed,  1  of  extract  of  malt,  9  of  lime-water, 
8  of  milk  of  sulphur,  and  18  of  tartaric  acid.  Of  these,  2 
samples  of  camphorated  oil  were  certified  as  being  deficient 
in  camphor,  1  lime-water  as  deficient  in  lime,  and  3  samples 
of  tartaric  acid  and  1  of  cream  of  tartar  were  also  reported 
against.  The  diastatic  power  of  the  sample  of  malt-extract 
was  weak,  and  Mr.  Harris  adds  : 

The  standardisation  of  drugs  and  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations is  a  question  of  paramount  importance  to  the 
medical  profession,  and  indirectly  a  question  of  some 
moment  to  the  general  public,  and  a  complete  application 
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of  the  principles  of  standardisation  is  desirable  in  a  new 
edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Harris  also  deals  in  his  report  with 

Proprietary  Pood  for  Infants. 
Thirteen  test-samples  of  well-known  brands  of  proprie- 
tary foods  were  submitted  to  him   by  the  inspectors,  and 
the  detailed  analyses  of  these  foodstuffs  are  given  as  under.

Mr.  Harris  says  it  would  be  beyond  the  scope  of  his  report 
to  discuss  the  nutritive  value  of  the  foodstuffs  as  evidenced 
from  the  analytical  data,  and  continues  : 

I  have,  however,  included  in  the  tabulated  statement  an 
analysis  of  dried  human  milk—theoretically  the  standard 
of  composition  to  which  artificial  substitutes  should  con- 
form. It  must  not,  however,  be  lost  sight  of  that  there  is  no 
standard  of  composition  or  nutritive  value  for  infants' 
foods;  it  is  open  for  anyone  to  place  any  mixture  on  the 
market  as  an  infants'  food,  whether  it  be  of  nutritive  value 
or  not.  Local  authorities  can  exert  no  supervision ;  they 
have  no  power  to  do  so.  This  whole  question  of  standards 
is  one  for  consideration  not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of 
infants'  foods,  but  from  the  broader  view  of  foodstuffs 
generally.  There  should  be  formed  in  this  country  a  con- 
sultative or  advisory  committee,  thoroughly  representative 
of  the  scientific  and  commercial  interests  involved.  This 
committee,  acting  in  conjunction  with  either  the  Local 
Government  Board  or  Board  of  Agriculture,  should  be  em- 
powered to  frame  regulations  from  time  to  time  as  to  the 
quality  of  foodstuffs  generally,  advise  Local  Authorities  as 
to  new  forms  of  adulteration,  and  to  constitute  itself  a 
board  of  referees  in  eases  of  dispute.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment and  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
would ^safeguard  the  public  against  wholesale  adulteration 
and  the  foisting  upon  the  public  of  inferior  or  worthless 
articles. 

Mr.  Harris  also  discusses  in  his  report  the  question,  "  What 
is  genuine  brandy  .'  " 

Poorhouse  Medicine-supplies. 

On  the  minutes  of  the  Poorhouse  Committee  brought  up  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Thurso  Parish  Council,  last  week,  Mr. 
Smith  asked  who  was  supplying  the  medicines  for  the  poor- 
house.— Mr.  Shearer  explained  that  the  change  was  brought 
about  by  a  report  sent  in  by  Dr.  Durran,  the  medical  officer, 
who  stated  that  when  he  gave  a  prescription  at  the  work- 
house it  was  some  time  before  the  medicine  could  be  procured 
from  Thurso,  and  Dr.  Durran  suggested  that  a  dispensary 
should  be  kept  in  the  house,  to  which  the  committee 
agreed.— Mr.  Swanson  thought  that  all  the  chemists  in  the 
town  should  get  a  share  of  the  supply  of  medicines. — It  was 
agreed  the  delegates  be  asked  to  report  as  to  which  of  the 
chemists  supplied  the  medicines.

After  his  graduation  in  1867  he  was  a  resident  in  the  Clinical 
Hospital,  Manchester,  and  from  1871  to  1874  he  acted  as 
assistant  to  Sir  William  Gairdner  in  his  clinique  at  the 
Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary.  In  1875  he  was  appointed  a 
physician  in  the  Glasgow  Western  Infirmary,  where,  as  a 
recognised  lecturer  on  the  subject,  he  taught  clinical  medi- 
cine down  to  the  date  of  his  death.  He  had  a  large 
consulting  practice.

Milk- sterilisation. — Professor  Behring  gives  the  news- 
papers plenty  of  copy.  The  latest  is  in  regard  to  the 
sterilisation  of  milk.  He  has  discovered  "  a  new  method  " 
which  is  to  add  to  a  litre  of  milk  a  single  gram  of  "  German 
perhydrol."  It  answers  well.  [This  is  Merck's  100  volume 
hydrogen-peroxide  solution.  The  suggestion  to  use 
hydrogen  peroxide  for  the  preservation  of  milk  is  not  new. 
— Editor.] 

Mme.  Curie's  Professorship. — The  unprecedented 
spectacle  of  a  titulary  lady  professor  lecturing  at  the 
Sorbonne  will  be  afforded  next  month,  when  Mme.  Curie 
gives  her  opening  "Conference"  as  Professor  of  General 
Physics.  It  is  reported  that  M.  Briand  will  be  present  at 
the  function,  and  that  the  "high  life  scientifique  "  of  Paris 
will  make  a  point  of  being  present  in  force.  The  date  is 
not  yet  certain,  but  will,  in  all  probability,  be  between 
November  5  and  12. 

Paris  Municipal  Laboratory. — One  of  the  necessary 
consequences  of  the  application  of  the  new  Adulteration 
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Act  in  France  will  be  enlargement  of  premises  and  increase 
of  the  staff  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Laboratory.  Founded 
and  kept  up  exclusively  by  the  city  of  Paris,  it  will  now 
be  required  for  Government  work  and  will  expect  a  sub- 
vention from  the  State.  As  nothing  can  be  done  till  the 
money  is  voted,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  application  of  a 
useful  and  desirable  measure  will  not  be  unduly  delayed  by 
bickering  between  the  two  high  contracting  parties. 

"  Helping  Himself  "  to  Death. — A  curious  and  very  sad 
case  of  death  by  misadventure  occurred  a  few  days  ago  at 
Pornie.  A  carpenter  of  that  town,  Charles  Deluen,  was 
doing  some  work  in  a  local  pharmacy,  and  seeing  a  bottle 
that  appeared  to  contain  claret  he  took  a  drink  from  it 
surreptitiously.  What  the  man  really  drank  was  a  pre- 
paration of  aconite,  and  although  he  was  of  course  quickly 
aware  of  the  mistake  he  refrained  from  saying  anything, 
and  even  when  he  began  to  feel  unwell  told  the  pharmacist 
he  had  spit  the  liquid  out  immediately  on  tasting  it.  Once 
he  had  reached  his  home,  the  carpenter  was  seized  with 
terrible  pains,  and  when  his  wife  sent  for  a  doctor  it  was  too 
late.    He  died  in  awful  agony. 

A  Sanguinetti  Case. — A  house  pharmacist  of  the 
Lariboisiere  Hospital,  Paris,  has  been  the  means  of  assist- 
ing the  French  police  to  unravel  a  knot  in  a  little  political 
mystery.  A  young  woman  who  goes  by  the  name  of 
Dolores  Sanguinetti  is  under  arrest  at  Toulouse  on  the 
charge  of  being  a  Nihilist.  She  has  given  the  police  a 
good  deal  of  trouble  as  to  her  real  identity,  and  reading 
reports  in  the  newspapers  a  house  pharmacist  and  a  house 
surgeon  at  the  hospital  in  question  felt  sure  that  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  woman  answered  to  that  of  a  patient  who  was 
at  the  hospital  a  year  previously  ;  consequently  they  com- 
municated with  the  police,  and  the  prisoner  was  brought 
to  Paris  and  confronted  with  them.  Directly  the  Nihilist 
saw  the  two  men  from  the  hospital  she  felt  that  the 
game  of  deception  regarding  her  identity  was  up,  as  they 
both  easily  recognised  her  and  said  that  she  had  given  it 
out  that  she  was  travelling  in  oils  for  her  father,  who  is  in 
that  business  at  Marseilles.  The  woman  acknowledges  that 
Sanguinetti  (a  very  sinister  appellation  for  a  Nihilist)  is 
not  her  real  name,  and  adds  that  she  has  been  drawn  into 
the  Nihilist  ranks  by  her  love  of  adventure.  She  is 
twenty-four  years  of  age,  and  her  particular  mission  when 
arrested  was  to  murder  a  Russian  -general. 

A  Political  Chat.— Mr.  Massel,  the  well-known  phar- 
macist of  Hyeres,  who  for  many  years  consecutively  was 
Mayor  of  that  attractive  winter  resort,  was  ousted  from  the 
post  at  the  last  elections  owing  to  a  turn  in  the  political 
wheel  of  fortune.  A  few  days  ago,  at  the  Station  of 
Hyeres,  M.  Loubet,  the  ex-President  of  the  Republic,  and 
Mme  Loubet  were  waiting  to  leave  by  train.  It  happened 
that  M.  Massel  was  leaving  by  the  same  train,  and  the 
ex-President  and  ex-Mayor  met,  the  latter  introducing 
himself  to  the  late  President  and  expressing  great  pleasure 
in  being  able  to  meet  him  there.  M.  Loubet  was  equally 
cordial  and  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  Hyeres.  Suddenly 
changing  the  subject,  he  asked  : 

"  You  were  Mayor  a  long  time  here,  M.  Massel  I'" 

"  Oh,  yes,  for  a  very  long  while." 

"  Of  course  you  are"  a  Republican  ?  " 

"  Naturally." 

"  And  you  are  now  accused  of  being  a  Reactionary  '  " 
''Exactly  so,"  replied  the  Mayor. 

''  That  is  quite  my  own  case,""added  M.  Loubet,  with  a 
malicious  little  smile  on  his  lips.  One  requires  to  be  in 
touch  with  French  politics  fully  to  appreciate  this  little 
chat,  but  those  British  pharmacists  who  for  so  many  years 
have  served  with  M.  Massel  for  the  winter  season'  will 
appreciate  the  anecdote.  Personally  I  have  pleasant 
recollections  of  meeting  M.  Massel  during  my  visits  to 
Hyeres.  He  is  a  typical  good-class  French  pharmacist, 
proved  an  excellent  Mayor,  and  is  a  very  good  fellow  withal! 
His  son,  who  has  recently  taken  his  diploma  at  the 
Marseilles  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  entered  the  paternal 
business.

Perkin  Banquet. — On  Saturday  evening,  October  6,  Sir 
William  Perkin  was  the  guest  of  honour  at  Delmonico's  at 
a  dinner  given  by  American  chemists  and  manufacturers  of 
chemical  products.  Professor  Chandler  presided,  and  four 
hundred  representative  chemists  attended,  and  mauve  was 
the  colour  of  the  evening,  the  flowers,  decorations,  ties, 
menus,  and  even  in  some  cases  socks  being  of  that  hue.  Di. 
Nichols  presented  to  Sir  William  Perkin  the  first  cast  of  a 
gold  medal  to  be  known  as  the  Perkin  medal  and  to  be 
awarded  each  year  to  some  American  chemist  who  has 
distinguished  himself  in  the  field  of  research.  Another 
gift  to  Sir  William  was  a  silver  service  as  a  personal  tribute 
from  American  chemists  and  chemical-manufacturers ;  and 
the  guest,  replying  to  the  eulogistic  speeches,  paid  a  high 
compliment  to  the  daring  and  perseverance  of  American 
chemists. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  N.A.R.D.  is  about  to  be 
held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  it  looks  as  if  many  bones  of 
contention  would  be  wrangled  over.  It  is  quite  evident,  for 
instance,  that  a  number  of  delegates  are  going  to  insist  upon 
a  wider  application  of  the  direct-contract  plan.  It  is  felt 
in  many  sections  of  the  country  that  the  old  tripartite  plan, 
attacked  by  the  Government  in  the  so-called  "  drug-trust " 
case  and  made  the  subject  of  litigation  in  a  number  of  other 
instances,  is  being  considered  more  and  more  illegal  and  un- 
tenable. The  contract  plan  seems  to  be  legally  sound  and 
invulnerable,  and  it  has  the  further  advantage  that  it  con- 
trols the  price  much  more  effectively  than  the  tripartite  plan. 
That  the  issue  between  the  two  plans  will  be  fought  out  at 
Atlanta  seems  quite  certain.  In  particular,  the  delegates 
from  the  local  Associations  in  Philadelphia  and  in  New 
York  City  have  been  instructed  to  fight  for  the  contract  plan 
tooth  and  nail. 


CanaMan  IRcws. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Mr.  Oliver  Dowler,  the  well-known  druggist  of  St. 
Catherine  Street,  Montreal,  was  married  on  September  25 
to  Miss  Maud  Bell.  After  the  ceremony  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dowler  left  for  Boston  on  their  honeymoon. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Brick,  defaulting  manager  of  the  H.  K. 
Wampole  Co.,  of  Perth,  Ont.,  who  disappeared  on  July  1, 
has,  according  to  report,  been  arrested  in  Japan  by  a 
detective  employed  by  the  Toronto  General  Trust  Co. 
Brick  will  be  taken  to  Canada  for  trial. 

A  "Red-pill"  Action  instituted  by  the  Wampole  Co. 
against  the  French-American  Chemical  Co.  (Mr.  Simard  and 
Dr.  Mignault)  for  the  recovery  of  more  than  $4,000,  the 
value  of  a  quantity  of  pills  they  had  delivered  to  defendants, 
who  would  not  take  them  in.  The  defendants  counter- 
claimed  for  $1,500  expenses  incurred  through  the  alleged 
disloyal  conduct  of  the  Wampole  Co.,  who,  plaintiffs  stated, 
had  received  from  them  a  private  formula  for  making  their 
proprietary  "  Red  Pills,"  and  it  having  come  to  their  know- 
ledge that  the  Wampole  Co.  were  selling  the  same  pills  to 
others,  they  put  detectives  on  the  track  and  proved  the 
allegation.  The  Court  below  refused  to  allow  the  respon- 
dents their  costs  in  the  police-court,  but  it  allowed  them  the 
loss  of  profits  on  said  pills,  and  it  also  allowed  them  the 
expenses  incurred  in  employing  a  detective  and  expert 
chemists.  The  following  conclusions  were  arrived  at  on  the 
question  of  damages  : 

The  loss  of  respondents  on  the  sale  of  the  pills  amounts  to 
$1,586;  $175  expenses  incurred  in  employing  a  detective; 
$235  paid  to  Bellerose,  the  expert  analyst ;  $25  paid  to 
Hersey,  the  analyst,  making  in  all  a  total  sum  of  $2,021.  The 
Court  below,  after  examining  their  accounts,  found  that  the 
Wampole  Co.  were  entitled  to  a  claim  of  $2,435.  the  value 
of  the  pills  delivered  to  the  respondents.  From  this  sum  of 
$2,435  the  Court  below  deducted  $2,021,  liquidated  damages 
suffered  by  respondents,  and  accordingly  gave  judgment 
for  the  plaintiffs  for  the  difference,  viz.,  $424,  but  for  special 
reasons  reduced  this  amount  to  $413,  but  without  costs,  and 
maintained  the  incidental  demand  of  the  Franco-American 
Co.  for  $2,021. 

The  Wampole  Co.  appealed,  and  the  Court  of  King's  Bench, 
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Appeal  Side,  gave  judgment  ten  days  ago,  dismissing  the 
appeal.  The  judgment  of  the  majority  of  the  Court  (only 
Mr.  Justice  Trenholm  dissenting)  stated  "the  majority  of  this 
Court  is  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  judgment  of  the  Court 
below  is  well  founded  in  its  conclusions.  The  fraud  prac- 
tised by  the  appellants  has  been  entirely  proved.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  appellants  pretended  that  the  pills  they 
were  obliged  to  manufacture  for  and  sell  to  respondents 
exclusively  had  been  manufactured  and  sold  thirty  years 
before  the  date  of  the  contract  in  question.  This  preten- 
sion is  not  accurate.  The  formula  used  by  the  respondents 
was  modified  from  time  to  time,  and  the  last  formula,  in  use 
for  some  years,  is  entirely  different,  comprises  a  number  of 
new  ingredients,  pharmacal  and  chemical  products  which 
make  them  entirely  different  from  the  red  pills  now  on  the 
market.  They  have,  in  addition,  a  certain  red  colour,  which 
is  always  the  same,  and  they  have  a  certain  standard  of 
size,  and  they  are  made  up,  moreover,  of  certain  chemi- 
cal properties  which  are  not  on  the  market,  which  pro- 
perties were  the  exclusive  and  sole  property  of  the  Franco- 
American  Chemical  Co.,  the  respondents.  We  have  arrived 
at  the  conclusion  that  the  judgment  appealed  from  should 
not  be  modified,  and  that  it  should  be  confirmed  according 
to  the  conclusions." 


Hustralasfan  IRews. 


New  South  Wales. 

"Tanglefoot"  Sticky  Fly-paper. — The  appeal  to  the 
High  Court  against  the  decision  of  the  Customs  Department 
that  sticky-fly-paper  is  not  an  insecticide  duty  free,  but  a 
paper  subject  to  duty,  occupied  the  High  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  Sydney  on  several  days  in  August.  On 
August  7  the  Chief  Justice  gave  judgment,  stating  that  in 
his  opinion  the  term  "  insecticide  "  includes  any  preparation 
in  the  nature  of  a  drug  or  chemical  adapted  solely  or  mainly 
for  the  destruction  of  insect  life,  the  effect  of  which  is  pro- 
duced either  by  immediate  contact  or  by  some  influence 
fatal  to  insect  life  adherent  in  or  emanating  from  the  prepa- 
ration. He  held  that  a  mixture  of  oil  and  resin,  which 
forms  the  fly-paper,  is  clearly  insecticide.  Judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs  for  78/.  15s.  4d.,  duty  over-paid,  with  interest 
at  5  per  cent.,  and  costs  on  the  higher  scale. 

New  Zealand. 

Customs  Decisions. — The  following  are  among  recent 
decisions  of  the  New  Zealand  Customs  : — (1)  "  Slayo  " — a 
rabbit  poison  mixture  of  treacle  and  phosphorus  ;  (2)  tooth- 
stopping  of  gutta  percha  ;  (3)  sulphur-dioxide,  have  all  been 
declared  free  of  duty.  Hydrochloride  of  strychnine,  as 
"chemicals  not  otherwise  enumerated,"  is  subject  to  15 
per  cent,  ad  val. 

Health  Lectures.— Dr.  Mason,  Chief  Health  Officer  of 
New  Zealand,  has  been  giving  a  series  of  free  lectures  on 
"health"  subjects.  One  of  these,  given  on  August  15, 
referred  to  "  Patent  Medicines."  The  following  is  how  the 
doctor  divides  these  remedies  : 

1.  Bad,  useless  drugs,  inducing  drug-habits,  such  as 
Pe-ru-na,  and  the  host  of  preparations  containing  cocaine, 
morphine,  etc. 

2.  Harmless;  may  be  good,  but  are  simply  formulae  or 
recipes  which  the  advertiser  has  stolen  or  "bought  from 
some  chemist  or  doctor. 

3.  Good ;  and  the  result  of  real  original  research  on  the 
part  of  the  inventor  or  maker. 

For  the  first  enumerated  class  you  need  have  no  com- 
passion or  sympathy.  They  are  simply  money-making 
frauds  pure  and  simple,  and  should  be  swept  off  the 
market  entirely. 

With  respect  to  the  second  class,  much  the  same  treat- 
ment should  be  meted  out.  The  exploiters  have  adventured 
a  certain  amount  of  money  in  advertising  the  compound, 
and  they  must  take  the  ordinary  commercial  risks.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  public  should  continue  to  pay  ex- 
orbitant prices  for  ordinary  articles.  With  regard  to  the 
third,  and  by  far  the  least  numerous  class,  nothing  should 
be  done  to  deprive  the  true  seeker  from  obtaining  his 
just  reward.  By  a  regulation  requiring  all  to  set  out  the 
contents  of  the  medicine  on  the  outside  of  the  label  no 
injustice  would  be  done  to  anyone. 

Dr.  Mason  is  the  originator  of  the  patent  medicine 
regulations  which  had  to  be  withdrawn  last  year. 


Queensland. 

Discussing  Differences. — The  Councils  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  of  the  Queensland  branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  held  a  conference  on  August  10.  The 
questions  discussed  were  :  (!)  The  proprietorship  of  pre- 
scriptions (the  custom  of  regarding  the  prescription  as  the 
property  of  the  patient  cannot  very  well  be  reversed)  ;  (2} 
signing  of  prescriptions  with  full  name  (considered  as  of  little- 
importance)  ;  (3)  indication  of  number  of  times  a  prescrip- 
tion should  be  dispensed  (chemists  would  comply  with  defi- 
nite instructions) ;  (4)  dispensing  of  patent  medicine  in 
original  containers  (should  be  sent  out  as  ordinary  dispensed 
medicines  unless  otherwise  ordered) ;  (5)  administration  of 
Poison  Act  (medical  men  would  support  chemists  in  at- 
tempted amendments)  ;  (6)  recognition  of  approved  formula? 
(favourably  looked  upon  by  the  medical  men) ;  (7)  amend- 
ment of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (favourably  regarded).  The 
opinion  was  also  expressed  that  when  a  doctor  prescribes  by 
telephone  a  copy  of  the  prescription  should  not  be  given  nor 
should  the  medicine  be  repeated  without  reference  to  the 
prescriber. 

Victoria. 

Podophyllix-poisoning. — An  inquest  has  been  held  at 
Melbourne  as  to  the  death  of  an  architect  who  took  18- 
grains  of  podophyllin.  The  Coroner  was  severe  on  the 
chemist  because  he  did  not  label  the  podophyllin  "  Poison," 
although  it  is  not  a  scheduled  poison  and  the  messenger  who 
came  for  the  drug  stated  that  deceased  knew  how  to  use  it. 


Colonial  ano  jforeian  IRews. 

Professor  Dr.  Oudeman,  of  Amsterdam,  a  well-known 
botanist  and  pharmacognosist,  has  died,  at  the  age  of  eighty. 

Austrian  Pharmacy  Regulations. — A  reform  affecting 
Austrian  chemists  will  shortly  become  an  established  fact. 
At  a  sitting  of  the  deputies  held  on  September  25  the  general 
debate  concerning  the  new  regulations,  which  was  opened  on 
September  18,  was  resumed,  and  the  Minister  for  the  In- 
terior (Dr.  von  Bienerth)  gave  details  as  to  the  proposed! 
new  regulations.  The  debate  was  continued  on  October  2. 
.  Not  Allowed. — On  an  application  to  admit  for  sale  in 
Russia  Messrs.  Krevel  &  Co.'s  (Cologne)  preserving-salt, 
the  Medical  Council  announces  that  having  considered  the 
matter  and  taking  into  account  that  the  antiseptic  action 
"  of  the  substances  contained  in  the  preparation  submitted 
is  simply  nil  .  .  .  and  that  permission  to  use  such  wouldi 
result  in  the  weakening  of  the  control  of  the  purity  of 
analogous  products,"  and  so  on,  the  Council  recommends 
that  the  request  be  refused. 

Exaggerated  Claims. — Gustav  Gerke,  of  Dresden,  manu- 
facturer of  Eau  de  Merveille,  a  hair-restorer,  and  an  ad- 
vertisement-canvasser named  Weise,  were  charged  at  the 
Hanover  Assizes  with  publishing  exaggerated  advertise- 
ments. According  to  the  chemical  experts,  the  prepara- 
tion, which  cost  2m.  for  200  grams,  is  composed  of  equal 
parts  of  alcohol  and  water  and  a  few  essential  oils.  These 
ingredients,  according  to  the  medical  expert,  can  neither 
prevent  the  hair  falling  out  nor  promote  its  growth,  while 
the  cost-price  would  be  under  half  a  mark.  The  Court 
found  .that  the  vaunted  hair-restorer  does  not  possess  the 
qualities  attributed  to  it,  and  that  the  advertisements  were 
exaggerated.  Each  of  the  accused  was  ordered  to  pay  a 
fine  of  20m. 

Commercials  in  Portuguese  East  Africa. — The  United 
States  Consul  at  Lourenco  Marques  reports  the  institution 
of  a  new  tax  on  commercial  travellers  in  his  district.  He 
states  that  owing  to  representations  that  were  made  by  the- 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  General  Government,  a 
new  tax  has  been  placed  upon  all  commercial  travellers 
visiting  the  district  of  Lourenco  Marques.  Any  person 
visiting  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  taking  orders  for  any 
kind  of  merchandise,  even  if  that  person  remains  for  only 
one  day  in  the  district,  and  brings  no  samples,  rents  no 
office  or  desk  room,  is  considered  to  be  a  commercial  travel- 
ler, and  such  commercial  traveller  must  take  out  a  licence 
for  not  less  than  three  months,  for  which  a  tax  of  about 
121.  is  charged.  Any  commercial  traveller  visiting  the  dis- 
trict, and  failing  to  provide  himself  with  the  necessary 
licence,  will  render  himself  liable  to  a  very  heavy  fine.

The  New  Swiss  Patent  Laws. — The  Swiss  Government, 
replying  to  the  complaints  from  German  quarters  (see 
C.  <b  D.,  September  1,  p.  358)  regarding  the  proposals  for 
the  new  patent  laws,  contend  that  the  exclusion  of  phar- 
maceutical proprietaries  and  chemical  processes  from  the 
working  of  the  laws  would  not  increase  the  price  of  these 
things  in  Switzerland.  They  hold  that  the  contrary  would 
foe  the  case,  and  pertinently  instance  a  few  patented  pro- 
ducts the  price  of  which  in  Germany  is  ten  to  fifteen  times 
higher  than  in  Switzerland,  contending  that  the  prices  of 
these  would  be  raised  to  a  proportionate  level  in  Switzerland 
if  protection  of  the  process  of  manufacture  were  granted. 
As  examples  antipyrin  and  artificial  musk  are  cited.  In  the 
case  of  antipyrin  the  price  was  ten  times  higher  than  it  is 
now  that  the  patent  has  expired,  and  artificial  musk  which 
cost  921.  per  kilo,  a  year  ago  is  selling  at  11.  to  1/.  4s.  per 
kilo,  to-day. 

Swiss  Pharmaceutical  Society. — On  September  20  and 
21  the  sixty-second  meeting  of  the  Swiss  Apotheker  Verein 
was  held  at  Sitten  and  Brig,  under  the  presidency  of  Herr 
Jenny,  St.  Gallen.  The  report  of  the  Society — which  at 
present  numbers  415  members — showed  satisfactory  pro- 
gress. A  petition  to  the  Confederacy  of  the  Interior  touch- 
ing the  revision  of  the  Latin  papers  set  for  the  entrance 
examination  for  chemists  has  been  successful,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  candidates,  and  particularly  girl  candidates,  will 
find  the  new  regulations  a  great  advantage.  The  branch 
Society  in  connection  with  the  Union  for  insurance 
against  accident  is  also  flourishing,  and  can  count  251 
members.  The  co-operation  with  the  syndicate  in  the  in- 
terests of  -pharmacy  in  -Switzerland  has  been  also  very 
advantageous.  Special  mention  was  made  of  the  opposition 
of  the  Society  to  the  patenting  of  medicines,  and  efforts 
have  been  made  to  induce  doctors  to  take  the  same  point 
of  view.

Removal. — The  registered  office  of  Treacher  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
wholesale  chemists  and  druggists,  has  been  removed  from 
Byculla  to  the  company's  premises  in  the  Fort,  32  Esplanade 
Road,  Bombay. 

Coming  and  Going. — The  "Ceylon  Observer"  of  Sep- 
tember 20  announces  the  return  from  Home  of  Mr.  Warnock, 
of  the  Colombo  Apothecaries'  Co.,  and  of  the  departure  for 
Home  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Edwards,  an  assistant  in  the  company. 

Government  Quinine. — The  Government  of  Madras  have 
ordered,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
Madras,  that  the  stock  of  quinine  now  allowed  to  remain 
in  post  offices — viz.,  seven  packets  containing  102  packets 
each — be  reduced  to  three  packets  in  all  the  branch  offices 
except  those  in  the  Shimoga  division. 

The  Straits'  Opium  Ordinance. — The  Straits  Settle- 
ments "  Government  Gazette  "  contains  an  Ordinance  which 
was  assented  to  by  the  Governor  on  August  3,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  consolidating  and  amending  the  law  for  collecting  an 
Excise  revenue  on  opium  and  preparations.  The  Ordinance 
comes  into  operation  on  January  1,  1907,  and  repeals  the 
Opium  Ordinance,  1904,  while  it  makes  provision  for  regu- 
lating the  storage,  sale,  manufacture,  importation,  and  ex- 
portation of  opium  and  chandu.  The  alterations  do  not 
affect  chemists. 

Still  Missing. — The  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Benjamin 
Phillips,  founder  and  managing  director  of  Phillips  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists  and  general  merchants,  Bombay, 
Byculla,  and  Poona,  has  apparently  not  yet  been  found  (see 
C.  &  D.,  July  21,  p.  76).  Public  notices  are  appearing  in 
Indian  papers  to  the  effect  that  from  time  to  time  Mr. 
Phillips  visited  Poona,  where  he  had  a  house,  and  from 
1899  till  his  death  he  resided  there.  He  paid  occasional 
visits  to  Ootacamund,  where  he  owned  property,  and  also  to 
Calcutta.  Any  person  having  any  will  or  testamentary 
document  of  deceased  made  since  the  year  1896,  or  knowing 
of  the  whereabouts  of  same,  is  requested  to  communicate 
with  Messrs.  Crawford  Brown  &  Co.,  solicitors,  24  Es- 
planade Road,  Bombay.

Having  been  requested  to  be  in  attendance  at  9.50  A.M. 
for  the  practical  portion  of  the  examination,  I  might  have 
been  seen,  along  with  other  aspirants  to  pharmaceutical 
honours,  patiently  waiting  for  the  doors  at  Galen  Place  to 
be  opened.  At  last  the  bolts  were  drawn,  and  the  stentorian 
voice  of  the  porter  was  heard  shouting,  Minors  this  way," 
so  with  many  a  whispered  "  Buck  up  !  "  to  each  other,  we 
advanced  to  the  torture.  After  signing  my  name,  I  was  sent 
to  dispensing,  and  had  the  following  items  to  prepare:

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I  was  astonished  to  get  such  an  easy  paper,  as  the  items  pre- 
sented no  great  difficulty,  and  I  had  no  trouble  in  finishing 
half  an  hour  before  time. 

In  the  afternoon  at  chemistry  I  had  for  my  qualitative  a 
salt  containing  bismuth  ammonium  oxalate  and  phosphate. 
The  quantitative  was  to  find  the  strength  of  a  sodium-thio- 
sulphate  solution  by  means  of  iodine,  and  then  prepare 
250  c.c.  of  a  decinormal  solution  of  same.  I  finished  well 
within  time,  and  retired  congratulating  myself  on  my  first 
day's  work. 

Receiving  notice  to  attend  the  oral,  I  was  once  more  in 
London  the  following  week.  My  first  subject  was  pharmacy, 
and  I  do  not  think  I  can  do  better,  in  order  to  give  Minor 
students  an  idea  of  the  exam.,  than  give  the  questions  that  I 
was  asked.    They  were : 

How  do  you  make  mist,  senna;  co.  ? 

What  does  mist,  bismuthi  contain,  and  how  is  it  made?  Explain 
the  reactions. 

Give  method  of  estimating  amount  of  morphine  in  opium  and 
reactions  involved.   What  quantity  of  morphine  is  in  opium? 

How  is  emplastrum  belladonna;  made,  also  lin.  bellad.  ? 

State  strengths  of  alkaloids  in  Easton's  syrup,  and  quantity  of 
strychnine  in  jp. 

Syrup  of  rhubarb  and  syr.  sennas :  strengths  by  weight  and  how 
made. 

Preparation  of  ferri  et  am.  cit.  and  ftrri  et  quin.  cit. 
Alcohols  used  in  preparation  of  tincture  :  why  so  many  different 
strengths  ? 

Preparation  of  tr.  myrrha;,  method,  etc.  :  what  is  the  residue  left 
after  nitration? 

I  then  finished  up  my  pharmacy  by  sketching  a  reflux  con- 
denser and  explaining  its  usefulness  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes. 

I  had  not  long  to  wait  on  the  "  funking-form  "  before  I 
was  at  it  again  with  my  next  subject — Latin  and  doses. 
The  examiner  first  gave  me  about  seven  or  eight  prescrip- 
tions to  translate  orally  from  Latin  into  English,  none  of 
which  presented  any  difficulty.  Then  I  had  to  translate  one 
from  English  into  full  written  Latin.  I  had  a  calculation  to 
do  and  about  a  dozen  doses  to  give,  after  which  the  ex- 
aminer said  I  might  go  and  sit  down. 

I  was  next  called  to  materia  medica,  and  had  the  follow- 
ing specimens  to  recognise:  Belladonna  root  and  leaves, 
coca,  jaborandi,  Eucalyptus  Globulus  leaves,  stramonium, 
henbane-leaves,  matico,  juniper,  coltsfoot,  rue,  lobelia,' 
chiretta,  quillaia,  scammony,  and  guaiacum.  My  examiner 
was  very  nice  indeed,  and  allowed  me  plenty  of  time  to 
examine  the  specimens,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  of  un- 
certainty allowed  me  other  specimens  to  compare  with. 

I  was  next  sent  to  chemistry,  and  was  asked  the  following 
question:  "Have  you  ever  made  copper  sulphate?"  On 
replying  in  the  affirmative  was  asked  how  I  had  prepared  it, 
and  requested  to  write  equation  for  same.  I  told  him  by 
dissolving  copper  in  strong  sulphuric  acid,  and  gave  the 
equation  showing  that  S02  is  evolved,  and  not  hydrogen.  I 
was  asked  the  reason  of  blue  colour  of  the  crystals,  and  how 
much  water  .of  crystallisation  it  contains.  What  is  the 
colour  of  the  anhydrous  salt?  Next  I  had  a  few  questions 
on  silicates  and  composition  of  various  kinds  of  glass.  Then 
I  had  a  discussion  with  him  on  the  syphon,  its  use  and  cause 
of  operation;  but  I  am  afraid  I  did  not  shine  with  great 
brilliancy  on  that  topic.  I  was  next  asked  about  the  com- 
position of  fats;  the  methods  of  separating  the  olein  and 
glycerol  in  the  manufacture  of  soap,  and  what  other  sub- 
stances are  formed  in  process. 

That  terminated  my  chemistry,  and  back  I  went  to  the 
"funking-form"  again,  though  not  for  long,  as  I  was 
almost  immediately  sent  to  my  last  subject— botany.  The 
examiner  opened  the  ball  by  asking  me  to  describe  the 
section  under  the  microscope.  It  was  a  transverse  section  of 
a  monocot.  (maize).  I  had  to  point  out  the  xylem  and 
phloem  and  describe  the  annular  vessels  of  the  protoxylem, 
also  the  sieve-tubes  and  companion  cells  of  the  phloem.  The 
examiner  then  asked  me  the  functions  of  the  xylem,  and  this 
led  on  to  transpiration  and  root-pressure,  and  from  that  to 
osmosis  of  which  I  had  to  give  a  full  description  and  also 
to  describe  an  experiment  illustrating  it.  I  was  then  shown 
the  fruit  of  Datura  Stramonium,  and  asked  natural  order, 
the  kind  of  fruit,  and  how  many  carpels  in  same?  What 
kind  of  dehiscence  ?  Another  fruit  was  produced ;  it  was  a 
berry,  and  finished  my  botany. 

After  a  couple  of  minutes  on  the  "form"  I  was  called 
round  to  the  desk,  and  received  the  usual  congratulations. 
In  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  I  did  not  find  the  examination 
half  so  bad  as  it  had  been  pictured  to  me,  and  candidates 
need  have  no  fear  of  unfairness  on  the  part  of  the  ex- 
aminers, as  I  found  them  most  obliging  and  courteous  in 
their  manners  towards  me.  Fairchild.  (172/68.)

High  Court  Cases. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  v.  Scale. 
At  the  Vacation  Court  on  October  10,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bargrave  Deane,  application  was  made  by  counsel  for  the 
defendant  in  this  case  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  6,  p.  528)  for 
leave  to  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Sutton 
granting  an  interim  injunction  restraining  the  defendant 
from  trading  as  Mrs.  Pomeroy.  Mr.  Justice  Bargrave 
Deane  intimated  that  he  thought  leave  unnecessary,  but 
he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  case,  and  must  leave  counsel 
to  his  own  remedy. 

Beecham's  Pills. 
In  tho  Vacation  Court  on  October  10,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bargrave  Deane,  the  case  of  Beecham  v.  Baynes  was  heard, 
on  a  motion  by  the  plaintiff  for  an  interim  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant,  a  chemist  and  druggist  of  Cale- 
donian Road  and  Somers  Town,  London,  from  selling  as 
Beecham's  pills  pills  not  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture.  It 
was  stated  that  the  parties  had  agreed  to  an  order  whereby 
the  defendant  submitted  to  a  perpetual  injunction  in  the 
terms  of  the  notice  of  motion,  and  would  pay  a  sum  to 
include  damages  and  costs,  all  further  proceedings  to  be 
stayed. 

In  another  case  of  the  same  nature  brought  against  a 
chemist  and  druggist,  named  Philip,  of  Walthamstow,  and 
consented  to  an  order  on  the  same  terms  as  the  other  action. 

Batey's  Drinks. 
In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bargrave  Deane,  Messrs.  Batey  &  Co.,  mineral-water  manu- 
facturers, sought  to  obtain  an  interim  injunction  to  restrain 
Cole  &  Co.,  of  Shepherd's  Bush  Road,  from  selling,  or 
advertising  for  sale,  as  Batey"s,  ginger-beer  and  mineral 
waters  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture.  Counsel  for  the 
plaintiffs  stated  that  the  name  above  the  defendants'  pre- 
mises, which  consisted  of  a  railway  arch,  was  formerly 
Batey  Bros.,  but  since  the  commencement  of  the  proceed- 
ings the  style  had  been  changed  to  Cole  &  Co.,  late  Batey 
Bros.  The  defendant,  who  appeared  in  person,  denied  that 
he  had  in  any  way  traded  as  Batey  Bros.  He  bought  the 
business  from  Batey  Bros,  in  September  last,  and  did  busi- 
ness under  his  own  name  of  William  Cole.  On  an  under- 
taking by  the  defendant  in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of 
motion,  his  Lordship  said  no  further  proceedings  would 
be  necessitated. 


City  Court  Cases. 

Eucalyptus  Oil. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  October  9,  before 
Mr.  Registrar  Wild,  Mr.  Charles  Windschuegl,  chemical- 
merchant,  1  Leadenhall  Street,  sued  Messrs.  Kincannon  & 
Cole,  Gooch  Street  Works,  Birmingham,  for  the  price  of 
2  lb.  of  eucalyptus  oil  supplied.  One  of  the  defendants, 
Mr.  John  Cole,  admitted,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  the 
Registrar,  having  sent  an  order  to  the  plaintiff  for  eucalyp- 
tus oil,  but,  he  said,  he  had  written  to  the  plaintiff 
several  times  saying  they  had  never  received  eucalyptus 
oil,  but  that  what  had  been  sent  was  pine  or  resin  oil.  The 
eucalyptus  oil  in  question  was  required  for  making  up 
medicine  for  farmers,  and  the  defendants  manufactured 
veterinary  medicines.  To  this  the  plaintiff's  representative 
replied  that  his  firm  had  supplied  eucalyptus  oil,  and  the 
defendants  apparently  did  not  know  what  it  was  they  did 
want. — The  Registrar  asked  Mr.  Cole  for  evidence  of  the 
correctness  of  his  statement,  and  after  hearing  him  again, 
said  there  was  no  evidence  in  support  of  the  defendant's 
case,  and  there  must  be  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  the 
sum  claimed. 

Commission  on  Porcherine. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Friday,  October  5,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  William  F.  Carling,  traveller, 
Bristol,  sued  Messrs.  Lamont,  Corliss  &  Co.,  11  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  21.  2s.  for  commission 
due  to  him  on  the  sale  of  porcherine,  at  the  rate  of  3s.  in  the 
pound.    Mr.  Corliss  said  the  plaintiff  was  employed  by  his 
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firm,  and  after  a  time  they  discovered  that  he  was  mis- 
appropriating their  funds  and  embezzling  their  moneys. 
They  discharged  him,  and  then  he  begged  to  be  taken  back. 
They  re-engaged  him  after  considerable  hesitation,  on  con- 
dition that  if  any  other  irregularities  occurred  he  would  be 
dismissed  immediately,  to  which  he  agreed.  They  dis- 
covered the  same  sort  of  thing  going  on  again,  and  plaintiff, 
guessing  he  would  be  dismissed,  sent  in  his  resignation. 
Plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  any  commission.  The  goods 
were  delivered  a  month  after  he  left  them.  They  often 
booked  orders  for  delivery  in  twelve  months,  and  even  two 
years. — Judge  Lumley  Smith  :  When  a  man  is  turned  out, 
does  he  lose  his  right  to  commission  on  orders  which  he  has 
obtained  before  ? — Mr.  Corliss  said  he  did.  Plaintiff  was 
engaged  on  that  condition  specifically. — The  Plaintiff  :  Cer- 
tainly not.  This  is  the  first  !•  have  heard  of  it.  I  never 
left  and  was  taken  on  again.  There  are  many  other  orders 
out  on  which  I  am  entitled  to  my  commission. — Judge 
Lumley  Smith  thought  if  the  plaintiff  got  the  order  before 
he  was  dismissed  he  was  entitled  to  his  commission,  and 
gave  judgment  to  that  effect,  with  costs. — Mr.  Corliss  said 
he  would  like  to  take  the  case  to  appeal. — The  Judge  said 
he  could  not  do  that. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Proceedings  under  Section  15. 
At  the  Whitechapel  County  Court  on  October  8,  before 
Judge  Bacon,  Mr.  Quarrell,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the 
prosecutors  in  a  case  of  the  .  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  v.  Sutton,  trading  as  The  Cheapest  Chemists, 
Ltd.,  Commercial  Road,  Limehouse,  E.  The  proceed- 
ings had  been  instituted  under  Section  15  of  the  Act, 
the  allegation  being  that  the  defendent  had  allowed 
the  sale  of  a  poison — viz.,  white  precipitate — by  an  un- 
qualified person.  Mr.  Quarrell  said  that  he  had  taken  the 
precaution  to  subpoena  the  defendant,  and  conduct-money 
had  been  given  him,  but  in  spite  of  this  he  had  failed  to 
answer  when  the  case  was  called  on  in  the  Registrar's 
Court.  He  (Mr.  Quarrell)  had  no  fewer  than  five  witnesses 
in  attendance,  one  of  them  a  public  analyst. 

Judge  Bacon  :  Have  you  not  received  an  application  from 
Mr.  Sutton  to  send  a  properly  qualified  chemist  to  his  resid- 
ence ? 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Certainly  not.  When  he  was  served  no 
such  point  was  raised. 

His  Honour  said  defendant  had  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Court  explaining  that  he  had  no  qualified  chemist  to  take 
charge  of  his  business,  and  he  wanted  a  week  or  so  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  That  statement  is  not  worthy  of  your 
Honour's  notice  for  one  moment.  This  man  is  not  a  quali- 
fied person  himself. 

Judge  Bacon  :  But,  you  see,  he  happens  to  be  the  owner 
of  the  business,  and  he  contends  that  by  being  there  he  can 
prevent  these  things  happening.  If  he  is  absent  from  his 
business  by  coming  here,  the  errand-boy  may  take  it  upon 
himself  to  sell  poisons  to  anybody.  Your  application  to  me 
is  to  fine  him,  but  a  man  is  fined  for  contempt  in  not  obeying 
the  King's  writ.  Now,  if  he  writes  to  the  Court,  as  this 
man  has  done,  how  can  I  say  that  is  contempt?  I  will 
adjourn  the  case  for  a  fortnight  and  reserve  the  costs. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Must  we  give  him  notice,  your  Honour  ? 

Judge  Bacon  :  No  ;  I  adjourn  the  case  on  the  defendant's 
application.  He  must  attend  on  his  subpoena  on  Wednes- 
day fortnight. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Salicylic  Acid  in  Cider. 
At  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court  on  October  10,  a  shopkeeper 
named  McBean  was  summoned  for  selling,  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  purchaser,  cider  containing  5  grains  of  salicylic  acid 
per  pint.  There  was  an  alternative  summons  for  selling 
cider  mixed  with  an  ingredient  so  as  to  render  the  article 
injurious  to  health.  The  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
Borough  of  Bermondsey  said  the  proportion  of  salicylic  acid 
found  in  the  cider  would  produce  heart-weakness  and  de- 
bility. Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Bodkin,  barrister,  who 
defended,  he  said  he  had  administered  salicylic  acid  as  a 


medicine  daily,  sometimes  as  much  as  80  grains  per  day 
to  one  patient.  It  was  an  antiseptic,  and  therefore  a  pre- 
servative, but  he  was  not  aware  that  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture permitted  1.50  grain  per  pint  in  cider.  Mr.  Bodkin 
disputed  the  Borough  Council's  analysis,  and  the  summons 
was  adjourned  pending  an  independent  analysis  by 
Somerset  House.

lie  William  Adam,  Elgin  and  Burghead.  Chemical-manu- 
facturer.— Debtor  appeared  in  the  Elgin  Bankruptcy  Court, 
before  Sheriff-Substitute  Gray  Webster,  on  October  4,  for 
examination  in  bankruptcy.  Owing  to  the  weak  state  of  his 
health,  the  debtor  was  examined  in  the  Sheriff's  private 
chambers.  The  trustee  of  the  estate  (Mr.  James  Mclsaac, 
solicitor)  explained  that  he  was  satisfied  with  the  informa- 
tion given  by  the  bankrupt  relating  to  his  affairs,  and  had 
no  questions  to  ask.    The  statutory  oath  was  administered. 

Re  Julia  Clarke  (trading  as  Madam  de  Medici),  120  New 
Bond  Street,  W.,  Face-manicurist  and  Manufacturer  of 
Toilet-preparations. — This  debtor  filed  her  own  petition  at  the 
London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  September  28,  and  on  October  9 
the  first  meeting  of  her  creditors  was  held  before  Mr.  W.  P. 
Bowyer,  Assistant  Official  Receiver.  Debtor  came  from  New 
York  in  1903,  and  commenced  business  with  a  free  capital  of 
500?.  She  owes  about  400/.,  and  has  no  available  assets.  The 
failure  is  attributed  to  ill-health,  and  consequent  inability  to 
give  the  necessary  attention  to  business ;  also  to  heavy  adver- 
tising expenses.  No  offer  being  submitted,  the  case  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  the 
usual  course  of  bankruptcy.  The  public  examination  of  the 
debtor  was  fixed  for  November  7.

Essenthl  Oils  for  Germany. — The  new  German  Customs- 
regulations  have  given  rise  to  several  complications.  For 
instance,  juniper-berries  from  Austria  or  Italy  are 
classified  as  dried  fruit,  and  pay  a  duty  of  4m.  This 
new  order  is  causing  much  dissatisfaction.  As  juniper- 
berries  contain  on  an  average  1  per  cent,  of  essential  oil, 
the  duty  on  every  kilo,  of  oil  in  them  is  4m.,  but  the 
Customs-duty  on  "the  oil  itself  is  only  35pf.  Another 
anomaly  is  oil  of  caraway  taxed  at  30m.  per  100  kilos.,  andi 
carvol  80m.  A  Dutch  firm  imports  the  latter  as  caraway 
oil  at  the  lower  rate. 

•  In  the  sale  of  the  Sutherland  library  on  November  19  at 
Sotheby's  is  an  item  of  pharmaceutical  or  medical  interest. 
It  is  a  manuscript  of  fifty  pages  showing  the  state  of  "  Medi- 
cine and  Chirurgery  "  in  1550.  It  is  the  work  of  one  Walt 
Cromer,  a  member  of  the  Barber-Surgeons'  Company,  who 
conceived  that  it  might  be  of  service  to  the  boy-King 
Edward  VI.,  who  had  just  developed  his  fatal  disease,  for 
ho  says,  "  Myne  opinyon  according  to  lerned  authoritie  of 
Aunciont  Authores  of  Guaicum  :  that  woldc  to  God  my  body 
could  labour  or  my  Hart  could  thynke  that  thinge  that 
myght  do  your  moste  excellent  Majestie  Goodc."

It  is  issued  as  a  souvenir  and  programme  of  the  tea  and 
entertainment  to  the  workpeople  at  the  company's  works. 
Some  hundreds  of  men,  women,  girls,  and  boys  gathered  in 
the  new  packing-room,  specially  fitted  up  with  a  smart  stage 
for  the  occasion,  and  all  enjoyed  the  entertainment  provided 
for  them.  The  magazine  is  very  smartly  edited,  there  being 
a  special  article.  "  Mere  Man."  by  a  candi(e)d  lady  contributor, 
a  column  of  "Foreign  and  Provincial"  news  (very  funny),  a 
leader,  a  column  of  poetry.  "  Stop-press  News,"  "  Answers  to 
Correspondents."

It  is  our  busy  period  when  my  window  is  generally  a 
jumble  of  4gtf.  wash-gloves,  toothbrushes,  bd.  sunburn- 
lotion,  bd.  perfumes,  2d.  toilet-soaps,  eau  de  Cologne, 
lavender-water,  4%d.  health  salt,  and  citrates.  For  some 
ten  months  of  the  year  we  have  to  invite  business,  as  it  does 
not  come  without  effort,  and  it  is  during  the  slack  months 
that  our  windows  are  seen  to  advantage.  All  my  windows 
are  dressed  by  myself. 

The  photograph  is  the  centrepiece  of  a  window  dressed  in 
ivlarch  1906,  when  Vinolia  specialities  were  arranged  as 
shown — soaps  and  other  toilet-specialities  on  the  base,  soap- 
materials  on  the  first  shelf,  and  so  on  right  to  the  top,  with 
Vinolia  perfumes  here  and  there.  Toilet-requisites,  such 
as  hair-brushes,  spray-producers,  puffs  and  boxes,  toilet- 
bottles,  and  the  like,  were  grouped  near  this  centrepiece, 
these  being  tapered  off  with  the  firm's  own  specialities. 

Japan  Vegetable  Wax. — More  than  seven-eighths  of  the 
vegetable  wax  produced  in  Japan  is  exported  from  Kobe, 
Hong-Kong,  the  United  States,  and  Germany  taking  rather 
more  than  half  between  them.  The  export  to  Hong-Kong 
has  fallen  off  by  half,  being  now  little  more  than  25  per 
cent,  of  the  whole. 

Miss  Ada  Moss  Hill,  of  Scarborough,  who  passed  the  Minor 
examination  last  week,  has  been  the  subject  of  more  news- 
paper paragraphs  than  are  generally  given  in  events  of  that 
nature.  She  is  a  bronze  medallist  of  the  Metropolitan  College 
of  Pharmacy,  we  learn,  and  the  "Daily  Mirror"  puts  into 
the  mouth  of  a  journalistic  confrere  that  Ireland  has  "  not  pro- 
duced a  single  lady  chemist,"  which  is  far  from  being  the  case. 
.  Kobe  Imposts.— The  total  import  of  indigo  into  Kobe 
during  1905  amounted  to  193, 5151.,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  60,785/.  Of  the  import,  however,  160,000/. 
worth  was  artificial.  In  manures  generally  there  has  been  a 
very  considerable  increase,  amounting  to  583,000/.,  mostly  in 
ammonium  sulphate  and  oil  cake.  The  import  of  the  former 
is  recorded  as  being  almost  entirely  from  the  United  King- 
dom. Four-fifths  of  the  total  import  into  Japan  was  de- 
livered at  Kobe.

Calumba  Alkaloids.— Garlamer  ("Pharm.  Zeitung,"  1906, 
838)  states  that  the  three  alkaloids  which  can  be  isolated  from 
calumba-root  have  the  following  formula? : 

Palmatine,  C2*H„N05.OH  or  C,7H,N0H(0CH3),. 

Columbamine,  C2,H„NOs.OH  or  C,;H0NOH(OCH3).(CH). 

Jateorrhizine,  C2.H!0N05.OH  or  CwH.NOHtOCHJalOH)^ 

Balsam  of  Hardwickia  Pinnata. — The  oleoresin  of  this 
plant  has  been  examined  by  Weigel,  who  finds  that  it 
is  a  thick  liquid  of  specific  gravity  0.977,  acid-value  73.3. 
ester-value  9.7,  and  saponification-value  83.  From  the  oil 
48.5  per  cent,  of  essential  oil  was  distilled,  which  had  a  specific 
gravity  0.9045  and  optical  rotation  -8°  24'.  The  resin  itself 
contained  48.3  per  cent,  of  a  resinolic  acid  and  3.2  per  cent,  of 
an  unsaponifiable  resene. 

Br  got  of  Rye — Kraft  ("Archiv.  du  Pharmazie,"  1906,  359)  has 
examined  samples  of  ergot  of  rye,  and  summarised  the  results 
obtained  by  himself  and  other  workers.  The  following  bodies 
are  to  be  found  in  this  drug :  Ergosterin,  a  body  of  a  crystal- 
line nature  and  closely  related  to  phytosterin  (this  was 
isolated  by  Tanret) ;  Ergostinine  is  a  crystalline  alkaloid 
melting  at  219°;  and  hydraergotinine  is  a  white  amorphous 
alkaloid,  forming  well-defined  salts  with  mineral  acids.  Thero 
are,  in  addition,  secalonic  acid  and  several  derivatives  of  it; 
secalamidosulphonic  acid ;  and  the  indifferent  bodies  betaine, 
choline,  and  mannite.  Several  other  bodies  are  present,  but 
they  require  further  investigation. 

Constituents  of  Eriodictyon-leaves. — F.  B.  Power  and 
F.  Tutin  (Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratories)  com- 
municated to  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  the  results  of  a  very  complete  investigation 
of  the  leaves  of  Eriodictyon  calif ornicum  (Hooker  et  Arnott), 
Greene,  commonly  known  as  "  Yerba  Santa."  They  show 
that  eriodictyon-leaves  contain,  in  addition  to  some  essential 
oil,  resins,  and  other  amorphous  bodies,  the  following  sub- 
stances, in  the  amounts  approximately  noted  :  Triacontano 
CaoHsz  (m.p.  65.2°),  and  Pentatriacontane,  C3sH,2  (m.p.  74.5  to 
75°),  together  about  0.7  per  cent.  Formic,  acetic,  cerotic,  and 
other  acids,  in  a  free  state,  and  the  glycerides  of  formic, 
butyric,  cerotic,  and  other  acids ;  the  total  amount  of  acids, 
free  and  combined,  amounting  to  about  0.5  per  cent.  A 
phytosterol  (m.p.  136-137°)  in  very  small  amount.  Eriodictyol, 
GsHisOe  (m.p.  267"),  a  new  crystalline  substance  of  phenolic 
nature,  about  0.23  per  cent.  Homo-eriodictyol,  C16Hi40» 
(m.p.  223°),  another  new  crystalline  substance  of  phenolic 
nature,  about  3  per  cent.  A  new  yellow,  crystalline  substance, 
ClHuOs,  also  of  a  phenolic  nature,  about  0.014  per  cent. 
Glucose,  a  considerable  amount.  The  amount  of  essential  oil 
obtained  corresponded  to  about  0.1  per  cent,  of  the  weight  of 
the  leaves.  It  was  a  yellow  liquid,  which  possessed  the 
characteristic  odour  of  the  drug,  and  had  the  following 
constants  :  d= 0.9372  at  15°/15° ;  «D  =  -0°  24'  in  a  25  mm.  tube. 
It  was  readily  soluble  in  70-per-cent.  alcohol.  The  total 
amount  of  crude  resinous  substances  was  29.2  per 
cent,  of  the  weight  of  the  leaves,  and  about  75  per  cent,  of 
these  resins  was  soluble  in  ether.  They  represented  an  ex- 
ceedingly complex  mixture,  from  which  some  of  the  above- 
mentioned  crystalline  substances  were  isolated.  The  state- 
ment of  Thai  ("  Pharm.  JZeit.  fur  Russland,"  1883,  xxii.  p.  257) 
that  Eriodictyon  leaves  contain  the  so-called  "ericolin"  the 
authors  were  not  able  to  confirm.  The  peculiar  odour  which 
Thai  observed  on  heating  an  extract  of  these  leaves  with 
dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  which  he  regarded  as  characteristic 
of  "  ericinol " — the  assumed  hydrolytic  product  of  ericolin — 
is  believed  to  have  been  due  to  the  formation  of  a  small 
amount  of  furfural.  The  latter  compound  has  now  been  de- 
finitely identified  as  the  chief  volatile  product  resulting  from 
the  action  of  a  dilute  mineral  acid  on  a  purified  extract  of 
Eriodictyon  leaves,  and  is  doubtless  produced  from  the  carbo- 
hydrates contained  therein.  The  so-called  "  eriodictyonic 
acid,"  which  was  described  some  years  ago  by  Quirini  ("  Zeit. 
d.  Oest.  Apoth.  Ver.,"  1887,  p.  404,  and  1888,  p.  159),  was 
evidently  not  a  pure  substance.  The  method  by  which  it  was 
obtained  indicates  that  it  must  have  consisted,  to  a  large 
extent,  of  the  new  crystalline  substance  of  a  phenolic  nature 
which  the  authors  have  designated  homo-eriodictyol.  It  may 
finally  be  noted  that  this  investigation  of  eriodictyon-leaves 
has  disclosed  the  occurrence,  among  other  compounds,  of  four 
substances  which  have  not  hitherto  been  known.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  authors  to  continue  the  chemical  study  of  two 
of  these  newly  isolated  substances,  viz.  eriodictyol  and  homo- 
eriodictyol.

Pharmacists  and  Cooks. 

In  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir 
George  Watt  for  his  address  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Mr.  Carteighe  told  his  fellow-pharmacists  that  the  profession 
of  men-cooks  is  always  available  to  them,  and  his  remarks 
postulated  that  there  could  be  no  manner  of  doubt  about 
their  competence  for  such  work.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
take  this  suggestion  seriously ;  but  as  it  was  addressed  to 
students,  and  as  there  is  a  certain  relationship  between  the 
cooking  of  food  and  the  preparation  of  medicine,  it  may  be 
permitted  to  consider  the  point  of  view  which  made  the 
■allusion  possible.  In  old  times,  pharmacy  comprehended  the 
art  of  the  confectioner;  but  the  medicine  section  gradually 
separated  itself  from  the  sweetmeat  department,  and  by 
common  consent,  and  with  no  protest  from  either  of  the 
parties  concerned,  the  mediciners  took  the  upper  place  in 
popular  esteem.  "  We  read  of  divers  Popes  and  Emperors 
that  had  learned  physicians  for  their  master-cooks  ;  and  that 
of  old  an  excellent  cook  was  reckoned  among  the  eruditi." 
So  wrote  John  Evelyn  in  "  Acetaria"  (1699),  and  evidently 
it  was  a  matter  of  curiosity  then  that  cooks  should  have  ever 
been  so  appreciated.  Now  we  have  an  eminent  pharmacist 
who  assumes  with  the  coolest  confidence  that  the  man  who 
can  make  round  pills,  smooth  plasters,  and  fairly  inseparable 
emulsions  can  quite  readily  turn  his  hand  to  the  production 
of  the 

Myriad  Triumphs  of  the  Culinary  Profession. 

In  these  days 

the  manipulation  of  pills,  plasters,  and  emulsions  is  little 
more  than  a  tradition  with  most  of  us ;  but  even  in  the  time 
when  pharmacists  won  their  superior  position  by  mystifying 
the  public  with  decoctions,  elutriations,  triturations,  and 
lixiviations,  and  by  constant  reference  in  all  their  works 
to  beakers,  retorts,  and  alembics,  it  is  doubtful  if  they  ever 
attained  to  the  deftness  of  the  ordinary  cook  with  her  sauce- 
pans and  frying-pans  and  her  instinctive  estimate  of  tem- 
peratures. Think  of  the  multitude  of  soups,  sauces,  entrees, 
and  sweets,  and  of  the  hundred  ways  of  disguising  fish 
and  joints  and  vegetables  which  she  has  to  know  all  about ; 
add  to  this  the  really  vast  knowledge  and  organisation  which 
the  daily  dinner  of  the  Cecil  or  the  Carlton  must  involve ; 
and  hestitate  before  you  accept  an  invitation  to  a  banquet 
prepared  by  Mr.  Carteighe's  amateurs.  Far  be  it  from  me 
to  minimise  the  importance  of  the  art  of  the  apothecary ; 
but  I  confess  that,  if  challenged,  I  should  find  it  difficult  to 
maintain  by  evidence  the  superiority  of  pharmaceutic  to  gas- 
tronomic attainments.  And  if  the  world  should  be  ever 
called  upon  to  choose  between  the  sacrifice  of  its  cooked  food 
and  its  compounded  physic,  pharmacists  may  as  well  pack 
up  and  depart  without  waiting  for  the  declaration  of  the 
poll. 

How  Little  Profit 

can  we  do  with  ?  This  is  a  question  which 
often  presents  itself  to  the  hardly  pressed  tradesman  in 
these  days.  Sir  George  Watt,  for  example,  suggests  that  we 
might  take  a  hint  from  Indian  chemists  and  largely  increase 
the  aerated-water  trade  by  greatly  reducing  prices.  In 
India,  he  tells  us,  simple  aerated  waters  are  sold  at  6d.  per 
dozen,  and  the  consumption  is  enormous.  Here  a  single 
bottle  is  sometimes  charged  6d.,  and  Anglo-Indians  think 
the  aerated  waters  they  get  there  superior  to  those  sold  at 
home.  That  may  be  a  subjective  experience.  A  cooling 
drink  tastes  better  here  in  very  hot  weather  than  at  other 
times.   As  to  the  price,  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  labour 


is  far  cheaper  in  India  than  here ;  that  we  cannot  hope  for 
the  same  proportion  of  consumption  the  year  through  in 
our  climate  as  under  the  burning  Asiatic  sun;  and,  lastly, 
that  in  fact  aerated  waters  in  syphons  are  not  so  much  dearer 
in  England,  after  all,  than  they  are  in  India,  if  calculated 
by  the  gallon.  Still,  we  must  have  a  profit,  and  one  that 
will  cover  working-expenses,  which  in  this  branch  of  trade 
are  necessarily  rather  heavy.  It  is,  however,  these 
Working-expenses 

that  we  have  always  got  to  be  clear  about. 
In  the  current  "Grocer"  an  address  to  assistants  dealing 
with  this  subject  is  reported.  The  lecturer  illustrated  his 
remarks  by  quoting  the  affairs  of  a  recent  bankruptcy  in  the 
trade.  Mr.  X.,  the  bankrupt,  did  a  retail  business  which  in 
his  last  year  amounted  to  3,496?.  in  cash  sales  and  3,914?. 
on  credit.  Of  the  latter  sum  only  36?.  was  found  to  be 
"  bad,"  so  that  the  failure  could  not  be  attributed  to  losses 
from  that  source.  His  working-expenses  were  16£  per  cent, 
on  the  whole  turnover — that  is,  over  1,200?. — which  seems 
an  unusually  large  proportion.  The  analysis  of  X.'s  sales 
showed  that  he  made  25  per  cent,  on  whisky  and  wines, 
20  per  cent,  on  beer  and  tea,  17^  per  cent,  on  brandy,  and 
the  same  on  margarine.  But  on  biscuits,  butter,  cheese, 
and  fruit  he  only  made  10  per  cent.,  on  sugar  and  jam  12£, 
on  general  groceries  15,  on  eggs  and  bacon  8,  and  on  ham 
only  5  per  cent.  I  quote  these  figures  as  incidentally  in- 
teresting, but  the  lecturer's  comment  on  them  is  the  par- 
ticular point  to  be  noted.  He  said  X.  was  doing  business 
in  all  these  things  which  yielded  less  than  16g  per  cent.  "  at 
a  dead  loss."  Is  that  exactly  the  way  to  look  at  a  general 
business  ?  Certain  working-expenses,  including  what  are 
for  small  businesses  by  far  the  heaviest  proportion,  are 
invariable.  These,  of  course,  must  be  provided  for  out  of 
some  of  the  profits ;  but  when  they  are  paid  it  is  obvious 
that  additional  trade  can  be  done  at  a  lower  rate  of  profit. 
But  it  is  essential  for  every  trader  to  know  exactly  what  his 
working-expenses  are,  to  be  sure  that  he  is  first  covering 
them,  and  then  to  calculate  how  much  additional  cost  will 
be  involved  by  every  extension  or  new  branch  of  trade  which 
he  undertakes. 

Dr.  Donald  MacAlister 

has  lately  given  an  interesting  and  use- 
ful exposition  of  the  constitution  and  work  of  the  General 
Medical  Council,  of  which  he  is  the  President.  He  made 
it  the  subject  of  an  opening  address  to  the  medical  students 
of  the  Victoria  University  of  Manchester,  and  it  was  printed 
in  full  in  last  week's  "  Lancet."  This  lecture  may  be  com- 
mended to  the  attention  of  the  progressive  gentlemen  of  the 
medical  profession  who  are  even  now  supporting  a  draft 
Bill  which  would  impose  maximum  50?.  penalties  with  six 
months'  imprisonment  on  unqualified  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine, surgery,  or  dentistry,  who  clamour  for  a  larger  direct 
representation  on  the  Medical  Council,  and  who  press  that 
Council  to  exercise  its  judicial  powers  to  greater  effect  for 
the  protection  of  the  profession.  Dr.  MacAlister  comforts 
these  agitators  with  a  sarcastic  allusion  to  Christian  Science, 
Nature  Cures,  and  Bile  Beans,  but  tells  them  that  it  re- 
quires a  resolute  ignoring  of  the  signs  of  the  times  to  believe 
in  the  possibility  of  the  legislation  they  are  after.  He  also 
shows  that  of  the  thirty-four  members  of  the  Council  only 
fourteen  must  necessarily  be  medical  practitioners.  The 
Crown  and  the  Universities  may  both  appoint  laymen.  If 
the  Council  should  show  signs  of  going  too  fast  in  the  de- 
velopment of  its  judicial  functions  (and  Dr.  MacAlister  is 
the  author  of  the  theory  that  these  functions  are  on  the 
develop)  it  may  become  desirable  that  the  option  referred 
to  should  be  exercised.

Assistants  and  Qualification. 

The  law  of  supply  and  demand  in  the  market  for  chemists' 
assistants  appears  to  be  influenced  by  the  same  factors  in 
Germany  as  in  this  country.   The  supply  is  decreased  when 
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the  screw  is  put  on  by  the  authorities  who  control  qualifica- 
tion. The  "  Phamiazeutische  Zeitung "  has  entered 
thoroughly  into  the  matter  as  regards  Germany,  where 
during  the  last  two  or  three  years  there  has  been  a  marked 
falling-off  in  the  numbers  of  available  assistants.  Some 
interesting  statistics  are  given.  These  show  that  in  1906 
the  number  of  vacant  posts  for  chemists'  assistants, 
managers,  representatives,  and  apprentices  far  exceeded  that 
of  former  years.  This  our  contemporary  attributes  to  the 
examination  regulations  which  came  into  force  in  1904,  and 
by  which  it  was  open  to  all  assistants  with  at  least  one 
year's  experience  to  study  forthwith  at  a  university.  Ad- 
vantage was  promptly  taken  of  this  new  order  of  things, 
and  hence  the  dearth  of  assistants.  This  fact,  we  believe, 
has  previously  been  noted,  but  Germany  has  still  to  come 
to  the  most  serious  part  of  the  business,  such  as  we  have 
reached  in  Great  Britain — i.e.,  scarcity  due  to  diminished 
numbers  of  apprentices.  Chemist-employers  in  Great 
Britain  have  not  yet  begun  to  realise  the  position  here 
created  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  dropping  its  own 
Preliminary  examination  and  adopting  certificates  of  ap- 
proved higher  examinations.  A  year  ago  we  dealt  fully 
with  the  result  of  this  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
finances,  and  showed  that  the  entries  for  the  Minor  examina- 
tion began  to  diminish  markedly  in  1905.  That  condition 
is  continuing,  and  now  pharmacy  schools  find  a  diminished 
clientele  to  draw  from.  Scarcity  of  qualified  assistants  will 
be  the  next  difficulty.  During  the  past  six  years  the 
number  of  apprentices  who  have  registered  is  only  slightly 
in  excess  of  the  number  who  registered  in  the  single  year 
1900.  The  yearly  average  for  the  six  years  is  185,  com- 
pared with  650  in  normal  years  previously.  The  number  of 
Minor  candidates  who  have  passed  this  year  is  400,  as  com- 
pared with  468  in  1905,  584  in  1904,  and  524  in  1903.  A 
further  annual  decrease  will  in  all  probability  occur  during 
the  next  few  years.  As  between  450  and  500  new 
Minor  men  per  year  are  required  to  maintain  the 
register,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  within  the  next  ten 
years  there  will  be  at  least  1,500  fewer  qualified  assistants. 
Some  think  that  is  a  good  thing  for  the  drug-trade;  but 
they  overlook  the  fact  that  the  unqualified  element  in 
pharmacy  and  the  drug-trade  increases  alongside  the  de- 
crease in  qualified  men.  Hundreds  of  apprentices  or 
learners  are  coming  in  who  do  not  trouble  to  qualify.  That 
is  the  most  serious  problem  of  all,  and  we  have  repeatedly 
pointed  out  that  it  is  going  to  land  registered  chemists  and 
the  whole  drug-trade  into  a  tangle  by  ihe  time  the  younger 
generation  is  ready  for  trading  on  its  own  account.  At 
present  unregistered  shopkeepers  trading  as  chemists  are 
not  much  thought  about  (unless  by  their  immediate  qualified 
competitors)  because  they  are  comparatively  few ;  but  when 
we  reach  the  point  at  which  there  will  be  as  many  un- 
qualified as  qualified  men  keeping  chemists'  shops  the  situa- 
tion will  have  a  different  aspect.  For  one  thing,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  may  be  asked  if  it  has  fulfilled  the  duty 
which  it  accepted  in  1868  of  providing  the  public  with 
chemists  and  druggists  possessing  a  competent  practical 
knowledge  of  their  business,  such  as  is  requisite  for  the 
duties  required  of  those  registered  under  the  1868  Act,  as 
distinguished  from  those  registered  under  the  1852  Act. 


Imports  and  Exports. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  September  once  more 
afford  striking  evidence  of  the  exceptionally  flourishing 
condition  of  our  foreign  trade.  Compared  with  the  corre- 
sponding month  of  the  preceding  year  the  imports  show  a 
slight  decrease  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  five 


Sundays  in  September  of  this  year,  but  the  exports  were 

very  satisfactory.    The  figures  are  :

The  chief  decrease  in  the  imports  is  raw  cotton,  amount- 
ing to  1,118,971/.  The  decline,  which  has  been  going  on 
for  some  time  past,  now  amounts  to  885,330?.  on  the  com- 
pleted nine  months  of  this  year.  Another  decrease  was 
shown  in  the  imports  of  food,  drink,  and  tobacco,  amounting 
to  784,764/.  Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  were  less 
by  10,824/.,  the  month's  imports  being  valued  at  709,591/. 
Brimstone  showed  the  largest  falling-off,  the  unsettled 
market  in  Sicily  and  the  end  of  the  season  being  responsible. 
Other  shrinkages  included  bleaching-materials,  coal-pro- 
ducts (not  dyes),  cream  of  tartar,  glycerin,  sulphuric  and 
tartaric  acids ;  while  boron  compounds,  saltpetre,  and 
soda  compounds  are  all  on  the  up-grade.  The  imports  of 
cinchona  were  stationary,  but  "quinine  and  quinine 
salts"  rose  from  48,834  oz.  to  113,236  oz.,  or  64,402  oz. 
more  ;  and  unenumerated  drugs  and  medicines  fell  from 
81,308/.  to  70,353/.  The  imports  of  quicksilver  were  large 
—25,500  lb.,  against  7,430  lb.  and  1,200  lb.  in  September 
1905  and  1904  respectively.  Shellac  was  down  by  almost 
4,000  cwt.,  but  gum  arabic  reached  6,562  cwt.,  or  prac- 
tically 3,000  cwt.  more.  Turpentine  was  exceptionally 
active  last  month  in  spite  of  the  high  price,  the  70,413  cwt. 
imported  costing  157,791/.,  whereas  in  the  corresponding 
month  of  1904  the  24,527  cwt.  cost  47,172/. 

Passing  on  to  the  trade  of  nine  completed  months  of 
1906,  we  find  that  continued  progress  has  been  made  on 
both  sides  during  the  last  three  years,  the  figures  being  :

The  most  striking  fact  in  these  figures  is  that  the  increase 
of  British  exports  is  higher  than  that  of  the  imports. 
Of  the  32  millions  increase  in  imports  7  millions 
may  be  allotted  to  food,  drink,  and  tobacco,  14  millions 
to  raw  and  semi-raw  materials,  and  11  millions  to 
manufactured  articles.  We  have  imported  7,465,266/. 
worth  of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours,  an  advance 
of  246,323/.  on  September  1905.  Elsewhere  we  give  fuller 
particulars  of  these  imports,  but  we  may  mention  here 
that  the  bulk  of  the  items  shows  an  all-round  increase.  Soda 
compounds  are,  however,  a  noteworthy  exception,  the 
shrinkage  amounting  to  48,000  cwt.,  which  shows  that  the 
Continental  makers  of  low-priced  and  low-quality  soda 
crystals  are  finding  a  more  restricted  market  for  their 
goods.  Glycerin,  too,  has  fallen  to  about  half  what  it  was 
at  the  same  time  of  1905,  the  unremunerative  prices  and 
keen  cutting  at  home  having  no  doubt  curtailed  the  demand. 
Much  larger  imports  of  "quinine  and  quinine  salts"  are 
recorded,  but  unenumerated  drugs  diminished  by  118,000/., 
and  shellac  has  also  declined.  As  regards  our  export 
trade  in  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  there  is  no  need  to 
emphasise  the  fact  that  this  branch  has  been  in  a  flourish- 
ing and  healthy  condition  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
the  year.  If  farther  proof  is  required,  it  will  be  found 
in  the  nine  months'  exports,  which  amount  to  11,554,358/. — 
figures  which  make  a  fresh  record,  being  687,297/.  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Practically  all  items  have 
enjoyed  an  expansion  of  business,  the  salient  features 
being  a  substantial  gain  in  aniline  and  coal-tar  oils, 
unenumerated  chemicals,  glycerin,  and  unenumerated 
drugs  and  medicines.  The  last  item  seems  capable  of 
indefinite  expansion,  and  amply  demonstrates  that  British 
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drug-exporters  are  able  to  hold  their  own  in  oversea 
markets.  The  high  price  of  copper  sulphate  has  affected 
exports  this  year,  which  have  fallen  by  about  23,000  tons. 
Among  miscellaneous  articles  toilet-soaps  have  improved, 
but  household  soaps  have  diminished  by  48,000  cwt.,  and 
quicksilver  advanced  to  1,500,000  lb.  Gum  arabic  and 
shellac  have  declined.  Taken  altogether,  the  trend  of 
exports  appears  to  be  thoroughly  healthy,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  the  total  import  and  export  trade  of  this  country 
will  probably  be  well  over  a  thousand  million  pounds 
sterling. 


Australian  Spirit-duties. 

Following  upon  the  note  on  this  subject  in  our  last  issue 
we  now  give  some  particulars  about  the  new  legislation 
which  the  Australian  House  of  Representatives  has  passed 
in  respect  to  the  Customs  and  Excise  duties  on  spirits  and 
spirituous  compounds.  In  the  House  on  August  2,  Sir 
William  Lyne,  Minister  of  Trade  and  Customs,  submitted 
a  proposal  to  substitute  for  the  existing  Customs-duties 
on  spirits  and  spirituous  compounds,  n.e.i.  (14.s.  per  proof 
gal.),  a  duty  of  15s.  per  proof  gal.  This  item  includes 
tinctures  and  the  like.  At  the  same  time  he  submitted  a 
proposal  to  increase  the  Excise-duties  by  Is.  per  gal.,  "so 
as  to  preserve  a  proper  proportion  between  the  two  im- 
posts." The  Excise-duties  then  enumerated  were  on 
brandy,  whisky,  rum,  gin,  and  the  following  : 

Spirits,  n.e.i.,  matured  by  storage  in  wood  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  two  years,  per  proof  gal.  ...  14*. 

Spirits  for  industrial  and  scientific  purposes,  sub- 
ject to  regulations,  per  proof  gal   14a. 

Spirits,  n.e.i.,  per  proof  gal   40*. 

Methylated  spirits,  subject  to  regulations  Free. 

Spirits  for  fortifying  Australian  wine,  to  be  used 
subject  to  regulations        ...  Free. 

The  motions  did  not  pass  at  that  sitting,  but  they  did  on 
August  15,  and  immediately,  we  learn  from  our  Melbourne 
office,  some  Customs  officials  attempted  to  charge  40s.  per 
proof  gal.  on  all  tinctures  and  other  preparations  taken  out  of 
Customs  stores.  There  is  some  mistake  here,  for  although 
the  terms  of  the  motions  were  for  the  imposition  of  the  duties 
on  the  day  that  they  passed,  the  40s.  duty  is  an  Excise 
one,  the  Customs-duty  agreed  to  being  15s.  per  proof  gal. 
Why  Customs  officials  should  have  jumped  this  up  to  40s. 
we  cannot  understand,  but  no  harm  was  done,  as  it  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  to  force  the  collection  of  a  new 
duty  so  quickly.  The  adoption  of  the  increased  duties  was 
followed  on  August  21  by  a  Spirits  Bill,  in  which  the  prin- 
ciples and  details  applicable  to  the  importation  and  use  of 
spirits  were  embodied.  These  were  of  such  a  nature  and 
apparently  so  harassing  to  pharmacists,  especially  in  regard 
to  the  use  of  methylated  spirits,  that  ' '  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  Australasia"  put  the  matter  before  the  Phar- 
macy Board  of  Victoria  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
as  a  result  of  which  the  principal  officers  of  these  bodies 
took  action  and  secured  substantial  amendments  of  a  few 
of  the  provisions  when  the  Committee  stage  was  reached 
on  August  28.  There  appears  to  have  been  no  discussion 
about  the  alleged  advance  of  Customs-duty  on  tinctures, 
etc.,  from  14s.  to  40s.  per  proof  gal.,  interest  being  centred 
on  methylated  spirits  and  importation  of  spirits  in  wood. 
As  to  the  former,  Clause  15  of  the  Bill  was  to  the  effect  that 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  100?.  shall  be  imposed  on 

any  person  who  had  in  his  possession  any  illicit  methy- 
lated spirit  or  any  article  of  food  or  drink,  or  any  scent, 
essence  tincture,  or  medicine  containing  any  methylated 
spirit.  All  such  articles  could  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and 
anyone  in  possession  of  them  must  give  a  sample  to  any 
officer  on  the  tender  of  any  reasonable  price. 

As  "medicine"  was  defined  in  the  Bill  to  include  "medi- 


cines for  internal  and  external  application,"  this,  and  a 
special  prohibitory  clause,  struck  at  the  use  of  methylated 
spirits  for  the  preparation  of  liniments,  veterinary  medi- 
cines, chloroform,  and  ether.  Representations  were  made, 
and  were  so  far  successful  that  the  definition  of  the  term 
"  medicine  "  was  altered  to  "  include  medicines  for  internal 
or  external  application  other  than  liniments  and  veterinary 
medicines."  A  period  of  grace  has  also  been  granted  for 
getting  rid  of  existing  stocks  of  methylated  preparations 
which  do  not  come  within  the  exemption.  Methylated 
spirits  are  available  in  the  following  four  classes  : 

Class  a — Industrial  spirits  for  use  in  the  arts  and  manu- 
factures other  than  the  manufacture  of  articles  of  food  or 
drink,  scents,  essences,  tinctures,  or  medicines. 

Class  b — Mineralised  spirits  for  lighting,  heating,  and 
power  purposes. 

Class  c — Spirits  for  special  manufactures. 

Class  d — Spirits  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  scientific  in- 
vestigation in  connection  with  Universities  or  public  institu- 
tions. 

A  clause  in  the  Bill  provides  that  after  January  1908 

no  imported  spirits  shall  be  delivered  from  the  control  of 
the  Customs  for  human  consumption  unless  the  Collector  of 
Customs  for  the  State  is  satisfied  that  the  spirits  have  been 
matured  by  storage  in  wood  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two 
years. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Excise-duties  provide  for  spirits 
for  industrial  and  scientific  purposes  (which  includes  their 
use  for  making  medicinal  preparations),  it  is  not  surprising 
to  learn  that  the  attempt  to  apply  this  provision  to  rectified 
spirit  was  premature.  It  obviously  refers  to  spirits  to  be 
used  as  a  beverage,  the  condition  being  specified  also  in  the 
brandy,  whisky,  rum,  and  gin  items  of  Excise.  We  must 
still  wait  fuller  information  regarding  the  40s.  matter,  but 
the  following  figures  from  the  Commonwealth  Customs 
returns  for  1905  show  the  extent  of  the  import  business  in 
preparations  affected  by  the  new  duties  : 

Collodion,  911  gals.,  value  435Z.,  duty  3s.  per  gal. 
Perfumes  and  bay  rum,  9,116  gals.,  value  30,872?.,  duty 
25s.  per  gal. 

Essences,  tinctures,  and  extracts,  35,169  gals.,  value 
41,374/.,  duty  3s.  bd.  to  14s.  per  gal. 

Sarsaparilla,  6,140  gals.,  value  8,041?.,  duty  3s.  bd.  to  14s. 
per  gal. 

About  half  the  collodion,  a  third  of  the  perfumes,  and  more 
than  half  the  tinctures,  essences,  and  extracts  are  imported 
from  Great  Britain.  All  the  sarsaparilla  except  22  gals 
came  from  the  United  States. 


The  B.P.C. 

Old  institutions  are  slow  to  move,  and  rightly  so  in  many 
cases,  as  a  single  departure  from  established  custom  some- 
times wrecks  an  organisation  ;  but  we  feel  sure  that  the  sug- 
gestion which  Manchester  has  given  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  will  do  it  good.  It  is  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Conference  during  the  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
should  be  continuous,  with  a  go-as-you-please  luncheon  after 
one  o'clock.  We  see  many  possibilities  of  good  in  the  sug- 
gestion, which  has  been  adopted,  and  we  ourselves  are 
among  those  who  will  be  benefited,  as  the  new  arrangement 
will  much  facilitate  reporting. 

A  Newspaper  War. 

A  correspondence  is  being  conducted  in  the  columns  of  the 
"Daily  Telegraph"  in  reference  to  doctors'  incomes.  It 
is  not  very  elevating,  but  one  correspondent  having  incau- 
tiously attributed  the  present  state  of  affairs  to  the  fact  that 
chemists  prescribe  brought  a  good  many  replies  from 
chemists.  Some  of  the  replies  were  very  effective,  but  no 
one  seems  to  have  made  much  of  the  point  that  it  is  the  right 
of  everyone — chemist  or  chimney-sweep — to  prescribe. 
The  assumption  that  chemists  act  illegally  in  prescribing 
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is  one  which  is  often  fostered  by  interested  parties,  but  is 
quite  untenable.  The  General  Medical  Council  is  the  butt 
of  many  of  the  doctors  who  are  contributing  to  the  corre- 
spondence. 

Manufacturers  and  Retail  Prices. 

The  "  Times  "  contributor  whose  articles  on  this  subject 
we  referred  to  last  week  has  not  fulfilled  the  promise  of 
his  first  article.  It  indicated  that  he  knew  what  he  was 
writing  about  and  would  get  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter, 
treating  it  from  both  sides.  Instead  in  the  second  one  he 
shows  "extreme  bias  against  the  retailer,  and  by  saying 
that  price-protection  is  an  attack  on  trade-marked  goods 
and  a  fostering  of  substitution  he  assumes  the  character  of 
a  very  special  pleader.  The  great  fundamental  fact 
is  entirely  ignored— viz.,  that  the  whole  trouble  in  regard 
to  lack  of  profits  on  proprietary  articles  began  when  these 
goods  were  made  a  bait  by  stores.  The  proprietors  of 
these  articles  advertised  them,  say,  at  Is.,  and  the  stores 
gave  the  public  the  impression  that  they  sold  everything 
cheap  by  pricing  these  articles  a  few  pence  below  the 
makers'  prices,  and  the  makers  by  continuing  advertis- 
ing the  face-values  assisted  the  cutting.  The  "Times" 
contributor  does  not  touch  this  point  at  all.  We  have  not 
room  this  week  even  for  quotations  from  his  article,  but 
it  will  be  found  in  our  contemporary's  Financial  supple- 
ment for  October  8.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has  an  excellent 
opportunity  of  expounding  the  retailer's  view  of  the 
matter,  and  We  hope  he  will. 

Methylated  Spirits. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "Times,"  October  6,  writes  as 
follows  : 

The  first  result  of  the  Revenue  Act,  1906,  which  has  just 
come  into  force,  has  been  the  formation  of  a  convention 
among  makers  of  methylated  spirit.  The  Revenue  Act 
provided  for  the  use  by  manufacturers  of  a  special  methy- 
lated spirit  on  which  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  grants 
a  rebate  of  bd.  per  gal.  The  makers  of  this  spirit,  how- 
ever, are  only  quoting  at  4J.  per  gal.  below  the  old  price, 
instead  of  5d.  as  anticipated,  which  looks  as  though  manu- 
facturers who  use  spirit  are  not  getting  full  advantage  of 
the  Government  concessions.  Before  the  new  regulations 
came  into  force  the  spirit-dealers  did  not  quote  uniform 
prices,  but,  curiously  enough,  the  "cutting"  which  has 
hitherto  existed  has-come  to  a  sudden  stop  simultaneously 
with  the  new  Excise  regulations.  The  methylators  do  not 
attribute  their  unanimity  to  the  Government  concessions, 
but  to  other  causes.  Should  the  convention  follow  the 
example  of  the  other  trusts  it  is  quite  possible  that  the 
price  of  industrial  spirit  will  not  remain  at  its  present 
level ;  or,  in  other  words,  there  is  a  possibility  that  manu- 
facturers will  not  be  benefited  by  the  Revenue  Act  to  the 
extent  the  Government  intended.  The  price  of  methy- 
lated spirit,  of  the  kind  which  could  be  used  for  motor- 
cars if  it  were  cheap  enough,  remains  unchanged  for  the 
present.  In  Germany,  where  the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol 
for  manufacturing  and  motive  purposes  has  been  allowed 
for  many  years,  the  spirit-industry  has  also  come  into  the 
hands  of  a  trust,  with  the  result  that  the  advantages  which 
should  accrue  from  the  use  of  an  untaxed  spirit  are  becom- 
ing smaller  and  smaller.  Had  competition  in  the  English 
market  in  industrial  alcohol  continued,  there  was  every 
possibility  of  our  manufacturers  being  able  to  produce 
certain  articles  as  cheaply  as  the  Germans,  but  there  are 
distinct  signs  that  competition  is  at  an  end. 

What  is  meant  by  "convention"  here  we  take  to  mean  a 
better  agreement  among  methylators.  They  have  for  years 
held  periodical  meetings  at  which  matters  affecting  their 
interests  are  discussed,  and  prices  fixed,  but  until  July  last 
it  was  always  possible  for  large  buyers  to  get  the  spirit  at 
"cut"  prices,  especially  while  German  spirit  cheaper  than 
British  spirit  was  available.  But  since  this  source  of  com- 
petition has  been  eliminated  from  .the  home  market  methy- 
lators have  been  gradually  drawing  more  closely  together, 
their  conclusions  in  meeting  assembled  aie  more  binding, 
and  at  present  they  are  more  unanimous  than  they  have  ever 


been.  This  is  probably  what  the  "  Times  "  correspondent 
means  by  "convention." 

Scarcity  of  Platinum. 

Platinum  is  becoming  scarce.  The  only  known  stratum 
of  platinum  is  in  the  Ural  Mountains,  so  that  the  whole 
world  is  dependent  on  Russia  for  its  supply.  It  is  now 
reported  that  the  Russian  Minister  of  Commerce  intends  to 
forbid  the  exportation  of  crude  platinum,  and  a  Commis- 
sion is  to  be  held  to  decide  on  the  three  following  points  : 

1.  As  to  whether  exportation  should  bo  entirely  for- 
bidden. 

2.  As  to  the  levying  of  an  export-duty. 

3.  As  to  the  establishment  of  a  State  manufactory  for 
the  working  of  crude  platinum. 

The  yearly  output  of  platinum  in  Russia  amounts  to  about 
12,000  lb.,  and  owing  to  the  steadily  increasing  demand 
during  the  last  six  or  seven  years  prices  have  gone  up  8,000r. 
to  17,000r.  per  poud.  The  attempts  which  have  been  made  to 
find  a  satisfactory  substitute  for  platinum  have  hitherto 
proved  abortive.  Moreover,  crude  platinum  consists  only 
to  the  extent  of  about  84  per  cent,  of  pure  platinum ;  the 
rest  is  made  up  of  scarce  and  valuable  metals,  such  as 
iridium,  palladium,  osmium,  and  others  for  which  there  is 
at  present  a  brisk  demand.  Retail  chemists  who  do  busi- 
ness in  artificial  teeth  are  particularly  affected  by  the  pre- 
sent state  of  the  market,  as  the  makers  of  dental  supplies 
have  advanced  their  prices.  Another  consequence  is  that 
there  is  now  a  good  deal  of  stuff  used  as  dental  platinum 
which  bears  the  same  relation  to  the  real  thing  as  low- 
carat  gold  does  to  the  sovereign,  and  it  is  necessary  to 
ensure  that  one  pays  for  what  one  expects  to  get.  We 
understand  that  a  leading  maker  of  teeth  states  that  owing 
to  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  platinum  teeth  which  were 
7c?.  each  twelve  months  ago  are  from  October  1  10r/.  each. 
It  is  expected  that  a  rise  in  the  price  of  finished  work  and 
plates  of  dental  alloy  will  soon  be  announced. 


BritiBb  pharmaceutical  Conference. 


THE  Executive  Committee  met  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  on  Thursday,  October  4,  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Professor  Greenish,  Messrs.  Holmes,  Naylor,  J.  C.  Umney, 
Peck,  Alcock,  Finnemore,  H.  W.  Gadd,  and  Kirkby.  The 
first  business  before  the  meeting  was  the  question  of  raising 
the  annual  subscription  to  10s.  6d.  After  full  discussion 
it  was  found  that  the  balance  of  opinion  was  against  the 
compulsory  increase,  and  the  following  resolution,  moved 
by  Mr.  Umney,  seconded  by  Mr.  Naylor,  was  carried  : 

That  the  notice  regarding  subscriptions  be  redrafted, 
and  the  request  for  subscription  be  for  a  minimum  of 
7s.  6f?.,  but  as  that  sum  is  insufficient  to  meet  current  ex- 
penses the  Executive  Committee  strongly  urges  upon 
members  a  voluntary  subscription  of  larger  amount. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Kemp,  of  Man- 
chester, with  suggestions  for  broadening  the  constitution 
of  the  Conference.  Consideration  of  this  letter  was  post- 
poned, and  the  President  desired  that  a  special  meeting 
should  be  convened  for  that  purpose  only. 

Mr.  Kirkby,  on  behalf  of  the  Manchester  Local  Com- 
mittee, proposed  that  the  date  for  the  annual  meeting  in  1907 
should  be  July  22,  and  asked  permission  to  make  the  follow- 
ing innovations  on  established  custom  :  The  meetings  for 
business  and  reading  of  papers  to  consist  of  one  sitting  only 
each  day,  from  9.30  to  3  o'clock — luncheon  to  be  provided 
from  1  o'clock  to  3  o'clock — and  the  votes  of  thanks  to  local 
officers  to  be  proposed  at  the  luncheon  on  Thursday.  After 
some  discussion  these  recommendations  were  approved. 

The  following  were  elected  members  :  Messrs.  A.  E.  H. 
Blackburn.  Manchester;  S.  M.  Bodie,  Macduff;  F.  W. 
Hornby,  Boscombe ;  W.  H.  Howard,  Manchester;  F.  Inglis, 
Heaton  Chapel ;  R.  Lindsay,  Peebles ;  A.  Ogden,  Urmston ; 
H.  Roberts,  Stockport;  and  T.  C.  Twining,  Chorlton-cum- 
Hardy. 
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A FEW  months  ago  a  correspondence  was  carried  on  in 
the  columns  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  regard 
to  window-dressing,  and  many  novel  and  useful  ideas  were 
contributed  by  our  subscribers.  One  of  the  necessities  in 
window-dressing  is  the  provision  of  suitable  window- 
tickets  to  call  attention  to  the  goods  displayed.  To  employ 
a  professional  ticket-writer  is  not  always  feasible,  although 
it  is  freely  acknowledged  that  the  work  turned  out  by  ticket 
artists  is  of  a  very  high  order.  Many  chemists  are  handy 
with  the  pen  and  the  brush,  and  we  suggested  that  this 
aptitude  might  often  be  turned  to  account  in  designing 
window-tickets.  In  some  quarters  a  fear  was  expressed 
as  to  the  ability  of  chemists  to  turn  out  presentable  window- 
tickets,  and  it  was  said  they  had  better  not  waste  their  time 
in  trying  to  master  the  intricacies  of  a  difficult  subject.  This 
assumption  has  been  dissipated  as  a  result  of  a  competition 
we  organised.  The  month  of  September  brought  us  a  large 
number  of  window-cards  embodying  ideas,  and  although  it

would  be  untrue  to  say  that  all  the  cards  sent  in  are  good 
it  is  perfectly  correct  to  say  that  in  the  case  of  many  of  the 
competitors  a  very  high  order  of  merit  is  reached.  In  this 
connection  we  refer  again  to  the  article  by  Mr.  W.  R.  Eobb 
in  the  C.  <t  D.  of  September  15,  both  as  an  example  of  the 
work  that  a  chemist  can  do  and  as  a  guide  to  the  best 
methods  of  window-ticket  writing.  Mr.  Eobb,  we  may 
add,  is  hors  concours.  The  judging  of  the  competition  is 
not  easy,  but  for  the  present  we  propose  to  give  particulars 
of  some  that  have  been  sent  in,  the  numbers  being  used  as 
a  convenience  for  indicating  the  various  cards,  and  not  as 
marking  the  order  of  merit.  In  selecting  the  cards  for 
reproduction  we  have  endeavoured  to  choose  those  which 
either  possess  the  merit  of  originality  or  embody  a  useful 
idea,  and  we  have  naturally  picked  out  what  we  consider 
the  best  window-tickets. 

In  going  through  the  cards  we  find  they  fall  into  certain 
distinct  classes,  and  we  have  taken  advantage  of  this  fact 
in  describing  the  competition.  The  first  division  evinces 
those  tickets  that  are  done  with. the  aid  of  movable  type. 
Mr.  Jas.  D.  Carse,  Belfast,  uses  rubber  type  to  give  the 
outline  of  his  window-tickets,  and  this  is  afterwards  orna- 
mented with  the  pen  in  colours.  Fig.  1  shows  the  first  : 
stage  and  fig.  2  the  same  window-ticket  ornamented,  the 
original  being  in  colours.    More  elaborate  cards  have  been 


sent  by  this  competitor — a  large  one  (19  X  24),  advertising 
aniline  dyes,  having  in  the  centre  an  Irish  harp  surrounded

tures of  shells.  Mr.  Carse 
sends  as  well  a  number  of 
price-tickets  done  with  a  pen. 
Fig.  3  is  an  example  of  what 
can  be  done  with  an  "  Easy  " 
signmarker,  and  is  sent  by 
Mr.  H.  M.  Ashton,  War- 
rington.

The  next  division  is  illustrated  by  fig.  4,  which  is  a  repro- 
duction of  one  of  four  cards  sent  in  by  Mr.  A.  Kendall, 
Doncaster.

the  cards  are,  however,  too  crowded  with  matter  and  not 
easy  to  read.  Mr.  W.  C.  Brown,  Bearwood,  Birmingham, 
sends  a  series  of  cards  written  with  straw-hat  polish  by 
means  of  a  C.H.  pencil.  The  result  is  that  the  letters  are 
bright  and  attractive.  The  advantage  of  this  method  is  the 
quickness  with  which  the  work  can  be  done.  Mr.  Brown 
points  out  that  for  exact  work  the  letters  could  be  outlined 
first  with  pen  or  pencil,  and  in  support  of  this  sends  a  more 
elaborate  card  in  which  the  letters  are  exactly  formed,  the 
capitals  being  in  red. 

The  next  stage  in  the  evolution  of  the  window-ticket  is 
that  in  which  lettering  is  supplemented   by  a  design, 


intended  mostly  to  emphasise  the  subject  of  the  card.  Mr. 
Alfred  W.  Lewis,  Newport,  Mon.,  sends  a  series  of  five 
window-cards,  24  X  20,  figs.  5,  6,  and  7  being  examples. 
Mr.  Lewis  tells  us  that  he  found  it  difficult  to  get  original 
ideas  from  professional  ticket-writers,  although  a  good 
lettering  could  be  obtained,  so  he  set  to  work  himself.  The

outlines  of  the  letters  and  designs  are  first  done  in  stencil- 
ink,  obtainable  in  large  cakes  (4c?.  each),  and  are  then 
glossed  by  means  of  Brunswick  black.  This  competitor 
adds  : 

I  may  say  that  I  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  dressing  my 
window,  for  I  sell  only  the  medicines  I  make  myself,  there 
being  no  named  goods,  proprietary  articles,  or  patent  medi- 
cines sold.

The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  were  read  and  adopted,  the  balance  in  hand 
being  61.  7s.  Id.  Mr.  Gregory  thanked  the  members  for 
their  support,  and  proposed  that  Mr.  W.  T.  Coltman, 
Middlesborough,  be  elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year, 
with  Mr.  T.  Brayshay,  Stockton,  as  Vice-President.  This 
was  carried,  and  Mr.  Coltman  took  the  chair  amid 
applause.  The  other  officers  appointed  were  Mr.  J. 
Thompson  and  Mr.  J.  Gregory,  Joint  Secretaries ;  Mr.  W. 
R.  Brackenbury,  Treasurer ;  Mr.  Ellison,  auditor ;  and  Mr. 
Nicholls  and  Mr.  J.  N.  Skilbeck,  members  of  the  Executive. 
Five  new  members  were  elected. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

The  opening  meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Metropole, 
Clayton  Street  West,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  Wednesday 
evening,  October  10.  Six  new  members  were  elected.  The 
Treasurer  (Mr.  Kerse)  read  the  financial  statement,  which 
showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  21.

The  Com- 
mittee will  consist  of  Messrs.  Cubey,  Dean,  Dakers,  Noble, 
Gray,  Wray,  Buckley,  and  Crake.  The  Auditors  are 
Messrs.  Whitehead  and  Atkin.  Mr.  Kerse  was  re-elected 
Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Pescod  Secretary.  Mr.  Gilderdale  de- 
livered a  presidential  address,  in  which  he  dealt  with  the 
apathy  which  exists  in  the  trade  generally  as  to  union  by 
means  of  local  associations  to  further  its  interests.  Mr. 
Foggan  proposed  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks,  which  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Gibson,  and  agreed  to. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  was  held  at  the  Albion  Hotel,  Piccadilly, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  October  10.  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Woolley, 
the  President,  occupied  the  chair,  and  over  seventy  gentle- 
men were  present,  including  Professors  H.  B.  Dixon, 
F.R.S.,  and  R.  B.  Wild,  M.D.,  Messrs.  A.  A.  Haworth, 
M.P.,  J.  Rymer  Young  (Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society),  Councillor  H.  Kemp,  W.  Kirkby,  J.  C. 
Kidd,  A.  J.  Pidd,  W.  Fane,  J.  W.  Walton,  A.  L.  Blain, 
J.  Grier,  G.  L.  Westmacott,  Chas.  Swinn,  F.  W.  Bates, 
C.  A.  Johnstone,  A.  E.  H.  Blackburn,  and  Ringer  Jeans. 
The  toast-list  included  "  The  Houses  of  Parliament,"  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  "The  Manchester  Pharmaceu- 
;  tical  Association,"  and  "The  Visitors."  In  proposing  the 
first  of  these  the  President  dealt  with  the  real  grievances 
of  pharmacists  at  the  present  time,  and  said  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  present  Government  to  get  restored  in  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  what  was  defeated  in  the  House  of  Lords  by  a  small 
majority.  The  great  point  to  the  pharmacist  is  the  use  of 
the  title — not  the  sale  of  drugs.  Half  a  dozen  ignorant 
persons  should  not  be  entitled  to  do  as  a  registered  com- 
pany what  as  individuals  they  cannot  do.  They  should  not 
be  able  to  put  a  title  over  their  door  to  which  they  are  not 
entitled. — Mr.  Haworth,  M.P.,  in  replying,  said  he  thought 
it  would  be  a  hardship  on  a  farmer  who  required  certain 
poisons  for  agricultural  purposes  to  have  to  travel  five 
miles  for  a  poison  which  could  be  sold  by  unqualified 
persons  without  danger  in  sealed  packets.  He  was  not  in 
favour  of  undue  monopoly.  None  of  them,  he  believed, 
wanted  a  restriction  like  what  he  had  pointed  out,  or  do 
anything  that  would  tend  to  handicap  industry. — Professor 
Dixon,  in  proposing  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  urged 
the  better  preparation  of  pharmaceutical  students,  with  less 
reliance  on  a  chance  examination. — Mr.  Rymer  Young,  in 
reply,  said  some  of  the  apprentices  to  pharmacists  are  sent 
up  tor  examination  ignorant  of  the  simplest  problems  in 
pharmacy.  With  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  they  must 
strive  for  what  they  required,  and  as  electors  take  a  leaf 
out  of  the  book  of  the  Labour  party,  and  vote  for  the  man 
who  would  vote  for  them.  No  matter  which  party  was  in 
power  the  country  would  be  safe. — Some  good  music  plea- 
santly diversified  the  proceedings. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  73  Newman 
Street,  London,  W.,  on  October  4,  sixteen  members  being 
present.  The  new  President,  Mr.  James  Clark,  occupied 
the  chair  and  delivered  an 

Inaugural  Address. 
This  was  in  the  nature  of  a  causerie  on  pharmaceutieo- 
political  matters  from  the  assistant's  point  of  view.  The 
usual  necessary  plea  for  good  attendance  in  preference  to 
mere  membership  opened  the  address.  Inquiry  among 
assistants  showed  him  that  a  reason  why  more  do  not  join 
the  Association  is  that  the  nature  of  its  meetings  is  not 
understood.  They  are  thought  to  be  severely  scientific, 
offhand  discussion  being  impossible.  Though  this  is  not 
so,  and  the  papers  are  well  varied,  he  thought  that  there  is 
a  danger  of  the  meetings  becoming  too  scientific.  A  paper 
which  provokes  discussion  is  of  greater  value  to  the 
members  than  one  on  which  the  average  member  is  afraid 
to  venture  a  remark.  Pharmaceutical  papers  and  dis- 
cussions should  bulk  more  largely ;  they  manage  it  rather 
better  in  a  certain  northern  city.  Mr.  Clark  dwelt  on  the 
value  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  Association  for 
acquiring  proficiency  in  public  speaking  and  also  of  the 
social  side.  Employers,  he  said,  would  do  well  to  grant 
their  assistants  greater  facilities  to  spend  Thursday  even- 
ings in  Newman  Street,  and  to  use  their  influence  to  that 
end.  Then  Mr.  Clark  proceeded  to  deal  with  the  political 
grievances  of  chemists — company  pharmacy,  the  House  of 
Lords,  and  Parliamentary  representation — which  are  not 
usually  voiced  at  the  C.A.A.  From  these  it  was  an  easy 
transition  to  pharmaceutical  woes.    A  dispensing  doctor 
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told  him  recently  that  he  would  welcome  the  day  when  the 
dispensing  part  of  his  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  chemist, 
but,  singly,  he  was  powerless  in  the  matter.  The  neces- 
sary change  in  public  opinion  can  only  be  brought  about 
by  the  united  and  individual  efforts  of  chemists.  As  to  the 
Minor  examination,  Mr.  Clark  did  not  see  why  we  should 
wait  for  the  curriculum  before  dividing  the  examination 
nor  why  a  ploughed  candidate  should  get  no  credit  for  the 
subjects  in  which  he  has  passed.  The  time  allowed  for 
the  oral  examination  is,  he  thought,  too  little  to  find  out 
what  the  candidate  knows,  though  sufficient  to  find  out 
what  he  does  not  know.  Further,  Mr.  Clark  could  not 
understand  why  a  candidate  should  not  sit  for  the  examina- 
tion before  he  is  twenty-one,  the  certificate  being  received 
at  that  age.  Many  men  could  be  ready  before  their 
majority.  Finally  Mr.  Clark  dwelt  on  the  necessity  of 
better  practical  training  in  pharmacy  during  apprentice- 
ship instead  of  trusting  entirely  to  the  laboratory  course 
at  a  pharmacy  school,  good  though  it  may  be. 

Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Paterson,  the  ex-President,  proposed  the 
vote  of  thanks,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Lownsbrough, 
who  remarked  on  the  fact  that  Mr.  Clark  is  the  third 
President  in  succession  to  come  from  Scarborough.  He 
thought  that  the  introduction  of  pharmacy  law  matters  in 
the  discussions  would  alter  the  tone  of  the  Association. 
They  should  be  left  to  the  older  associations. — Mr. 
Latreille  and  Mr.  Frank  Curry  took  the  opposite  view.— 
Mr.  Clark,  replying  to  the  vote,  said  that  an  association 
thirty  years  old  ought  to  have  an  opinion  of  its  own. — On 
Mr.  Paterson's  suggestion  further  discussion  of  the  paper 
was  postponed  to  December  13,  if  no  paper  is  arranged 
for  thao  night. 

Three  new  members  were  elected  before  the  meeting 
broke  up. 


Women  Pharmacists'  Association. 

The  lecture-theatre  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  looked 
unusually  bright  on  Thursday  evening,  October  4.    It  was 
a  sort  of  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Women 
Pharmacists,  whose  bright  costumes  and  pretty  faces  would 
make  any  dull  place  gay  ;  but  when  the  mere  man  glanced 
down  at  the  familiar  lecture-table  it  looked  different. 
Why  ?    There  was  a  bunch  of  yellow  chrysanthemums  and 
a  spray  of  autumn-tinted  leaves  in  a  Liberty  jar  at  one 
side  of  the  table.    It  was  the  artistic  touch  that  made  the 
difference.    Had  it  been  earlier  in  the  year  the  organisers 
would  no  doubt  have  made  it  a  bunch  of  daffodils,  for  the 
lecturer  of  the  evening  was  Mrs.  Sophie  Bryant,  D  Sc 
head  mistress  of  the  North  London  Collegiate  School  for 
Girls,  whose  flower  is  the  daffodil.      Mrs.  Bryant  is  a 
member  of  the  Senate  of  London  University  and  an  acknow- 
ledged leader  in  education, 
and    her    promise    of  an 
address  on  "The  Bearings 
of     Education     on  Life" 
brought  a  large  audience, 
including  Professors  Cross- 
ley  and  Greenish,  Mr.  A.  C. 
Wootton,    Mr.    and  Mrs 
Walter    Hills,    Dr.  Albert 
Buchanan,    Mr.    and  Mrs. 
Peter  MacEwan,   Mr.  and 
Mrs.     Horace  Finnemore, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Knapman,  and 
Mr.  Miller,  of  St.  Pancras. 
Miss    Margaret  Buchanan, 
Ph.C.,    one    of   the  many 
distinguished    women  who 
have      been  N.L.C.S.G. 
pupils,  presided  ;  Miss  E.  S 
Hooper,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  and 
Miss  Xora  Renouf.  Ph.C. 
supporting  her.    The  meet- 
ing lasted  just  about  an  hour, 
but  about  another  hour  was 
spent  in   the  examination- 
room  overcoffee  and  conversa- 
tion-another  feature  so  prettily  executed  that  we  venture  to 
give  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  a  hint  to  appoint  a  com

mittee  of  lady  pharmacists  to  take  charge  of  its  "light 
refreshments  "  department  in  future. 

Miss  Buchanan,  in  opening  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ing, regretted  the  absence  of  the  President,  Mrs. 
Clarke-Keer,  and  said  that  this  was  the  second 
annual  public  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  during 
the  year  something  had  been  accomplished.  In  the 
calling  of  pharmacy,  she  continued,  the  development 
of  individuality  and  individual  responsibility  is  of  primary 
importance,  since  upon  these  rest  not  only  the  success  of 
the  pharmacist,  but  his  value  to  the  community.  Now, 
there  is  an  individuality  not  produced  along  right  lines,  a 
narrowness  of  view  and  want  of  sympathy  with  large 
issues,  of  which  isolation  is  the  cause ;  and  women  phar- 
macists, being  few  in  number  and  much  scattered,  have 
been  particularly  isolated  in  the  past.  How  far  the 
Association  has  sought  to  minimise  the  effects  of  this 
isolation  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  already  it  has 
enrolled  as  members  more  than  half  of  the  women  chemists 
in  this  country  who  are  actually  practising,  while  prac- 
tically all  who  have  registered  since  the  Association  was 
formed  have  joined  it.  The  majority  of  the  members  are 
M.P.S.  The  Association  has  also  become  affiliated  with 
the  National  Union  of  Women  Workers,  which  this  year  is 
to  meet  at  Tunbridge  Wells,  and  for  the  first  time  pharmacy 
is  to  be  represented.  Miss  Buchanan  also  spoke  about 
the  more  personal  work  done  in  regard  to  the  prospects  of 
women  in  the  craft.  The  Association's  Bureau  has  proved 
a  great  boon,  some  five-and-twenty  positions  having  been 
filled  by  its  means,  and  advice  given  where  members  have 
needed  it.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the  stimulus  of 
association,  and  altogether  Miss  Buchanan  showed  that 
women  pharmacists  have  justified  the  existence  of  their 
Association.  She  concluded  by  calling  upon  Mrs.  Bryant 
to  deliver  her  address  on 

The  Bearings  of  Education  on  Life. 
Mrs.  Bryant  said  that  this  title  is  not  quite  relevant  to 
her  subject  :  it  might  better  be  the  bearings  in  life  on 
education.  An  eminent  teacher  has  said  that  what  he  aims 
to  inculcate  in  his  pupils  is  an  interest  in  something  for 
its  own  sake  :  at  the  lowest  a  hobby,  at  the  highest  a  source 
of  unfailing  intellectual  delight  and  stimulation.  Is  it 
therefore  better  to  educate  for  efficiency  in  our  life-work 
or  for  enrichment  of  our  personality  in  the  inner  life '  Is 
it  for  the  Martha  or  for  the  Mary  in  us  that  lessons  are 
learned  and  discipline  maintained  in  school,  and  that,  in 
later  life,  studies  are  pursued  in  hours  spared  from  work  ? 
In  answering  these  questions  Mrs.  Bryant  said  : 

In  the  world  of  school  and  of  home  the  dispute  between  the 
sisters  is  always  going  on.  Teachers  for  the  most  part  take  the 
side  of  Mary  :  the  development  of  the  inner  life  is  their  prime 
concern— the  development  of  boy  to  man  or  girl  to  woman  in 
accordance  with  the  excellence  of  reason  and  virtue.  Some- 
times, indeed,  this  excellence  is  inadequately  conceived.  Con- 
ventional gentility  takes,  in  the  ideal,  the  place  of  sound 
humanity.  Good  form  is  offered  as  a  sorry  substitute  for  duty. 
But  this  by  the  way  The  teacher  in  this  vein  is  on  strong 
»P  *?kVn»  for  h»  m°tto  "  The  good  tree  bringeth  forth 
good  fruit.  Let  us  therefore  grow  the  good  tree  for  its  own 
sake,  says  the  schoolmaster.  Careers  will  take  care  of  them- 
wn?M  Th.  sendeducated,  well-trained  young  people  into  the 
world.  1  he  anxious  parent,  however,  plays  the  Martha  of  the 
situation.  His  boy  has  to  be  launched  on  a  career.  The  school- 
advif/  S  3  °Uf M  *?  know-*he  boy's  powers,  and  should 
ann  I  f.       j  s?,hoolmasters  realise  this  duty.

«  I-  ?!7?nt  dwelt  for  a  moment  or  two  on  the 
practical  in  a  child's  training  and  education,  enforc- 
ing the  necessity  of  stirring  in  the  mind  plans  of 
action  outside  play  and  lessons— plans  of  work  directed  to 
an  end  in  life  especially  placing  before  them  the  better- 
ment of  their  fellows  and  service  of  the  State ;  for 
education  is  stunted  and  unsatisfactory  when  young  people 
are  lacking  a  purpose  in  life.   What  am  I  going  to  do  when  I 
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grow  up  ?  This  is  a  question  every  healthy  child  should  be 
busied  about.  The  difficulty  in  the  case  of  girls  is  familiar  to 
us  because  there  is  always  the  uncertainty  as  to  marriage 
-which  sheds  uncertainty  on  every  plan  of  life.  Mrs.  Bryant 
saw  no  way  out  of  this  difficulty,  except  that  of  not  taking  too 
much  notice.  .  .  .  There  can  be  little  permanent  assurance  in 
the  character-building  of  early  years  if  the  practical  motive 
which  is  to  dominate  after-life  is  not  worked  into  it.  If  the 
well-balanced  schoolboy  has  until  eighteen  years  of  age  been 
brought  up  merely  on  the  virtues  of  school  discipline  and  well- 
learned  lessons,  with  little  stirring  of  his  own  initiative  in 
practical  ways,  he  will  probably  under  new  circumstances 
pursue  his  course  by  continuing  to  behave  as  he  is  expected  to 
behave,  but  his  capacity  for  rising  morally  above  his  sur- 
roundings will  be  stunted.  Later  he  will,  no  doubt,  begin  to 
grow  in  ideas  of  life — i.e.,  in  real  character  for  himself — but 
the  educational  opportunity  which  the  schoolmaster  had  of 
guiding  the  development  of  character  by  ideals  of  duty  and 
service  to  the  world  will  have  been  lost.  His  training  in 
■character  has  been  postponed  until  the  competitive  struggle  in 
iife  has  begun,  until  attention  is  turned  on,  perhaps  domi- 
nated by,  the  problems  of  self-interest.  .  .  .  Nearly  all  young 
people  are  full  of  latent  enthusiasm,  full  of  the  higher  moral 
nature  undeveloped. 

Here  Mrs.  Bryant  remarked  that  what  she  said  about 
boys  applies  also  to  girls,  and  she  said,  speaking  more 
directly  to  her  audience  as  women  pharmacists  : 

You  are  here  a  company  of  practical  women  doing  the 
world's  work  in  your  own  way,  and  you  know  how  much  it 
means  to  you  to  feel  that  you  are  not  merely  earning  your 
living,  but  are  working  in  the  service  of  humanity — each 
according  to  her  gifts — and  to  you  who  are  happy  enough  to 
have  had  such  shapings  of  life  in  your  minds  when  girls  at 
school,  its  influence  on  the  development  of  character  will  be 
apparent.  We  all  have  associations  with  young  people,  girls 
and  boys.  Let  us  do  what  we  can  in  the  matter  of  education 
principles  to  bring  out  their  practical  initiative  early.  Train 
them  to  think  about  their  own  agency  and  responsibility  in 
life  from  the  beginning.  The  idea  of  the  after-career,  vague 
perhaps  and  shifting  at  first,  but  still  the  object  of  thought 
and  earnest  concern,  should  be  present  early  in  the  mind 
directing  the  growth,  stimulating  intelligence,  shaping  will, 
and  supplying  leverage  for  the  development  of  character. 

Thanks. 

Miss  Buchanan  expressed  her  delight  with  the  address, 
which  had  been  delivered  in  a  convincing  manner  and  was 
frequently  applauded.  Miss  Buchanan  added  that  most  of 
her  ideals  of  life  had  been  gathered  at  the  school  of  which 
"Mrs.  Bryant  is  head  mistress.    She  called  upon 

Professor  Crossley  to  propose  a  vote  of  thanks,  which  he 
■did,  avoiding  use  of  the  words  "the  Chairman"  by 
addressing  the  Vice-President  as  "Madam,"  and  referred 
to  the  lecturer  as  Dr.  Bryant — a  delicate  compliment  to 
the  personal  qualification.  The  professor  was  not  in  full 
agreement  with  Dr.  Bryant's  view  of  the  aim  of  the  teacher, 
bis  own  being  to  send  out  the  pupil  with  love  of  the  subject 
for  the  subject's  sake.  He  also  referred  to  the  higher 
education  of  women  and  the  influence  it  has  had  upon 
pharmacy  through  the  introduction  into  our  ranks  of  well- 
trained  women. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills,  in  seconding  the  motion,  expressed 
'commonsense  views  of  the  burden  that  traditional  methods 
are  in  English  public  schools,  and  while  approving  those 
.parts  that  foster  manliness  and  courage,  he  considered  that 
ihe  system  whereby  the  characteristics  of  each  boy  are 
studied  and  developed  should  give  us  better  material  in 
industrial  and  professional  pursuits.  He  also  remarked 
upon  intellectual  power  not  being  due  to  the  size  of  the 
bead,  but  to  the  convolutions  of  the  brain,  and  gave  this 
as  the  reason  why  women,  generally  small-headed,  are 
often  very  clever. 

This  almost  tempted  Mrs.  Bryant  to  debate.  In 
acknowledging  the  vote  of  thanks  heartily  accorded  she 
made  the  interesting  remark  that  if  you  have  a  man  and  a 
woman  equally  clever,  equally  endowed  intellectually,  the 
girl  is  always  the  cleverer.  "This  sounds  like  a  bull," 
said  Mrs.  Bryant  with  the  faintest  suspicion  of  the  brogue 
(she  is  an  Irishwoman),  but  she  went  on  to  say  that  one 
sees  it  in  teaching  mathematics.  The  boy  by  sheer  brute 
force  of  memory  gets  up  the  subject,  but  often  does  not 
understand  it — does  not  try  to — that  will  come ;  while  the 
girl  must  understand  before  she  can  learn  :  she  lacks  the 
"brute  force  of  memory.  A  woman  needs  more  initiative, 
more  originality  and  more  intelligence  in  order  to  produce 
the  same  effect  as  a  man. 


Before  the  meeting  adjourned  Miss  Buchanan  men- 
tioned that  a  delegate  of  the  Victoria  Women  Pharmacists' 
Association  [Miss  Imes,  Ph.C]  was  present,  and  gave  her 
a  hearty  welcome.  She  also  asked  Mr.  Hills  to  convey  to 
the  Council  the  thanks  of  the  Association  for  the  use  of  the 
Society's  premises — "  at  much  inconvenience,  I  fear,  for 
you  are  in  the  midst  of  examinations."  Then  the  mere 
men  reflected  how  much  better  these  things  are  done  by 
the  ladies.

Photographic  Advertising. — Mr.  F.  W.  Sears,  the 
advertising  expert,  50  and  52  Ludgate  Hill,  London,  E.C, 
has  been  telling  in  "  Photography  "  of  the  applications  of 
photography  to  advertising.  The  article  is  written  in  con- 
nection with  a  recent  competition  for  suitable  pictures,  and 
we  gather  that  the  greater  proportion  of  the  photographs 
sent  in  were  unsuitable  as  a  stimulant  for  the  sale  of  soap. 
We  feel  sure  that  Mr.  Sears  would  have  had  better  luck  if 
he  had  appealed  especially  to  photographic  chemists,  who 
combine  the  knowledge  of  photography  with  soap-sales- 
manship, and  are  therefore  in  a  better  position  to  judge  of 
the  requirements  of  an  attractive  advertisement. 

An  American  contemporary  states  that  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.  are  to  extend  their  factory  buildings  at 
Hounslow  and  to  do  other  things  in  connection  with  their 
London  branch,  such  as  erecting  a  new  warehouse.  This, 
we  believe,  is  premature.  One  of  the  objects  of  Mr.  Swifte'a 
recent  visit  to  London  was  to  consult  with  Mr.  F.  M.  Fisk 
in  respect  to  the  means  for  coping  with  the  rapid  extension 
of  the  firm's  business  in  Europe ;  and  while  the  arrangements 
for  this  will  include  an  extension  of  the  laboratories  at 
Hounslow,  it  has  not  yet  been  decided  that  the  firm  will 
erect  a  new  warehouse  and  offices  in  the  business  centre  of 
London.  The  premises  at  111  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E.C, 
are  most  conveniently  situated,  but  the  business  has  out- 
grown them,  and  that  is  one  of  the  problems  remaining  to  be 
solved. 

Seitz's  Filter. — Those  of  our  readers  who  have  not  seen 
the  peculiar  filter  manufactured  by  Mr.  Theo.  Seitz,  of 
Kreuznach,  Germany  (whose  showrooms  and  offices  in 
London  are  at  45  Hop  Exchange,  Southwark  Street,  S.E.), 
should  look  into  it,  as  in  the  filtration  of  many  pharma- 
ceutical products  it  possesses  advantages  over  filtration 
through  paper,  this  being  especially  marked  in  the  case  of 
aqueous  or  other  solutions  of  essential  oils.  Clarification 
depends  upon  the  use  of  a  specially  prepared  asbestos  filter- 
ing-powder called  "theorit"  which  is  quite  insoluble  in 
medicinal  menstrua.  Some  10  or  20  grains  of  this  is  mixed 
in  each  pint  of  the  liquid  to  be  filtered,  and  the  mixture 
poured  into  a  cylindrical  funnel  with  cone-shaped,  double- 
gauze  bottom.  The  inner  cone  is  of  fine  gauze,  and  upon 
this  a  layer  of  the  powder  forms,  filtering  the  liquid  quite 
bright.  At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  one  of  the  contributors  was  enthusi- 
astic about  the  utility  of  paper-powder  as  a  filtering-medium 
but  it  has  disadvantages  which  "  theorit"  has  not,  while  the 
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latter  has  advantages  over  paper-pulp.  A  filtering-apparatus 
suitable  for  chemists  sells  at  a  guinea,  and  is,  we  understand, 
figured  in  an  advertisement  in  this  issue. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  introduced  a 
new  size  of  "tabloid"  trinitrin  for  hypodermic  injection,

It  is  nowadays  a 
rather  difficult 
task  for  exhibi- 
tion-promoters to 
secure  even  a  pass- 
able design  for  a

not  recall  something  that  has  been  done  before.  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  received  one  of  these 
medals  for  their  exhibit,  and  they  say  the  design  is 
striking. 

The  "Rapido"  Clinical.— The  art  of  glass-blowing  is 
one  of  the  most  entrancing  to  look  upon,  and  sometimes  one 
wonders  how  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
blower  to  do  certain  things.  The  figures 
Hg2  here  given  are  a  fair  illustration.  They 
represent  the  peculiar  features  of  the 
mercurial  stem  of  the  patent  "Rapido  " 
clinical  thermometer,  the  sole  manufac- 
turers of  which  are  Messrs.  0.  Comitti 
&  Son,  Ltd.,  51-53  Mount  Pleasant, 
Gray's  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.  The 
capillary  bore  of  the  thermometer  (b) 
is  at  the  point  a  divided  into  two,  and 
bent  as  shown  to  sharp  angles  at  c,  the 
two  being  reunited  into  one  bore  at  the 
point  b.  The  object  of  the  formation  of 
this  diamond-shaped  arrangement  is  to 
secure  effective  self-registration  of  the 
temperature  without  retardation  of  the 
time  taken  to  effect  the  registration. 
Thermometers  are  made  to  register  in 
i,  1,  or  2  minutes,  and  since  the  inven- 
tion was  patented  the  thermometers  have 
had  a  good  trial  in  practice  with  satisfactory  results.  Also 
Messrs  O.  Comitti  &  Son's  workmen  have  become  so  expert 
in  this  peculiarly  difficult  glass-blowing  that  the  makers  have 
reduced  the  prices  by  15  to  20  per  cent,,  so  that  they  are  now 
practically  the  same  price  as  ordinary  clinicals,  and  they 
have  the  advantage  of  being  both  rapid-registering  and 
rapid-setting. 


She  Mcefc's  poiscmmos. 

TWELVE  deaths  from  poisoning  have  occurred  during  the 
past  week,  six  of  which  were  misadventures.  Three  of 
the  mishaps  were  caused  by  overdoses  of  laudanum,  the  vic- 
tims being  William  Joseph  Hill  (57),  a  retired  marine  en- 
gineer living  at  Lewisham  ;  Frederick  James  Springett,  of 
Aldershot,  formerly  an  Army  schoolmaster;  and  David 
Semple,  the  postmaster  at  Wymondham.  Mr.  Semple 
bought  the  laudanum  from  John  Hill,  manager  of  Boots, 
Ltd.,  London  Street,  Norwich,  saying  it  was  for  tooth- 
ache. The  Coroner's  jury  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  had  accidentally  taken  an  overdose  to  induce 
sleep.— Mr.  Springett  obtained  sixpennyworth  of 
laudanum  from  Frank  Casson,  manager  "to  Messrs. 
Allen  &  Lloyd,  chemists,  Aldershot,  also  "for  tooth- 
ache."— At  the  inquest  on  Mr.  Hill,  of  Lewisham,  in 
reply  to  the  Coroner  (Mr.  H.  R.  Oswald),  the  widow  said 


her  husband  habitually  took  laudanum  to  make  him  sleep. 
She  found  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  poison.  She  had 
bought  it  for  years  from  a  firm  of  chemists  at  Deptford,  and 
had  never  been  asked  to  sign  for  it. — Dr.  Phillips  said 
laudanum  was  not  a  scheduled  poison.  The  selling  of  it  was 
left  almost  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  chemist. — The 
Coroner  remarked  that  there  were  some  anomalies  in  the 
regulations  for  the  sale  of  poisons.  There  are  some  dan- 
gerous poisons  like  laudanum  that  can  be  obtained  with  con- 
siderable ease. — Sarah  Ann  Sykes  (40),  of  Bolton,  who  had 
been  in  ill-health  for  some  time,  drank  a  fatal  quantity  of 
laudanum  and  died  in  the  infirmary. — Three  deaths  were 
caused  by  carbolic  acid.  It  was  taken  by  Ida  Matthews  (40) , 
a  Nottingham  widow,  by  Thomas  Loder  (75),  of  Battersea, 
and  by  George  Henry  Coupe,  of  Eccleshall.  It  is  not  quite 
clear  whether  the  acid  was  taken  by  Coupe  with  suicidal 
intent  or  accidentally  for  the  relief  of  toothache. — Robert 
McAndrew  (43),  a  Glasgow  commission-agent,  was  found 
dead  in  his  office,  with  an  empty  bottle,  labelled  "  Prussic 
acid,"  on  the  desk. — Julia  Lennon  (23),  of  Consett, 
poisoned  herself  with  a  liniment  of  opium  and  belladonna. — ■ 
A  man  was  poisoned  with  oxalic  acid  at  Cricklewood. — 
Mary  Watkins  (36)  died  in  Birmingham  Infirmary  from 
the  effects  of  having  taken  a  quantity  of  poison,  not  named. — 
John  Raggett  Calvill  (54),  a  commercial  traveller,  was 
poisoned  at  Plymouth  by  an  overdose  of  sulphonal.  At  the 
inquest,  Dr.  Robert  Dunstan  said  he  had  attended  the  de- 
ceased for  six  months  in  connection  with  taking  narcotics. 
When  called  he  considered  the  case  was  hopeless  from  the 
first,  deceased  having  taken  the  sulphonal  sixteen  hours 
before  he  saw  him.  He  took  very  large  quantities  of  the 
drug.  The  ordinary  dose  was  about  30  grains  :  deceased  had 
probably  taken  200  grains.  Deceased  once  took  a  4-oz.  dose 
of  chloral,  and  in  his  pocket  then  was  25  grains  of  opium. 
A  verdict  of  death  from  misadventure  was  returned. — Tha 
danger  of  throwing  down  poisoned  bread  was  forcibly 
exemplified  at  an  inquest  held  at  Newport  (Mon.)  on 
October  5  on  a  little  girl  named  May  Ellen  Howe,  who  died 
from  eating  some  rat-poison.  Dr.  Thompson,  the  county 
analyst,  said  the  symptoms  he  discovered  in  the  stomach-con- 
tents pointed  to  an  irritant  poison  with  arsenic  or  phos- 
phorus, probably  the  latter.  Only  the  previous  week  he 
picked  up  two  pieces  of  bread  from  the  gutter  which  he 
found  were  covered  with  rat-poison.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  phosphorus-poisoning.

By  Another  Chemist's  Assistant. 


On  reading  "Chemist's  Assistant's"  impressions  in  the 
Supplement  of  September  1,  I  could  not  help  seeing  that  he 
was  not  quite  satisfied  with  his  sejour  on  the  Riviera,  and  that 
circumstances  were  not  in  reality  so  rosy  with  him  as  he  had 
anticipated.  It  depends  to  a  great  extent  on  what  class  of 
pharmacy  one  is  engaged  in.  For  my  part,  I  consider  it  a 
mistake  to  go  on  the  Riviera  and  work  in  a  pharmacy  where 
there  are  several  persons  who  speak  English,  or,  more  strictly 
speaking,  who  try  to  speak  English,  as  one  cannot  learn  much 
French  in  such  places. 

I  started  business  towards  the  end  of  November,  in  a  splen- 
didly situated  town  about  the  middle  of  the  Riviera.  Two 
Germans  were  employed  who  attended  to  the  French  and 
German  clientele,  and  the  English  visitors  were  left  to  me. 
During  the  first  two  months  it  was  very  easy  going — in  fact, 
some  days  too  easy — but  I  made  use  of  the  slack  days  in 
studying  the  language.  Towards  the  end  of  January  the 
English  visitors  began  to  arrive,  and  from  then  until  the 
middle  of  April  I  had  plenty  of  work  to  do,  but  not  too 
much  for  an  assistant  who  has  worked  in  the  West-end.  In 
the  middle  of  April  both  the  German  assistants  had  departed, 
so  I  had  the  pharmacy  for  about  three  weeks  on  my  own 
hands  to  a  certain  extent;  with  the  occasional  help  of  the 
proprietor.  During  the  four  or  five  months  already  spent 
there  I  had  naturally  learned  a  good  deal  of  French,  and 
could  serve  customers  quite  well,  having  determined  to  speak 
only  French  to  the  employes.  At  first  it  was  very  awkward, 
but  after  the  first  month  or  so  it  came  more  easily.  German 
pharmacists  are  all  very  anxious  to  squeeze  English  out  of  the 
Englishman,  and  I  had  a  little  difficulty  in  that  way  myself; 
but  I  stuck  to  my  ground,  and  they  gave  in  to  me  eventually 
after  a  good  fight.  It  is  not  fair  that  we  should  go  down  there 
and  be  worried  to  death  with  "Vat  is  das"  in  English  If 
they  wish  to  learn  our  language,  they  ought  to  come  to  our 
country  to  do  so. 

The  hours  were  much  shorter  in  our  town  than  they  appear 
to  be  in  some  places;  the  pharmacy  was  opened  at  7.30  but 
the  assistants  did  not  commence  until  8.30,  working-  until 

f-i  ?'™  en  thfre  was  1z  hour  for  luncheon,  then  again  on 
until  7.30  p.m.,  when  we  were  finished  for  the  day,  and  met  our 
friends  all  together  at  the  restaurant  for  dinner,  after  which 
we  resorted  either  to  the  Cafe  or  the  Casino.  There  is 
nothing  to  complain  of  as  regards  these  hours,  and  it  was  very 
rare  that  I  was  obliged  to  work  after  the  stated  time ;  and 
taking  into  consideration  the  time  allowed  for  luncheon  the 
hours  are  much  better  than  in  London. 

As  regards  learning  the  language,  I  will  admit  that  one 
learns  it  with  an  accent  peculiar  to  the  Riviera  if  one  Roes  out 
or  exchanges  conversation  with  an  inhabitant ;  but  there  are 
always  people  who  speak  French  with  a  good  accent,  and  also 
visitors  from  other  parts  of  France,  who  are  very  rjften  onl* 
too  pleased  to  give  French  eontre  English.  I  was  fortunate 
in  finding  two  or  three  such  friends,  and  was  astonished  at  ti  e 
amount  of  trouble  they  will  take  with  you,  if  they  see  you  are 
really  in  earnest,  and  will  do  their  utmost  to  give  you  a  helv- 
ing hand  I  do  not  agree  with  "  Chemist's  Assistant'  that  it 
is  a  mistake  to  go  on  the  Riviera  to  learn  French;  on  the  con- 
trary, my  opinion  1S  that  if  one  goes  to  work  in  the  right  way 
it  is  one  of  the  best  places  for  learning  languages  as  there 
are  nationalities  of  every  kind  represented  there  I  am  qui  to 
satisfied  with  my  progress  in  French  for  one  season,  and  have 
made  sufficient  advance  to  be  able  to  hold  conversations  T 
lnhonetnPrdlnf  thiS  SeaSon  in  the  ™™  town  when

such  as  the  Carnivals  battles  of  flowers,  etc.,  for  all  which 
entertainments  we  had  time  allowed.  The  weather  did  not 
come  up  to  my  expectations,  but  there  are  never  any  London 
fogs  or  snow  on  the  ground ;  on  the  other  hand,  there  were  a 
number  of  wet  days  last  season,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mfnd 
that  it  was  a  very  bad  season  as  regards  the  weather  I  well 
remember  what  a  splendid  day  we  had  for  Christmas-  it  was 
quite  hot,  with  brilliant  sunshine  the  whole  day  and  we 
were  pitying  our  brother-assistants  toiliug  away  in  London 
under  the  gloom  of  fog  and  drizzle. 

The  scenery  on  the  Riviera  was  far  beyond  my  expectations, 
and  the  first  impressions  we  had  of  it  will  remain  in  our 
memories  for  some  time.  In  some  parts  it  is  much  flatter 
than  others— Cannes,  for  example — but  the  scenery  between 
Monte  Carlo  and  Menton  is  all  that  one  can  wish  for.  At 
Menton  there  is  Cap  Martin,  beautifully  wooded  with  olives 


and  firs,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  town  there  is  the  mag- 
nificent Bay  of  Garavan,  both  of  these  having  a  grand  chain 
of  the  Alpes  Maritimes  for  a  background.  There  are 
numerous  walks  in  the  neighbourhood  from  which  one  gets 
most  charming  views ;  take,  for  example,  the  Garavan  Boule- 
vard and,  a  little  further  on  towards  the  Italian  frontier,  Les 
Roches  Rouges ;  or  let  us  go  in  another  direction  towards 
Castillon,  on  the  summit  of  the  hills,  still  further  on  down  the 
valley  to  Sospel,  and,  again,  the  Promenade  to  Mont  St. 
Agnes,  among  the  olives,  and  the  sweet  perfume  of  the  orange 
and  lemon  trees.  How  this  scenery  can  be  compared  with 
Richmond  is  beyond  my  comprehension ;  in  my  estimation 
there  is  no  comparison,  they  are  of  such  an  entirely  different 
character. 

I  quite  agree  with  my  brother  chemist  that  the  living  is 
much  better  than  our  usual  restaurant  style  in  London, 
"  pension  "  costing  about  11.  a  week,  which  includes  break- 
fast, luncheon,  and  dinner.  Breakfast  consists  of  a  roll  and 
butter  and  a  cup  of  coffee — of  course  there  is  no  tea,  unless  one 
buys  his  own  teapot,  or,  what  is  more  convenient  perhaps,  the 
infusion-pot,  and  makes  himself  afternoon  tea  in  the  little 
room  at  the  back  of  the  pharmacy. 

As  to  salary  I  got  260  francs  a  month,  room  found,  and  a 
gift  of  fifty  francs  at  the  end  of  the  season,  having  to  pay  my 
fare  both  going  and  returning.  My  friends  were  also  earning 
about  the  same  money,  some  having  their  passage  paid  both 
ways,  in  which  case  they  did  not  receive  so  much  salary  as 
myself;  but,  comparing  our  salaries,  we  Came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  wo  were  all  getting  practically  the  same. 

Sundays  on  the  Continent  are  very  different  from  our 
English  Sabbath.  Most  of  the  important  events  take  place 
on  that  day — the'Nice  Carnival,  horse-races,  battles  of  flowers, 
etc.  Although  having  only  every  other  Sunday  free,  we  made 
the  most  of  our  day  off,  visiting  the  different  towns  and  places 
of  interest.  In  our  town  we  spent  a  real  good  time.  We  a'll 
arranged  to  be  free  on  the  same  day,  so  that  we  could  make 
our  excursions  en  masse,  and  on  one  of  these  memorable 
occasions,  we  mustered  sixteen,  including  the  "  Men  from 
Cook's  "  and  friends  from  neighbouring  towns.  It  was  a  day's 
outing  that  will  never  be  forgotten. 

A  brother  pill-pusher  and  myself  finished  up  the  season 
with  a  short  trip  back  through  North  Italy  and  Switzerland, 
calling  at  Genoa,  and  spending-  a  day  in  Milan,  where  we 
visited  the  Cathedral,  the  Opera,  the  Exhibition  and 
numerous  other  places  of  interest.  Leaving  Milan,  we 
passed  through  the  St.  Gothard  to  Lucerne,  where  we  spent 
another  day.  It  is  a  trip  well  worth  doing  on  the  return 
home,  but  unfortunately  our  time  was  very  limited,  and  was 
rather  too  much  of  a  rush. 

We  are  all  of  us  looking  forward  to  another  season  down 
South,  four  out  of  six  of  us  having  definitely  decided  to  return 
in  November  to  the  region  where  hard  work  and  amusement 
go  hand  in  hand.

uses,  testing,  transport,  and  storage  of  petroleum  pro- 
ducts; and  the  legislative  enactments  relating  thereto; 
together  with  a  description  of  shale  oil  and  allied  in- 
dustries, and  a  full  bibliography.  By  Sir  Boverton 
Redwood,  D. Sc.,  F.R.S.E.,  etc.  Second  edition.

The  first  edition  of  this  work  was  published  ten  years 
ago,  while  Sir  Frederick  Abel,  Bart.,  with  whom  the  author 
had  acted  as  coadjutor  in  important  official  investigations, 
was  still  alive,  and  it  is  not  derogatory  to  Sir  Boverton  Red- 
wood to  say  that  while  Sir  Frederick  Abel  was  alive  his 
name  stood  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  authorities  on  the  pro- 
perties of  petroleum.  Now  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  stands 
there  ;  and  he  is  a  man  of  such  varied  interests,  remotely  or 
directly  associated  with  his  profession,  that  the  first 
thought  in  glancing  through  the  pages  of  these  bulky 
volumes,  and  noting  the  minutiae  of  detail  in  them,  is  how 
he  could  find  the  time  to  produce  the  book.  It  is  true  that 
in  the  preface  acknowledgments  are  made  of  assistance,  in- 
cluding revision  of  whole  chapters,  from  about  a  dozen 
gentlemen,  but,  allowing  for  all,  wonder  still  remains. 
The  very  fact  that  the  author  has  had  assistance  from 
those  who  are  expert  in  particular  departments  adds,  of 
course,  to  the  value  of  the  book.  Although  the  title  page 
gives  a  general  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  work,  we  may 
indicate  the  contents  further.  It  is  divided  into  eleven 
sections,  three  appendices,  and  a  bibliography.  It  contains, 
besides,  138  tables,  29  plates  (maps,  etc.),  and  337  illustra- 
tions (including  smaller  maps).  The  first  section  is  histori- 
cal, beginning  with  the  earliest  references  to  petroleum-like 
substances,  then  going  on  to  the  history  of  petroleum  dis- 
covery or  production  in  every  country  in  the  world  where 
it  is  found.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  section  is  packed 
full  of  statistics  it  is  quite  entrancing.  Following  it,  the 
geological  and  geographical  distribution  of  petroleum  and 
natural  gas  is  treated — a  somewhat  hazardous  task  consider- 
ing the  nature  of  the  first  section ;  but  here  more  countries 
are  dealt  with,  and  the  information  is  specialised.  In  Sec- 
tion 3  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  petroleum 
and  natural  gas  are  treated,  here  being  gathered  those 
scientific  constants  and  generalisations  which  are  essential 
^o  analysts.  Section  4  is  "the  origin"  one,  and  although 
brief  it  contains  descriptions  and  references  to  the  originals 
of  the  more  important  theories  advanced  to  account  for  the 
existence  of  petroleum.  Its  production  is  the  subject  of 
Section  5,  which  is  notable  for  its  descriptions  of  methods 
and  mechanical  appliances  employed  in  the  United  States, 
Canada.  Russia,  Galicia,  and  Germany.  The  same  remark 
applies  to  Section  6.  dealing  with  the  refining  of  petroleum. 
In  Section  7  shale  oil  and  allied  industries  are  treated  ;  then 
come  transport,  storage,  and  distribution— subjects  which 
lend  themselves  to  cursory  treatment  by  a  chemist-author, 
but  here,  again,  we  have  a  thorough  description  of  means  and 
methods,  copiously  illustrated.  The  testing  of  petroleum 
and  its  allies  begins  Section  9  and  the  second  volume.  It 
is  a  book  in  itself  of  110  large  pages,  the  observations  on 
lighting-oils  and  lubricants  being  particularly  valuable. 
Section  10  is  on  uses,  and  Section  11  contains  statutory, 
municipal,  and  other  regulations.  The  first  appendix  is 
devoted  to  statistics  of  production  by  all  countries,  exports, 
imports,  and  the  like.  Particulars"  respecting  the  marine 
transport  of  petroleum  are  given  in  the  second  appendix, 
and  the  import-duties  levied  on  United  States  petroleum 
occupy  the  third  appendix.      Following  this  there  is  a 


unique  bibliography,  compiled  by  Messrs.  W.  H.  Dalton 
and  L.  V.  Dalton,  which  (with  index)  occupies  166  pages. 
This  gives  references  to  5,904  books  and  papers  on  subjects 
connected  with  petroleum.  Two  examples  will  show  what 
this  marvellous  bibliography  implies  :

It  is  not  out  of  place  to  mention,  in  concluding  this  review 
of  the  contents  of  a  great  work,  that  the  author  commenced 
his  career  as  a  chemist  in  association  with  pharmacy ;  and 
those  who  knew  his  father,  the  late  Professor  Redwood, 
will  not  fail  to  observe  in  the  book  that  thoroughness  in 
detail  and  preciseness  in  exposition  which  were  strong 
characteristics  of  the  professor.

The  sales  amount 
to  only  14  cases  of  manufacturing  material  for  Interior  specu- 
lators, at  full  prices.  The  position  is  firmly  maintained,  for 
although  several  buyers  came  forward  for  the  consuming 
markets  at  sjight  concessions,  their  terms  were  promptly  re- 
fused by  holders.  No  rain  has  fallen  as  yet  in  the  Interior, 
which  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  dealers  hold  out.  The  arrivals 
to  date  amount  to  2,672  cases,  against  1,067  cases  at  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Smyrna,  September  29.— The  transactions  this  week  amount 
to  18  cases  only,  on  behalf  of  a  Native  speculator,  at  the 
equivalent  of  from  8s.  Id,  to  8s.  3c?.  per  lb.  for  Karahissar  t.q. 
There  are  plenty  of  orders  about,  but  holders  refuse  to 
make  any  concessions,  which  has  made  business  exceedingly 
difficult  -to  effect.  The  market  closes  very  firm  with  a  higher 
tendency,  there  being  buyers  but  no  sellers.  The  arrivals  in 
Smyrna  amount  to  2,672  cases,  against  1,067  cases  at  the  same 
time  of  last  year.  The  sales  for  September  amount  to  252  cases. 

A  monthly  report,  dated  Smyrna,  September  30,  states  the 
sales  amount  to  252  cases,  25  of  which  are  for  speculators' 
account,  180  for  the  U.S.A.,  and  the  balance  for  England  and 
Continent.  Prices  advanced  fully  6d.,  and  sellers  are  still 
strongly  maintaining  the  position.  Beneficial  rains  are  much 
needed  for  the  fall  sowings.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date 
amount  to  2,672  cases,  against  1,067  cases  at  same  period  last 
year,  and  in  Constantinople  to  2,632  cases,  against  1,034  cases. 
The  stock  in  first  and  second  hands  in  Smyrna  is  now  3.998 
cases,  against  3,613  cases  at  same  period  last  year,  and  in 
Constantinople  916  cases,  against  936  cases.

Pimento.— At  auction  110  bags  offered  and  sold  without 
reserve  at  2|c?.  to  2%d.  per  lb.  for  fair,  being  easier. 

Quinine.— The  factories  have  done  a  large  business  with 
both  consumers  and  speculators  at  the  official  price  of  l^d. 
per  oz.  for  German  sulphate  in  bulk.  In  second-hands  also 
a  revival  of  business  has  taken  place,  spot  selling  at  l^d 
December- January  at  7Jjc/.,  and  March  at  7fc?.  per  oz.  At 
present  low  prices  quinine  ought  to  be  worth  stocking 
from  a  consumer's  point  of  view,  as  it  is  thought  the  bottom 
has  probably  been  reached.  In  order  to  find  a  parallel  in 
some  respects  to  the  present  position  we  have  to  go  back  to 
February  1,  1897,  when  the  German  makers  reduced  the 
price  to  the  hitherto  unknown  figure  of  7^c7. ;  but  it  only 
stood  twenty-four  hours  at  this  price,  as  the  next  day  they 
raised  the  quotation  to  8c?.,  owing  to  the  rush  to  buy.  At 
that  time  the  Amsterdam  unit  stood  at  2.12c,  whereas  it  is 
now  4.14c,  so  that  quinine  is  much  cheaper  in  proportion  to 
bark.  There  are  several  other  important  factors  in  opera- 
tion now  which  were  not  existent  in  1897.  At  the  drug- 
auction  10  cases  of  Java  quinine  sulphate,  each  case  contain- 
ing four  100-oz.  tins,  were  bought  in  at  7\d.  per  oz.

Cape  Colony. 

The  Railway-rate  Dispdte. — The  dispute  between  the 
Cape  Government  and  the  Central  South  African  Railways 
regarding  railway-rates  has  been  occupying  a  tremendous 
amount  of  newspaper-space  recently.  The  official  corre- 
spondence on  the  subject  was  published  on  September  15. 
The  net  result  so  far  appears  to  be  that  the  High  Com- 
missioner (the  Earl  of  Selborne)  has  decided  against  the 
Cape  Colony  as  regards  the  imposition  of  countervailing 
duties. 

Medical  Council  and  Pharmacy  Board. — In  the  "  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  Government  Gazette"  it  is  intimated  that 
the  Governor  has  nominated  Drs.  C.  F.  K.  Murray,  A.  H. 
Petersen,  and  J.  B.  S.  Greathead,  and  Mr.  W.  Johnston, 
L.D.S.,  as  members  of  the  Colonial  Medical  Council,  and 
Messrs.  J.  A.  Mathew,  A.  Walsh,  and  George  Darroll  as 
members  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board  for  next  year. 
Nominations  are  invited  in  a  subsequent  issue  for  four 
medical  practitioners  and  three  chemists  and  druggists,  the 
nomination-papers  to  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the 
Colonial  Secretary,  Cape  Town,  by  October  9. 

Unprofessional  Conduct. — On  September  18,  Dr.  J.  C. 
Crozier  Durham  appeared  before  the  Colonial  Medical 
Council  charged  with  unprofessional  and  improper  con- 
duct. The  charge  was  that  Dr.  Crozier  Durham  had 
associated  himself  with  a  medical-aid  society,  called  "  The 
Benevolent  Association  of  South  Africa,"  "  which  system- 
atically canvasses  or  advertises,  or  did  canvass  or  advertise, 
and  is,  or  was,  an  association  in  which  profit  is,  or  was, 
made  by  laymen  out  of  medical  services."  After  a  lengthy 
examination,  the  Council  decided  that  the  charge  was 
proved,  and  Dr.  Crozier  Durham  was  reprimanded  and 
cautioned. 

Customs-duties. — The  following  additional  preparations 
contain  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  and  are  there- 
fore liable  to  duty  under  item  36  b.  of  the  Customs  Union 
Convention,  which  carries  duty  of  11.  per  Imperial  gallon, 
no  allowance  being  made  for  under-proof  in  excess  oi 
15  per  cent.  :  Balsamum  Bilae  ;  Borine  Alkaline  ;  Brown's 
chlorodyne  ;  Essence  of  Football  Stout ;  Hazeline  ;  Pepper- 
mint droppels ;  Perfumed  oil  for  toilet-use ;  Petersen's 
Essence  of  Navy  Cut,  of  Cavendish,  and  of  Cough  Elixir; 
Quinquina  wine  tonic  ;  Standard  chlorodyne ;  Veno's  Sea- 
weed tonic  ;  Veno's  Lightning  cough-cure.  The  Customs 
have  decided  that  eucalyptus  oil  will  only  be  admitted  to 
the  preferential  treatment  when  conclusive  proof  is  pro- 
duced that  refining  has  actually  taken  place  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  which  case  the  cost  of  bottling,  labelling,  etc., 
will  also  be  taken  into  consideration  as  part  of  the  25  per 
cent,  of  the  value. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Medical  Council. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Council  on  September  14,  Dr.  Yule  presiding,  the  business 
mainly  dealt  with  medical  matters.  There  were  present, 
besides  the  Chairman,  Drs.  Manning,  de  Kock,  and  Ward, 
Mr.  Hewitt,  Mr.  Dinwoodie,  Mr.  Redpath,  and  the  Secre- 
tary.— A  letter  from  the  Resident  Magistrate,  Bethlehem, 
in  reply  to  an  inquiry  by  the  Council,  stated  that  Dr.  J. 
Hunter  had  never  taken  out  a  licence  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  the  Council  resolved  that  the  facts  of  the  case 
be  reported  to  the  Resident  Magistrate  for  action,  as  the 
Council  were  of  opinion  that  Dr.  Hunter  had  not  the  right 
to  keep  an  open  shop. — A  further  letter  had  been  before  the 
Executive  Committee  from  Mr.  J.  H.  Symms  on  the  subject 
of  the  alleged  performance  of  work  in  excess  of  qualifica- 


tion by  an  assistant  of  Mr.  Redpath,  dentist,  and  this 
letter  was  now  read  to  the  Council.  It  was  resolved  to 
reply  referring  Mr.  Symms  to  the  Council's  last  letter  in 
which  they  asked  for  sworn  information  concerning  the 
allegation. 

Obituary. — Two  medical  men  well  known  in  the  Colony 
have  died  recently — Dr.  Fourie,  of  Ladybrand,  and  Dr. 
Brownlow,  of  Sterkfontein.  Dr.  Fourie,  who  graduated 
M.B.,  CM.,  at  Edinburgh,  was  registered  to  practise 
in  the  Colony  in  November,  1897.  He  was  very  popular  m 
Bloemfontein,  and  much  sympathy  is  felt  for  his  widow. 
Dr.  Brownlow  graduated  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  in  1888, 
and  was  registered  in  the  Colony  in  1894. 

Transvaal. 

The  "  Sacco  "  Consumption-cure. — In  "C"  Court, 
Johannesburg,  on  September  7,  Charles  H.  Stevens,  general 
manager  of  the  South  African  Institute  of  Medicine,  and 
inventor  of  "  Sacco,"  was  charged  with  contravening 
Article  39  of  Ordinance  29  of  1904,  in  that  during  the 
months  of  May,  June,  July,  and  August  last,  at  Johannes- 
burg, he,  it  was  alleged,  "  not  being  a  registered  medical 
practitioner,  wrongfully,  unlawfully,  wilfully,  and  falsely 
pretended  to  be,  or  took  or  used  the  name  or  title  of,  a 
doctor  of  medicine,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  and  practised 
or  performed  such  acts  as  specially  belonged  to  the  calling 
of  a  medical  practitioner,  contrary  to  the  form  of  the  above 
Ordinance  in  such  case  made  and  provided."  After  con- 
siderable evidence  had  been  given  for  the  prosecution,  the 
case  was  adjourned. 


Hmcncan  peppermint  Oil 

IN  order  to  understand  thoroughly  the  peppermint-oil 
situation,  which  has  so  suddenly  changed  in  favour  of 
buyers,  it  is  necessary  to  know  (writes  an  American  corre- 
spondent) the  salient  differences  between  the  general  con- 
ditions that  prevail  in  the  London  and  New  York  drug- 
markets.  New  York  has  no  "  Mincing  Lane,"  so  that 
there  is  a  much  wider  range  of  views  as  to  values  than  those 
prevailing  on  your  side.  The  principal  feature,  however, 
which  renders  the  New  York  drug-market  totally  different 
from  that  of  London  is  that  the  bulk  of  stocks  is  stored  in 
private  warehouses,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  even 
an  approximate  estimate  of  visible  stocks.  But  the  lack 
of  a  drug-exchange  and  the  absence  of  reliable  statistics  of 
stocks  are  amply  made  up  for  by  what,  in  the  slang  of  the 
New  York  cockney,  is  appropriately  termed  "  hot  air." 
Systematic  and  persistent  blustering  has  often  for  a  time 
superseded  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  and  this  has  been 
the  case  in  this  year's  peppermint-oil  campaign.  Long  before 
this  year's  peppermint-crop  was  visible,  the  following  con- 
versation took  place  between  the  writer  and  a  New  York 
drug-broker  who  represents  the  leading  Western  distillers  : 
"  Peppermint  oil  will  go  much  higher  soon,"  said  the 
broker. 

"  Why?  The  weather  has  been  favourable  so  far  to  the 
growth  of  the  crop,"  remarked  the  writer. 

'  No ;  they  have  had  frosts.  But,  apart  from  that,  you 
know,  I  invariably  talk  high  prices  in  peppermint  oil.  You 
see,  most  of  the  local  firms  have  already  contracted  for  their 
supplies,  and  if  oil  goes  up  they  will  make  a  good  profit. 
We.  of  course,  benefit  by  this,  as  it  will  then  be  compara- 
tively easy  to  get  them  to  contract  again  next  year.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  peppermint  oil  declines,  they  will  not 
care  to  buy  ahead  next  year." 

This  naive  theory  developed  in  the  course  of  time  into  a 
well-organised  propaganda  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about 
higher  market-values  for  peppermint  oil.  Crop-reports 
were  so  garbled  that  finally  the  farmers  themselves  believed 
that  the  peppermint-crop  would  be  a  short  one,  and  per- 
mitted themselves  to  be  made  tools  of  the  emissaries  of 
the  "bulls"  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  "pool,"  as  the 
now  disrupted  combination  of  peppermint-oil  growers  would 
be  called  in  England.  When  it  became  evident  that  the 
crop  would  be  a  normal  one  the  bubble  burst,  and  values 
declined  10  per  cent,  in  the  course  of  a  fortnight.  At  this 
very  moment  the  "bull"  interests  are  engineering  a  fresh 
coup  to  bring  about  a  recovery  of  values.  The  situation  has 
waxed  so  intense  that  those  who  have  insisted  that  pepper- 
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mint  oil  should  be  sold  at  its  true  value  have  been  denounced 
as  disloyal  to  American  interests,  because  England  and  the 
Continent  are  the  most  liberal  buyers  of  American  pepper- 
mint oil.  The  "  bulls  "  have  also  circulated  a  report  that  a 
large  quantity  of  this  year's  oil  is  "  weedy."  This  is  true 
to  a  certain  extent,  but  the  percentage  of  "  weedy  "  oil  is  no 
larger  than  that  of  any  preceding  year.  If  the  London 
market  remains  passive  in  the  face  of  American  "hot-air" 
market  manipulation,  English  buyers  will  always  be  able 
to  obtain  American  products,  such  as  peppermint  oil,  golden 
seal,  senega-root,  and  cascara  sagrada,  at  their  true  value.

Moffitt,  W.  Doig,  W.  J.  Hardy,  James  Tate  (Belfast),  and 
Richard  Blair  (Cork). 

Officers  Elected. 

Mr.  Wells,  Senior  Past-President,  moved  that  Dr. 
Walsh  be  re-elected  President  of  the  Society,  and  in  a  brief 
speech  referred  to  the  able  manner  in  which  he  had  already 
discharged  the  duties  of  the  presidential  office,  and  to  the 
services  that  he  had  rendered  to  the  Society  in  connection 
with  the  opposition  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  Beggs  seconded  the  motion,  and  also  referred  in  com- 
plimentary terms  to  the  abilities  and  services  of  Dr.  Walsh. 

The  motion  was  put  by  Mr.  Wells,  and  passed  unani- 
mously. 

The  President  took  the  chair  and  briefly  returned  thanks 
for  the  honour  conferred  on  him. 

Mr.  Beggs  proposed,  and  Mr.  Tate  seconded,  that  Mr. 
John  Smith  be  re-elected  Vice-President,  which  was  unani- 
mously agreed  -to,  and  Mr.  Smith  returned  thanks. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Vice-President,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Moffitt,  Mr.  Beggs  was  unanimously  re-elected  Hon. 
Treasurer. 

The  auditors  (Messrs.  Batt  and  Watson)  were  re-elected, 
and  the  several  committees  were  appointed. 

Correspondence-. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  S.  J.  Turkington  returned  thanks  for 
the  resolution  of  condolence  with  him  which  the  Council 
has  passed  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  his  father.  The 
letter  stated  that  the  late  Mr.  Turkington  valued  very 
highly  the  esteem  and  friendship  of  the  Council. 

A  letter  from  the  Colonial  Office  intimated  that  his 
Majesty  the  King  would  not  exercise  his  power  of  disallow- 
ing a  recent  Ordinance  in  Malta. 

The  President  said  the  Ordinance  was  to  the  effect  that 
medical  men  who  become  pharmacists  and  pharmacists  who 
become  medical  men  would  not  be  allowed  to  exercise  both 
professions,  but  would  have  to  elect  which  of  the  two  they 
would  follow.  The  Council  had  been  asked  to  express  their 
opinion  of  the  Ordinance,  and  they  stated  that  they  thought 
it  was  a  very  good  one.

Sir, — I  am  glad  to  find  that  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  the  wording  of  the  Form  of  Declaration  for  the  Minor 
examination  and  that  a  temporary  remedy,  although  a  feeble 
one,  has  been  found.  Of  my  certain  knowledge  an  elemen- 
tary-school teacher  engaged  as  such  during  the  day,  and 
dispensing  for  a  surgeon  in  the  evening,  reckons  that  he  will 
be  at  the  end  of  three  years  entitled  to  state  that  he  has 
conformed  with  the  regulations,  but  has  he  ?  Again,  can  the 
young  man  who,  unfortunately,  passes  his  three  years  where 
he  seldom,  if  ever,  sees  a  prescription  (of  these  I  know 
many),  although  with  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist — 
can  he,  too,  claim  the  right  to  sign  such  a  declaration ?  I 
trow  not.  Hence  the  very  necessary  enlargement  of  the 
terms  of  the  declaration.

About  Extracts. 

Sir, — An  interesting  problem  which  gives  many  trouble 
is  how  to  combat  hygroscopy,  especially  in  extracts,  notably 
ext.  taraxaci.  The  B.P.  has  made  an  attempt,  but  a  very 
feeble  one,  reliance  being  placed  on  calcii  phosphas  or 
saccharum  lactis.  Both  are  not  suitable  and  do  not  even 
entirely  overcome  the  difficulty.  In  the  case  of  common  salt 
the  tendency  to  cake  has  been  overcome  in  a  well-known 
preparation  and  the  question  is,  Cannot  some  such  plan  be 
tried  for  galenicals?  At  one  of  the  Conference  meetings 
Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock  suggested  the  use  of  exsiccated  efflor- 
escent salts,  such  as  dried  sodium  or  magnesium  sulphate 
or  sodium  phosphate,  but  exception  was  taken  to  it  by  Dr. 
Symes,  of  Liverpool.  The  late  Mr.  John  Moss  attacked 
the  subject,  but  did  not  divulge  a  really  good  remedy.  What 
can  be  done. by  way  of  suggestions?    First  there  is  an 
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elaborate  machinery  in  London  which  could  be  set  to  work 
on  the  subject  and  there  are  many  schools  of  pharmacy,  there 
and  elsewhere,  the  latent  talent  of  which  might  be  drawn 
on  to  the  subject.  At  present  it  is  an  enigma,  and  its  place 
is  not  quite  taken  by  the  powdered  extracts,  since  for  these 
no  official  formula  has  been  sanctioned,  so  that  each  person 
may  follow  his  own  sweet  will  in  the  matter.  Many  use 
liquorice-powder,  but  this  is  not  everybody's  fancy,  and 
moreover,  is  positively  repellant  to  some  stomachs.  The  use 
of  the  dried  exhausted  powder  of  the  drug  has  been  most 
recently  suggested  by  Messrs.  Farr  and  Wright,  but  if  pos- 
sible it  would  be  better  to  adopt  a  soluble  diluent  which, 
if  such  could  be  found,  would  in  each  case  enhance  the 
medicinal  efficacy  of  the  preparation  so  dealt  with.  The 
dilution  of  stronger  powdered  opium  to  bring  to  official 
strength  is  made  with  sugar  of  milk,  but  in  several  instances 
which  have  recently  come  under  my  notice  maize  starch 
has  been  used.  It  is  doubtful  if  this  could  be  defended  at 
present  in  a  court  of  law,  seeing  that  starch  in  any  form 
whatever  is  not  rightly  a  constituent  of  opium  or  its  powder. 
I  submit  the  problem  to  readers  of  the  C .  tfc  D.  in  the  hope 
that  some  will  attack  the  difficulty  or  give  the  craft  the 
benefit  of  their  experience.

It  is 
derived  from  algae,  and  has  the  "  property  of  retaining  a 
large  amount  of  moisture  in  a  soft  condition  for  a  lengthy 
time."

As  is  to  be  expected,  remarks  Mr.  Roe.  the  mixture  changes 
in  a  short  time,  then  throws  down  a  voluminous  precipitate, 
which  on  analysis  is  found  to  be  potassium  acid  tartrate. 
[This  is  an  interesting  incompatibility.  The  precipitate  con- 
tains a  trace  of  iron,  perhaps  mechanically  carried  down 
with  the  cream  of  tartar,  for  the  bulk  of  the  metal  remains 
in  solution  as  citrate.]

You  are  at 
liberty  to  hold  such  opinions,  but  the  effect  of  publishing 
them  would  probably  be  a  criminal  action  for  libel  against 
you  and  the  proprietors  of  any  journal  which  gave  your 
opinions  publicity. 

Q.  dt  /.  T.  (172/7). — Your  aromatic  quinine  and  iron  tonic 
label  is  not  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty,  but  the  other  is  on 
account  of  it  being  held  out  as  "  an  excellent  nerve-tonic."  Of 
course  the  name  of  the  medicine  is  a  sufficient  disclosure  of  its 
ingredients,  so  that  it  becomes  exempt  from  duty  under  the 
Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones  decision. 

B.  B.  (173/40). — We  presume  you  imply  by  your  question, 
"  Should  full  rental  be  included  in  working-expenses  in  arriv- 
ing at  net  profits?  "  that  a  residence  is  attached  to  the  shop. 
If  so  a  proportion  only  of  the  rental  and  taxes  is  to  be  charged 
to  the  business. 

F.  G.  (169/26).— "  Nerve-sedative  "  is  a  dutiable  title;  so 
is  "cough-mixture."    "Pectoral  Mixture"  is  not.

J.  S.  S.  (166/36). — What  to  use  to  charge  a  battery  depends 
upon  the  construction  of  the  battery  and  the  purpose  to  which 
it  is  to  be  put.  For  household  electric  bells  the  Leclanche,  in 
which  sal  ammoniac  is  used,  is  the  favourite,  while  for  galvano- 
cauterics  bichromate  cells  are  used,  these  being  arranged  so 
that  they  can  be  lifted  out  of  the  solution  when  not  in  use. 

Cym.ro  (135/15). — (1)  Dried  Milk  is  prepared  by  evaporating 
milk  and  powdering  the  residue.  The  difficulty  is  to  conduct 
the  evaporation  in  such  a  manner  that  the  milk  is  not  charred, 
and  this  is  done  by  spreading  a  thin  film  of  milk  on  a  heated 
surface,  and  when  the  water  has  been  evaporated  scraping  off 
the  solid.  In  the  Hatmaker  process  the  milk  trickles  on  to  a 
large  cylinder,  and  by  the  time  the  cylinder  has  revolved  once 
the  milk  is  dry  and  meets  a  scraper.  The  difficulty  of  the  in- 
solubility of  the  resulting  powder  is  got  over,  partly,  by 
adding  to  the  milk  sodium  bicarbonate,  sodium  citrate,  or 
sodium  phosphate.  (2)  The  tar-oils  obtained  in  the  distillation 
of  tar  contain  carbolic  and  cresylic  acids.  The  product  is 
emulsified  with  caustic  alkali  or  quillaia  to  make  a  miscible 
disinfectant  fluid.  There  is  a  lot  about  this  subject  in  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas." 

Giltspur  (150/74). — Test  for  Glycerophosphates. — The 
usual  reagents  for  phosphates,  such  as  ammonium  molybdate, 
uranium  acetate,  and  magnesia  mixture,  do  not  affect  a  solu- 
tion of  glycerophosphates  in  the  cold.  If,  however,  glycero- 
phosphates are  boiled  with  mineral  acids,  the  liberated  acid 
breaks  up  into  glycerin  and  phosphoric  acid  and  the  phos- 
phoric-acid tests  can  be  applied. 

G.  B.  (150/17). — Children's  Cough-mixture. — Of  the  two 
formulae  you  send  we  prefer  the  second,  but  doubt  whether  it 
will  keep.  To  make  sure  it  would  be  better  to  use  aqua 
chloroformi.  B.P.  1885,  to  make  up  the  bulk.  If  the  formula 
were  registered  in  the  C.  cfc  D.  Diary,  you  could  refer  to  that 
work  on  the  label,  and  so  take  advantage  of  the  chemist's  con- 
cession in  the  Medicine-stamp  Act.

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Pottery  (150/25).— Pottery-glazes.— For  soft-paste  porce- 
lain, earthenware,  or  tile  bodies  the  following  is  used : 

Red-lead    2,000  grams 

Flint   1,000  grams 

Borate  of  lime    ...      500  grams 

This  forms  a  colourless  fusible  basis  to  which  various  oxides 
are  added  to  impart  colour.  For  blue  40  to  125  grams  of 
cobalt  oxide  is  needed,  while  yellow  requires  the  addition  of 
100  to  200  grams  of  ferric  oxide.  Oxide  of  antimony  is  also 
used  for  yellow  glazes. 

Nemo  (152/63). — Milk-testing.— It  would  be  necessary  to 
know  what  process  of  milk-analysis  is  being  used  in  the  dairy 
before  we  could  say  what  strength  of  caustic-soda  solution  is 
required.  One  of  the  most-used  methods  for  the  determina- 
tion of  milk-fat — Soxhlet's  areometric  process— requires 
caustic-potash  solution  (400  grams  in  a  litre  of  water).

E.  J.  S.  (147/13). — Alcohol  Obtainable  from  Sugar.— One 
pound  of  sugar  produces  10.38  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  in  a 
gallon  of  solution  by  complete  fermentation,  but  in  practice 
(when  making  ginger-beer)  the  approximate  quantity  obtained 
is  6.65  per  cent. 

N.  W.  (163/13).  Enamel  Paints,  such  as  are  used  for  coat- 
ing baths,  resist  the"  action  of  boiling  water.  Such  paints  are 
made  by  mixing  varnish  and  pigments.  The  varnish,  which 
should  be  a  spirit  one,  is  heated  and  reduced  about  25  to  35 
per  cent,  by  the  evaporation  of  the  spirit,  and  the  colours  are 
added  while  the  varnish  is  hot.  For  a  white  paint  either 
white-lead,  zinc- white,  or  barium  sulphate  is  used,  with  larger 
quantities  of  turpentine  and  sorne  china  clay  if  a  matte  surface 
is  required.  Driers  are  also  added,  borate  of  manganese  being 
a  favourite  substance.  The  following  formula  is  a  representa- 
tive one :

C.  C.  (153/44). — Books  on  Acne.—  Bulkley's  "Acne:  Its 
Etiology,  Pathology,  and  Treatment"  (10s..  Churchill),  is  not 
a  recent  work,  as  it  was  published  in  1885,  but  most  treatises 
on  skin-diseases  treat  of  the  subject  fully. 

Chin  (154/14).— Tooth-powder  Perfume.— The  following  are 
from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  :

Phenocoll  (147/72)  and  J.  E.  B.  (166/39).— Typewriting 
Duplicating-ink. — The  basis  of  this  is  glycerin  (1  part)  and 
oleic  acid  (i  part),  to  which  the  appropriate  aniline  colour  is 
added.  "Violet  ink,  for  example,  is  made  by  adding  aniline 
violet  in  the  proportion  of  2  oz.  to  the  gallon,  and  it  is  usual 
to  add  perfume,  suitable  ones  being  those  used  for  perfuming 
hair-oil. 

Sol  (160/65). — Rubber  Solution  for  mending  cycle-tyres: 
•    Masticated    caoutchouc  (negro- 
head)    1  oz. 

Coal  benzene  20  oz. 

Dissolve  by  mechanical  agitation,  and  concentrate  by  dis- 
sipating part  of  the  solvent. 

A.  H.  L.  P.  (160/59). — Wild-thyme  Baths. — We  cannot  find 
any  authoritative  formula  for  wild-thyme  baths,  but  you  would 
not  be  far  wrong  if  you  make  first  of  all  an  infusion  of  wild 
thyme,  strength  1  oz.  to  the  pint,  and  direct  that  quantity  to 
be  added  to  each  bath  of  water.  When  making  the  infusion  in 
quantity  it  would  be  well  to  add  a  preservative,  for  which 
purpose  thymol  seems  to  be  appropriate.  Add  it,  dissolved  in 
spirit,  to  the  cold  infusion  in  the  proportion  of  4  grains  per 
gal.  As  your  customer  is  to  find  the  wild  thyme,  a  charge  of 
Is.  a  gallon  would  be  about  right. 

J.  E.  L.  (149/44). — (1)  Preventing  Growth  of  Alg«  in 
Water-reservoirs.— We  are  not  acquainted  with  a  proprietary 
article  put  up  for  this  purpose.  Copper  sulphate  is  now  re- 
cognised as  the  most  effective  addition  to  water  for  freeing  it 


from  algae  and  pathogenic  bacteria.  The  method  was  first 
taken  up  by  Dr.  G.  T.  Moore,  and  published  as  Bulletin 
No.  64  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant-industry,  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.  In  most  cases  the  use  of  copper  sulphate  1  part 
in  1,000,000  parts  of  water  is  sufficient  to  kill  all  forms  of 
algas,  and  would  not  have  to  be  resorted  to  again  for  some 
time,  when  a  much  weaker  solution  need  only  be 
used.  Very  little  of  the  copper  would  be  found  in  the  water 
after  a  few  hours,  as  it  combines  with  the  algae  and  is  pre- 
cipitated in  other  ways.  Dr.  S.  Rideal  has  taken  up  the 
matter  in  this  country  in  regard  to  the  use  of  copper  vessels  as 
a  prophylactic  against  water-borne  typhoid.  (2)  There  is  no 
sodium  salt  which  would  yield  its  chlorine  in  the  way  you 
suggest.  (3)  In  regard  to  your  later  inquiry,  in  which  you  say 
you  have  tried  copper  sulphate,  will  you  tell  us  what  strength 
you  used  ? 

IF.  TI7.  (160/16). — Liquid  Metal-polish. — We  do  not 
know  the  composition  of  the  metal-polish  to  which  you  refer. 
A  good  formula  for  a  liquid  polish  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D. 
as  recently  as  February  10,  p.  243. 

B.  L.  B.  (156/62). — Ticket-writing  Ink. — Does  it  not  occur 
to  you  to  increase  the  proportion  of  pigment  if  you  require  a 
thicker  ink  ? 

C.  T.  T.  (Cape  Town)  (150/40).— We  know  of  nothing  that 
will  effectually  remove  obliterating-ink  from  old  postage- 
stamps.  You  might  try  various  solvents,  but  if,  as  you  say, 
the  stamps  are  valuable,  you  had  better  leave  well  alone. 

E.  &  H.  (149/43).— Spiritus  ^Etheris  Co.— The  distillate 
from  the  sulphuric  acid  and  spirit  mixture  in  the  B.P.  1898 
formula  consists  of  13^  oz.  of  an  ethereal  portion  (ethyl  sul- 
phate) and  3  oz.  of  an  aqueous  portion  (containing  sulphurous 
acid).  After  separation,  neutralisation,  and  filtration  of  the 
ethereal  layer  a  product  measuring  nearly  13  oz.  is  obtained. 
The  B.P.  1885  formula  was  modified  through  researches  by 
Dr.  Inglis  Clark  and  Mr.  Dott,  the  idea  being  to  prevent  the 
wastefulness  of  the  process. 

Student  (162/3)  asks  us  to  tell  him  the  name  of  "  a  chemical, 
herb,  or  preparation  that  has  the  effect  of  emitting  a  violet 
sort  of  odour  through  the  skin  when  taken  internally."  We 
pass  this  on  to  our  readers,  as  the  only  thing  we  know 
approaching  what  "Student"  wants  is  turpentine,  which, 
taken  internally,  gives  a  violet  odour  to  the  urine. 

C.  E.  L.  (162/70). — Friction-surface  for  igniting  matches. — 
The  compositions  used  for  this  purpose  vary  very  much,  but 
the  ingredients  chiefly  present  are  red  phosphorus,  antimony 
sulphide,  and  powdered  glass,  made  into  a  paste  with  glue. 
Manganese  peroxide  is  used  for  safety  rubbers.  The  article 
on  "Matches"  in  Thorpe's  "Dictionary  of  Applied 
Chemistry  "  should  be  consulted  for  further  particulars. 

Galen  (169/5). — Purification  of  Acetylene. — It  is  im- 
possible to  say  what  are  the  chemicals  used  for  the  purifica- 
tion of  acetylene  unless  we  know  the  process.  A  note  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  December  30,  1905,  p.  1021,  gave  an  outline  of  the 
most-used  purification-processes. 

F.  B.  (169/12). — Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Cinchona. — The 
sal  volatile  dissolves  out  all  the  colouring-matter  and  tannin 
of  the  cinchona,  and  it  is  these  that  are  thrown  down  on 
keeping.  It  is  possible  that  the  addition  of  an  ounce  of  sal 
volatile  to  each  half-pint  of  the  finished  tincture  would 
prevent  the  deposit  by  ensuring  excess  of  solvent.  A  similar 
tincture  was  official  in  the  P.L.  1827,  but  was  abandoned 
when  it  was  realised  that  the  effect  of  the  cinchona  could 
not  be  obtained  without  an  overdose  of  ammonia.  The 
tincture  was,  however,  the  forerunner  of  the  popular  am- 
moniated tincture  of  quinine,  which  was  the  means  by  which 
the  above-mentioned  difficulty  was  overcome. 

J.  E.  N.  (169/73). — The  proposed  substitute  for  india- 
rubber  is  made  by  acting  upon  grain  with  ptyalin;  we  pre- 
sume diastase  is  used.    Let  us  have  more  particulars,  please. 

W.  E.  B.  (191/34). — Agar-agar,  or  Japanese  isinglass, 
softens  with  boiling  water  and  forms  a  jelly  on  cooling  if 
the  proportion  is  1  in  200  to  500.  If  you  cannot  bring  about 
the  disintegration,  you  must  heat  the  agar  with  water  on  a 
water-bath. 

J.  H.  H.  (19/91).— Calorific  Value  of  Petroleum.— 
According  to  Deville,  the  calorific  value  of  the  crude  oil  is 
10,000  calories,  the  varieties  he  experimented  with  ranging 
from  9,950  to  10,831.  We  cannot  find  any  exact  information 
as  to  the  calorific  value  of  petroleum  residues,  although 
these  have  been  used  for  heating  purposes,  but  Redwood's 
"  Petroleum  "  deals  most  fully  with  the  subject. 

Cimex  (165/65). — Hydrocyanic-acid  fumigation  is  the  only 
sure  treatment  for  ridding  furniture  of  bugs,  but  a  lot  can 
be  done  by  thoroughly  cleaning  with  beeswax  and  turpen- 
tine and  using  turpentine  freely  to  the  crevices.
